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GENERAL INTRODUCTION 


Since September, 1954, the undersigned has been preparing for the 
RECORDS of the American Catholic Historical Society of Philadelphia a 
bibliographical survey and union list of the nineteenth century Catholic 
serials in the U. S. 

This project originated because both historians as well as librarians 
realized the need of a comprehensive reference work to cover the more 
than 1,200 Catholic titles which have appeared throughout the nineteenth 
century; Gregory's UNION LIST OP SERIALS AND AMERICAN NEWSPAPERS includ¬ 
ed fewer than 'jOfo of the titles now known and do not provide anything 
beyond the briefest bibliographical descriptions. For the librarian the 
articles in the RECORDS have offered a guide for the preservation of 
materials at hand, the locations of titles in other institutions, and 
a stimulus to provide micro-reproductions of source materials in American 
history. Fifteen articles have appeared in the RECORDS until December 
1963. 

Because it will be somewhat difficult to get back-copies of those 
articles from the Secretary of the American Catholic Historical Society, 
715 Spruce St., Philadelphia 6, Pa.(75 cents per number), the Catholic 
University of America Press intends soon to publish the 15 articles, 
originally written prior to 1959> now brought up to date, as a FIRST 
SERIES (q.v. these articles can be located as such acc. to states, 
volume numbers and pages of the RECORDS in the list below). 

The Catholic University of America Press, Washington,D.C. 20017, 
has also begun a series which includes those states with a more extensive 
history, called SECOND SERIES (so far parts ONE to FOURTEEN), with 
cross-references to the "First Series". New features of the second 
series are alphabetical and chronological tables for each state to enable 
the researcher to determine quickly what publications were in existence 
at any given period. There is added also an index of titles and names 
(institutions) for each state. The whole project will be completed by 
a last PART FIFTEEN with the combined alphabetical tables of the different 
states and probably a combined chronological list of all states.

purposes,, 

3 "Catholic by national tradition" which is used chiefly for publica 
tions in foreign languages whose aims were national or patriotic. 


References to library holdings are given in NATIONAL UNION CATALOGUE 
symbols. Only periodical publication originated in a given state are 
credited to that state. Such which originated or appeared also in other 
states are treated as "cross references"; they are easily identified by 
indentation in the text as well as in the tables.

The necessity of dividing the state of New York into two volumes 
the way in which it has been done requires an explanation. 


The rather great diversity of the different regions of the state, 
its large population and the wealth of material in Catholic periodical 
publications, indicate the main divisions Volume Is NEW YORK , City , 
given with its "Historical Background", the description of its publica¬ 
tions, a "Special Bibliography", "Tables" alphabetically as well as 
chronologically with conclusions and an "Index of Titles and Names 
(Institutions)" and Volume IIs NEW YORK STATE , except New York, City . 
For this Volume II we found it most appropriate to divide it into Ila 
and II b, the six larger cities which by chance are in 1900: THE SIX 
SUFFRAGAN DIOCESES OF THE METROPOLITAN SEE OF NEW YORK,CITY, treated 
with their own history, their own publications, special bibliography, 
alphabetical and chronological tables, and THE 30 SMALLER PLACES IN 
NEW YORK STATE, EXCEPT THE SEES OF DIOCESES (of 1900); these places, 
each having only few publications, are treated as a group, but for each 
place is indicated its diocese so that the latter's history may be 
consulted (with II a). 


Volume II (a and b combined) carries a Special Bibliography, an 
Alphabetical and a Chronological Table, also an Index of Titles and 
Names. 


For Volume I and II combined there is added a General Bibliography 
and instead of repeating the tables only their combined Statistical 
Conclusions.

NEW YORK CITY 
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HISTORICAL BACKGROUND OP NEW YORK CITY, AN ARCHDIOCESE 

It was with Spanish navigators probably that the first Catholics 
came to the shores where New York was founded later* Whether or 
not a priest was with them is not known* Henry Hudson of York 
sailed up the river, and Calvinistic Hollanders also settled there. 
Nothing Catholic was tolerated. The Duke of York made it an 

1683 English colony, in which only later in 1683 religious liberty was 

granted when an Irish Catholic was governor. Then the first chapel 
was built and mass celebrated. Three Jesuits even opened a Latin 
school, but for a short time. With Governor Thomas Dongan gone, 

1700 the religious liberties subsided, too. In 1700 ff, drastic English 
laws did not allow priests to enter, only occasionally one from 

1783 Philadelphia secretly visited the Catholics, Only in 1783 when the 
the President of the U,S, resided in New York and the consuls of 
other nations, some Catholic, came to the city; in the Spanish 
consul's house a priest said mass and suddenly there was a con¬ 
gregation of about 200 Catholics existing, and constantly growing, 

1785 In 1785 a trusteeship was founded to build a church, St, Peter's, 

1786 which was opened in 1786, Father William O'Brien being its first 

1801 pastor. In 1801 the first Catholic school was established. Other 

priests arrived, Irish immigrants came to New York, he congrega- 

1803 tion counted 10,000 souls. In 1803 Bernard Dornin arrived and 

began as a publisher, as is said, an exclusively Catholic one, who 

1807 published in 1807 the first Catholic book in New York, Pastorini’s 
HISTORY OP THE CHURCH, for 318 subscribers issued in parts, 

1808 In 1808 New York was made a diocese. Its first bishop, Richard Luke 
Concanen, consecrated in Rome, died in 1810, before he had arrived 
in New York, Rev, Anthony Kohlmann, SJ had meanwhile acted as 

1809 administrator. He began a second church, St, Patrick's in 1809 

1810 which was dedicated in 18 X 5 ; he started the first college, in 1810 
the New York Literary Institute, which closed in 1814* The Irish 

1810 founded on D 15 1810 the first Irish newspaper, SHAMROCK, Catholic 
in tone; it helped with the enormous task to give newcomers a start, 

1812 Prom My 16 l8l.2-My 1 l8l3 there existed a second Irish Catholic 
weekly, the WESTERN STAR AND HARP OP ERIN, when a Father Grassi,SJ, 

1813 from Georgetown,D,C,, had the idea to start a Catholic newspaper, 
not specified in Irish news in New York but it did not materialize, 

1814 The second bishop, John Connolly, a British subject, arrived in 1814 
to govern the city, the whole State of New York and half of New 
Jersey, with only four priests, for 13,000 Catholics in New York, 

The Jesuits had left, Germans had, begun to come in. There existed 
a second Catholic publisher, Matthews Field in New York who perhaps 

1817 suggested the first "Catholic Magazine"; it is not certain that it 
materialized, but he did publish the first CATHOLIC LAITY'S 
DIRECTORY, A second came out in 1822, which was compiled by St, 
Peter's pastor, Rev, John Power, who was important for his sermons 

in and around New York, taking great interest in everything Catholic, 

1818 In 1818 New York counted 1.6,000 Catholics, a first orphanage, a 
first beneficial society was started. In 1822, 8 priests were in 
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charge of 2 chhrch.es in the city, one in Albany, in Auburn, in 

1825 Rochester and one in Utica, The bishop died in 1825, 

1826 John Dubois was the third bishop of New York, He found in the city 
30,000 Catholics and 3 churches, Trusteeisra had become unmanageable, 

He visited in his diocese the Indians and the Catholic colonies of 
settlers, the oldest French speaking Canadians, joined by other 
Catholics from Ireland, Germany, Italy, later also Poles, Lithuanians 
and Slavic people. The Bishop found churches, schools and institu¬ 
tions, a German St, Nicholas' church in New York (1834)0 For the 
Irish it was very important to have a paper from 1825 onward, 
especially since William Denman had taken it over. This was the 
TRUTH TELLER, a weekly newspaper which got its Catholic character 
from learned and able priests supporting its Thomas Levins (later 
GREEN BANNER, 1835-3?) Joseph Schneller (later N,Y,WEEKLY REGISTER, 
1832-35), Felix Varela (q,v, HABASfERO), Ch,C,Pise (later CATH, 
EXPOSITOR, 1841-44), and always Rev, John Power of St, Peter's, 

When the TRUTH TELLER became involved in politics, the priests 
mentioned, left and founded more exclusive Catholic papers themselves, 

1833 first in 1833 the N,Y,WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY, etc. 

Those papers managed to inform Catholics to whom these few priests 
were not able to speak. The papers were also necessary as a means to 
answer the attacks of the N,Y,PROTESTANT (X929-), a ^ -popery" 
paper. In 1831 St, Mary's had been burned down. Keen men were 
needed to defend, to explain, to teach, to promote a certain harmony 
of a society which was divided by groundless prejudices. Rev, 

Varela had founded only for such controversies the PROTESTANT 
ABRIDGER (l830), also the CATHOLIC OBSERVER, 1836-39 and N,Y,CATHOLIC 

1836 REGISTER, 1839-40° Rev, John Hughes, since 1836 coadjutor to the 
ailing bishop had joined these group of priests in writing articles, 

1837 even counter-attacked the attackers. In 1837 the Brothers Sadlier 

1838 began to build up their publishing house in New York, In 1838 
appeared the first CHILDREN'S CATHOLIC MAGAZINE by C,H,Gottsberger, 

Many of the emigrants found work in the state where "the industrial 
age" had begun with factories and mills, reaching its peak in the 
80 's, producing also wealthy sponsors and generous patrons to erect 
churches, schools and charitable institutions, 

1840 Rev, John Hughes became the Bishop in 1840 and brought with his leader¬ 
ship also new life into the construction period of New York's 
Catholicism, He used the newly founded (jl 1840 ) NEW YORK FREEMAN'S 
JOURNAL, as his organ for controversies and articles, also with the 
purpose of checking the power of the wave of nationalism of the Irish 
patriotic leaders, who published one paper after the other, dis¬ 
regarding or even attacking the religion of most of the Irish readers, 

1847 He founded Fordham College in 1840, In 1847 Albany was made a dio- 

1850 cese, in 1853 Brooklyn and Newark, In 1850 New York was promoted to 
an archdiocese, was now the Catholic metropolis, therefore the 

1854 bishop’s new paper was called METROPOLITAN RECORD (1854)0 The arch¬ 
bishop finally managed to quiet the anti—Catholic riot movement. He 
had abolished trusteeism) and not getting state support for catholic 
schools he put the Catholic parish school system on a more solid basis. 
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As James A* McMaster of the N*I*FREEMAN*S JOURNAL, also Orestes 
Brownson who had come with his BROWNSON’S QUARTERLY REVIEW to 

1856 New York ( 1856 ), strong personalities both, had fallen in disgrace, 
so rose now the editor of his own paper, John Mullaly, in 1859> in 
the Bishop*s favor* Prom Baltimore to New York was transferred the 
German weekly paper, KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG in I 85 I, and it was 
continued here and in Jamaica by the founder Maximilian Oertel to 
his death (l882)* The publishing of the Catholic directories also 
came from Baltimore back to New York, done there by Dunigan and Bros* 

I 858 as DUNIGAN*S AMERICAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC from I 858 - 6 O* The Archbishop 

1864 died in 1864 * 

1864 The second Archbishop, John McCloskey, began in l864» Born in 
Brooklynj he took over 32 churches, 93 priests, 3 colleges, Id- 
academies and did much for charitable institutions* Some of these 
homes as means for support founded or published Catholic magazines, 
e.g* the Catholic Protectory for the city* It was situated in 
Westchester, had a printing plant to be used for tracts and smaller 
periodicals* Many such, calendars and magazines were imported from 
Prance and Germany especially (see with '"Catholic Publishers"*s 
Benziger (Switzerland), Pustet (Germany), who had founded branches 
in New York and other cities, and began slowly in the 70*s to 
publish them in America, too* Religious societies in Prance and 
other countries, slowly translated into English and took also 
American topics, until they became "American "% ANNALS OP THE HOLY 
CHILDHOOD, MESSANGER OP THE SACRED HEART, etc* Bishop McCloskey 
finished New York’s cathedral* Since 1858 Father Isaac Hecker, a 
friend of Brownson, both converts, had become the founder of the 

1865 Paulist Fathers. In I 865 he began to publish a family magazine, 
the CATHOLIC WORLD, printed by the Paulist®s Catholic Publishing 
Co. In 1870 Fr. Hecker added THE YOUNG CATHOLIC and later the 
MISSIONARY ( 1896 ) which was first published in Washington,D.C.; 
also many pamphlets under the management of Lawrence Kehoe. In 

1875 1875 archbishop McCloskey was made a Cardinal* The visible growth 

of the Catholic Church originated fear in the non-Catholic*s mind 
so that many of their papers began to become anti-Catholic^ e*g* 
the AMERICAN PROTESTANT (l870~88), the CONVERTED CATHOLIC (1883 
ff. )j warning and attacking, edited by a renegade priest, James A. 

1872- O'Connor* Since 1872 P*V*Hickey's Catholic papers had appeared, 

in the favor of the Cardinal, protecting and educating its readers 
in New York and Brooklyn* The German KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT, 

1878- worked in the same way in 1878 , founded by the Ridder Bros*, to 

which was added an English edition CATHOLIC NEWS in 1886, current 
in 1966, members of the family still on its staff* 

I 884 An important event took place on D 9 1884 when in New York the 

"U*S. Catholic Historical Society" was founded by historians and 
learned men, devoted to the Church like John Gilmary Shea, Dr* 
Richard H* Clarke, Rt. Rev, John Ireland^Professor Frederick 

1887 Zwierlein, Thomas Francis Meehan and others. In I 887 the society’s 
organ was published: THE U*S* CATHOLIC HISTORICAL MAGAZINE to 1882* 
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In 1893 the society merged with the one of Long Island (Brooklyn). 

Prom Ja 1899+ the U. S, Cath. Hist. Society has published the HIST- 
RECORDS AND STUDIES, a periodical, still in existence in 1966 +. 

1885 Meanwhile the third archbishop, Michael A. Corrigan was installed 
in 1885 * Born in Newark; he had to face the problem of socialism, 
whose advance he checked to a certain extent. The greatest danger 
was the immense propaganda in different languages of the socialistic 
brotherhoods given to all newcomers and foreign laborers. Even 
Catholic papers tried to make compromises to attract subscribers. 

One sees this clearly in the IRISH WORLD, keeping to a certain degree 
their Catholic tendencies but creating the subtitle; ".American 

1900 Industrial Liberator". Bishop Corrigan died in 1902 when the city 
counted 111 churches. That ends our search for periodicals and 
newspapers in the 19th Century in New York City. 

Excluded periodical publications: 

By lack of original copies, or only of descriptions given somewhere, 
or when only a title was given, if not even "Catholic" was a part 
of that title, it was not possible on these terms to define the paper 
as "Catholic." The early Irish papers were often a great problem, 
fighting for freedom in Ireland, celebrating St. Patrick*s Day; 
would that be considered "Catholic?" We needed to eliminate 32 Irish 
titles. Seeing even DLC*s holdings, e.g. of the ECHO D*ITALIA, or 
of the Spanish VERDAD and EL MUNDO NUEVO-AMERICA ILLUSTRADA, whose 
editor also directed' the Portuguese (for the Brazilians in U, S.) 

0 NOVO MUNDO, we found though they have occasionally Catholic notices, 
they are not "Catholic." 

The search of new items, title and place unknown to the searcher is 
almost impossible in great libraries which have catalogues and lists 
but closed stacks (e.g. NN) 0 In small libraries where an under¬ 
standing librarian knows where the small papers and magazines are, 
there only is some hope. 

Some Early Publishers in New York, City 

1807 Bernard Dornin published the first Catholic book in the U.S.: 

Pastorini*s HISTORY OP THE CATHOLIC CHURCH, for 318 subscribers in 
parts. 

1817 Matthew Field published the CATHOLIC LAITY*S DIRECTORY...of l8l7,and 

then the second in 1922, 177 Bow St, Perhaps, in 1817 he had suggested 
a "Catholic Magazine", which probably did not materialize. 

1819 Michael Toohey, published THE GLOBE [of 1819] and the SHAMROCK, then 
he worked with McLaughlin,q.v. 

1823 John Doyle (l823-; 1849 to San Francisco) around 1834 as bookseller 
of Catholic books advertised in GLOBE AND EMERALD, 1827. 
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1825 John McLaughlin and Toohey published the IRISH ADVOCATE-1831 and 
GREEN BANNER, 1.835-37, also the first issues of the TRUTH TELLER;

1837 D. and J, Sadlier and Co„ published the N, Y*TABLET, 1857-96, and 

SADLIER'S CATHOLIC ALMANAC (directory), 1864-96* Author and editor

The ADVOCATE followed directly the PILGRIM OF PALESTINE ( 1884 - 88 ) 5 (q*v.) 
and started as a "Catholic:lb”, probably a quarterly, devotional magazine 
in 1889 and ended in 1892 0 It carried the Pilgrim's subtitle: "Devoted to 
the interests in the Sanctuaries of the Catholic Church in Palestine," and 
was also the organ of The American Commissariat of the Holy Land (established 
in l882)o It was published and edited with the Blessing of Pope Leo XIII 
and the approbation of the Archbishop of New York by the Fran^iscan^Fa^the^s 
in charge of it, the office in New York 143 W 95^ St* Its aim was to 
support the sanctuaries in Palestine, with a similar content, we suppose* 

We only saw a facsimile of the cover of a copy of 1889, not a whole number 
of the magazine* 

The ADVOCATE changed its title to THE CRUSADER'S ALMANAC, for some time 
with the subtitle: "The Pilgrim of Palestine*" Added also was the approba¬ 
tion of Cardinal Gibbons* The only thing new on the magazine was that the 
Christmas issue of the quarterly - until today - is published as an annual 
calendar and therefore in a larger edition; such a calendar was also 
published in German and in Polish* In 1899 the Commissariat and its organ, 
the CRUSADER were moved to the newly finished Franciscan Monastery in 
Washington, D*C*, 1400 Quincy St*, N*E* The magazine's contents has as 
the main topic the Holy Land, illustrated, the activities of the Association, 
stories about the crusaders, prayers, Papal degrees, Oriental customs, a 
St* Anthony's page, an Obituary, etc* In 1937 a Golden Jubilee edition 
was published giving a short history of the Fathers' publications, listing 
also as editions started in the 20th century: an Italian (1919), a French 
(1935) and a Spanish one (1935)° 

DER KREUZFAHRER KALENDER, the German edition, started in 1898 in New 
York, and in 1965 , Rev* Pascal Kinsel, OFM is its editor* In 1923s 22,000 
copies were printed with 32 pages, 6x9 inches, illustrated* The Polish 
edition, KALENDARZ KRZYZOWCA JERUSALEM was started in 1899 in Washington, 
D*C*; it circulated in 1923s 27,000 copies, in 1955§ 30,000 and is alive, 
like the German, in 1966* 

Details: The quarterly magazine began with 32 pages of 6x9 inches, was 

illustrated and kept that way as well as the foreign editions* The price 
of 25 cents (1893 ff*) was raised to 50 cents in 1945« The English 
edition's circulation counted in 1923 s 130,000, in 1932: 243 , 000 9 in 
1948: 262,000, in 1950s 300,000, in 1964 s 135,598*

THE AGE (My 4 1861-?) 

This was a "Catholic:1c", weekly newspaper, established on My 4 1861, 
we do not know how long it lasted. Our source for its starting is THE 
GUARDIAN, Louisville, Ky., v„3, no. 51 (Ap 13, l86l) p,5s "NEW CATHOLIC 
NEWSPAPER - We are in receipt of a specimen number of THE AGE, a Catholic 
weekly paper, to be published on the first week of May, by ^•_T >1 L i2 Nj i chol_s* 
Rev. Oscar H. Lipscomb who wrote the history of the diocese of Mobile, 
Alabama, found a letter written by John Quinlan, Bishop of Mobile 
(l859”83), written to Patrick N. Lynch (in the Archives of the Diocese 
of Charleston, Lynch Papers, 126) on May 19 1861, saying that he 
would like to invite Dr 0 Nichols to publish his AGE in the South; "he 
is too independent to publish with the gags, he will have to suffer 
in the North." 

of New York, it will be conducted on the following principles: in religion 
..», politics...based on order; in Social sciences the greatest good; in 
education integral and harmonic development; in journalism honesty, 
intelligence, courtesy and charity. From Dr. Nichols’ ability.,,we have 
little doubt that THE AGE will be an excellent paper." Did he go to fail 
in Mobile, too?

This "Catholic:1c" (frequency doubtful) school-paper, handwritten 
later printed (when?) in the Protectory of New York, situated in Westchester 
N.Y. [see Westchester, part lib of the volume New York State), directed by * 
£hri£tian Brothersj_ it was established in 0 1865 and issued without 
interruption until 1881. It was edited and published by the first "Cultural 
Society" of the Academy, later Manhattan College of the Christian Brothers:' 

"D.L.S. (De La Salla) Literatary Union." THE ALBUM contained essays, 
speeches, tales and poems. In 1866-67 one hundred and fifty essays were 
approved to receive a place in the bound copies. The students wrote under 
pen names. Monsignor Lavelle (about I874) added critical appraisals. j n 
the 20th century there followed still more publications, continuing the 





spirit of THE ALBUM; in 1900s MANHATTAN COLLEGE NEWS LETTER for the Alumni, 
in 1904: MANHATTAN QUARTERLY (liieratary), in 1910s THE MANHATTANITE, and 
in 1936s MANHATTAN COLLEGE, etc.

AL-HODA ( GUIDANCE ) New York, City (1903-1966+) 

See Philadelphia, Pa. (1898-1902) 

Since this paper remained only four years in Philadelphia and 
at least half a century in New York, we repeat here a part of its 
history: 

This Ar‘abic"Catholic(Maronites3)" weekly or serniwe*. fly (in New 
York:daily) newspaper was edited and published in Philadelphia from 
1898-1902, by the f.amily_Mokar = ze 1_ who also owned the paper• Its 
language, more specifically, was S^yro-Aramaic (the language of Christ); 
one, (later a larger) part was written in English,, The founder of the 
paper was Naoum A 0 Mokarzel who wanted to show other Arabic-speaking 
immigrants how to understand the democratic way of living in the U 0 S«, 

His father had been a Maronite priest; he had graduated in St. Joseph’s 
College, Beyrouth, which was in charge of Jesuit Fathers, He had be¬ 
come a Professor of Arabic literature in the Jesuit University of 
Cairo and was himself the owner of a boarding school 0 In 1890 he 
came to Philadelphia,, Some years later he was joined by his brother 
Salloumo With his help he changed his weekly to a semi-weekly paper. 

After the move to New York, City (1903) the paper was published 
daily,, Naoum died in 1932, his brother continued and after the latter's 
death his five daughters were the proprietors. Mary Mokarzel was the 
editor and became sole owner in 19540 She is the publisher in 1966, 
while Marwan Jabri is the editor; the office was in 1961 at 32 E. 29th 
St. and is in 1966 at 16 W 30th St. 

The purpose of the paper was in the beginning mainly a patriotical 
one, the liberation of Lebanon from the Turks. Mokarzel's compatriots 
scattered around made the paper's circulation "world-wide". It had 
become after 50 years one of the oldest papers in the Arabic world, 
in its tendencies "clean, progressive (has taught the Arabs in America 
loyalty to their new country), fearless and honest", "independent" in 
American politics.

This Almanac, "Catholicsib", an annual calendar, under the title 
THE SACRED HEART ALMANAC published in Philadelphia from 1889-94, was 
moved to New York, City, in 1895, continued as ALMANAC AND CALENDAR of 
the Apostleship of Prayer to 1900, interrupted and again published from 
1908-1949. The £e£uit_Fathers were the publishers and editors, 
different firms printed them. See more with the titles in Philadelphia.

The German "Catholic;lc", monthly magazine, was found in 1866*, pub¬ 
lished and edited with contributors by the Publishing House Benziger_Bros_., 
branch New York, City, for about "a year"; to 1867. 

*0ut of Kenkel's folder we found the ff. information; "Rev. Bruno 
Doerfler, OSB, librarian of St. John's Abbey, Minnesota, informs us 
(Mr. Kenkel), under date of Nov. 10th 1904, that this periodical was 
originally an American venture, being published in this country by 
Benziger for one year, in 1866."

Kenkel continued? ''Then it was moved to Einsiedeln and united with 
SONNTAGSFREUDE, which Benziger had purchased from B* Herder's 
Publishing House in Freiburg, i/B,, Germany,," 

The same periodical with the same characteristics was continued for 
Europe and America by Benziger's main Publishing House in Einsiedeln, and 
circulated from there to about 1890. 

3. New York, City? 

The same periodical with the same features, except later instead of 
being issued monthly, 16 times per year or semi-monthly, was still published 
by Benziger Bros,,, now (1890) in the U, S., where Benziger had founded be¬ 
sides the New York branch also one in Cincinnati and one in St, Louis, 
respectively in Chicago, It was continued with contributors in the German 
language certainly from I890 to 1934 (holdings exist) or to ?1943 (Benziger, 
asked by letter for exact dates of their former publications refused to 
check) 0 

The magazine's subtitle gives its purpose? "Illustrated Catholic 
family journal for entertainment and instruction or similar," The CATHOLIC 
WORLD (1869) described the first three volumes ass 

"beautifully bound, excellently illustrated,.„, of an admirable 
character,, o the best of its class,,,,, presents Catholic life of old 
and modern Germany,,,for the clergy, for parish libraries, invaluable, 
...the American part might be better sustained,,," 

The latter remark shows that it still was an edition with some American 
additions. It contained stories, poems, Catholic historical sketches. 

Later there were added departments for women, children, etc,, and a 
"Rundschau in Wort und Bild", at least since 1894 when its subtitle was 
"Illustrated Catholic Weekly", dated also at Cincinnati, St, Louis, Chicago. 
One edition for Europe, one for America, that way probably to 1900. 

Details: Number of pages, its size in the first years not known; in 1876 
its price was $3.00, in 1883s each number 15 cents, in 1887? $3.50, there 
the pages counted per year were 760 with 300 illustrations (v.2l); in 
I887 70 pages per issue, $3.00, or 25 cents each.

3. From 1859-60 and from 1886-96 two publishers published directories 
for the U.S. in two different cities. 



4* Most of the later U.S.Cath. Directories included also Canada, 

Great Britain and Ireland* 

5* For our special purpose there were added lists of current Catholic 
Newspapers and Periodicals from 1835-61, then only from 1877-90 in 
Sadlier's Directories, limited to lists of 2-6 items besides 
advertisements of papers and good lists in Hoffmann's Directories, 
from I89I-I896 (only not very reliable with end-dates, listed 
longer than they existed), Wiltzius' and Kenedy’s Directories 
followed with lists only to 1912/13; no such information can be 
found therein anymore besides advertisements. Then the CATH.PRESS 
DIRECTORIES were founded, took up this task irregularly between 
1923-48, and regularly 1950 ff.

Matthew Field publisher of New York in 1817. 

H, William Creagh, publisher of New York for Rev. John Power, pastor 
of St. Peter's Church as sponsor and probably editor, in 1822.

Bishop John Dubois of New York started a directory in 1833 for his

James Myres, publisher of Baltimore of the directories from 1833-37* 

Fielding Lukas, publisher of Baltimore did it from 1838-57. 

Edward Dunigan & Brother, publisher of New York, also R. Kirker, were 
engaged from I858-6O. 

John Murphy & Co., publisher of Baltimore did the printing from 1859-60. 

Peter Cunningham, published in Philadelphia for the Diocese of Phila. 
in 1862, and also for the Dioceses of Philadelphia, Pittsburgh 
and Erie in 1863. 

D. & J. Sadlier, published in New York the U.S.Directories 1867-96. 

Hoffmann Bros., published in Milwaukee from 1886-96. 

M.H.Wiltzius, also published in Milwaukee during 1897-1911* 


P.J.Kenedy & Son, publishers and editors of New York, 12 Barclay St,, 
continued from 1912-1966+.

New York City (l853-My 1857) 

New York was the third place for this Irish "Catholic:lc" weekly 
newspaper,. Pounder, owner and editor was Thomas_DVArcy_ McGee_ (biogr. 
sketch with NATION [of I848I), New York City "[his second paper in the 
U. S.). During 1854-56 to his name was added as editor a "Mitchel” in 
the METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC who also was mentioned in the 
Prospectus of the paper succeeding THE AMERICAN CELT, the N.Y.TABLET, 
that "Mr.J. Mitchel desolved the co-partnership with T.D.McGee which 
had existed for the AM. CELT;" It cannot he John Mitchel of the 
CITIZEN N.Y. who was politically opposed to McGee.

AMERICAN CELT [of I87O] (1870-71) 

(see also EMERALD of 1868, and CELTIC MAGAZINE AND IRISH REVIEW (1869-70) 
and then CELTIC WEEKLY (1872-73), all New York, City. 

This Irish "Catholics3”, weekly literary newspaper was established on 
Ag I87O and lasted to I87I0 It was preceeded by an Irish weekly:EMERALD 
a monthly, the CELTIC MAGAZINE AND IRISH REVIEW, N.Y. and followed by the 
CELTIC WEEKLY, N.Y., each one lasting one year. But these publications 
seem not to be directly connected with one another, the Irish of New York 
only wished to have at least one periodical of that kind. They have no 
editor, publisher or address in common. 

The AMERICAN CELT was edited (and published?) by M.J.Heffernan (N.Y. 

CITY DIR.) or by the Am. Celt Pub. Co. (Rowell, I87I); its office was 36 
Dey St. An advertisement of Rowell sayss 

"The ablest and cheapest Irish newspaper in America, a weekly 
journal in America, of news, literature and politics, M.J.Heffernan 
is the editor. Every Tuesday; an Irish family paper. 6 cents." 

Details: The AMERICAN CELT was published first Saturdays, in 1871:Tuesdays 
with 16 pages of 33x46 inches, to $2.50 yearly; it circulated about 3,500 
copies (Ayer, 1871).

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AMERICAN CITIZEN (je 30 l835~Ja 9 1841?) 


This Irish "Catholic:3", daily newspaper was established on Je 30 1835 
and was published surely until Ja 9 I84I (of which a copy exists) may be 
longer. Its editor and published was "Willi_am Denman for the proprietors," 
as printed on issue no.2. Who the proprietors are, we do not know. We 
only know that Denman himself was in that time owner of the New York TRUTH 
TELLER (from 1825; Denman sold it in I855). But the AMERICAN CITIZEN had 
the same office, 108 Elm St. Its aim is different. We could check in DLC 
v.l, no 2 (Jl 1 1835) anddfound there in its Prospectus: 

"American Citizens, not born on this soil, need to defend themselves.. 
..have to prove that Irishmen are anxious when once naturalized to 
wear the title of "American Citizen" and only that...This paper will 
advocate the rights and preserve the interests of all claims..., 
particularly of Irishmen, as they are...more insulted...politically 
purely democratic republican..." 

In the text of the paper there is not much of it "Catholic"; Hibernian 
societies are announced, a Scotchman, is said, may be a "Catholic" and 
a patriot and a hero, too. From the TRUTH TELLER, too, we know, that it 
went through periods more or less Catholic. But this number of the 
AMERICAN CITIZEN, which we saw, surely has nothing "anti"-Catholic. 
Catholicism is understood as its foundation. 

Details: the paper is a miniature-newspaper, 8x12 inches, 4 pages of 
3 columns, priced one cent or $3*00 for the daily.

As ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW, N.Y. (Jl 1905-D 1943) and 
see Washington, D.C. (1944-1966-j). 

It was a "Catholic:2" ecclesiastical or professional, monthly 
magazine for the clergy, began in Ja I889 in Philadelphia, changed in 
Jl I896 to New York, City, was listed from Ja 1903-D 1904 for New York 
and Philadelphia, returned completely to the latter city in Ja 1905> 
remained there to D 1943. Finally it was moved to Washington,D.C., 
where it is housed in the Catholic University, still 1966+. 

Its founder was Rev.__Herman J*_Heuser (a biogr. sketch see with 
Philadelphia) also publisher and editor. He retired in 1918? Rev. 

Wm. Turner took over, but Heuser returned as editor from 1819-1927* 
Other editors and contributors often were professors from Catholic 
University, therefore the magazine was transferred to Washington,D.C. 
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in 1944? where Prof. Joseph Fenton was its editor-in-chief. He retired 
in \}.963> wa& : followed "by Rev, Patrick Granfield, who is editor still in 
1966 +. 

Details: 12 issues (some times 6 only) make a volume, each grew from 

480 to almost 700 pages, the price from $2.80 to $5*00, the circulation 
from 2,000 - 6,000 copies. The v.142 was published in 1961.

This Irish "Catholic:3 M ? weekly newspaper written only in English, 
was established in 1873 (Rowell has 1863? which is a misprint)and lasted 
until 1875/76 (acc. to N.YoCITY DIR.).

This Franco-American "Catholic:3", weekly newspaper, written in French, 
was established in S 1 1892 and lasted until Mr 23 1893, acc. to Belisle 
and Tetrault. There is a doubt left because the badly printed facsimile 
in Belisle's book of an original copy says: "v.l, no 12 Mr 1 l??3;^o it must 
be 1893. According to the title it could be a "French" paper, but Tetrault 
treats it with the Franco-American group. He found a letter written by 
Leon Bossue (dit Lyonnais) judging the paper edited, published and printed 
by Na2p_leon__Thorirpson as following: 

"That was a very fine, illustrated journal of 16 pages. It is 
astonishing that it did not have more success, because Thompson owned 
a good typographic equipment and he handled the pen with sufficient 
elegance."

At DCU, is an almost complete set of it, Joseph 
Bayan was a European buyer and art expert for Tiffany and Co. New York,City, 
and owned a book store and churchgoods store in New York, 6 Barclay Street. 

He was a member of art societies throughout the world and a member of the 
Catholic Author's Guild in U.S. He wanted through this magazine to give 
material to the Rev. Clergy, which could not be found at hand in the current 
magazines, material of natural interest, not philosophical or dogmatic; 
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sketches, illustrated by the highest class of artistical work, as great 
Cathedrals, also folk-costumes in foreigh Catholic lands’’beyond the seas*.,". 
We saw in the magazines i.e. a picture and article about Bossuet, a funeral 
in Naples, the Borgia Rooms in the Vatican, etc„ in vol. 1, no. 4 Bayan 
speaks of success of its little periodical with its ’’unique field" and 
gives some names of the staffs Rev. James A. McMahon was critic and 
moderator, John Jerome Rooney and J. Elvira Quintero, members of The 
American Author's Guild, were contributors, and others from Paris, Rome, 
London, Lisbon, Madrid,Constantinople and St. Petersburg wrote articles 
for it. Having seen the magazine one really is sorry that it did not exist 
longer.

It was a German "Catholic:1c", monthly (once semi-monthly) and 
devotional magazine for the family, established in N 1872, lasting at least 
to 1873, or somewhat longer.

CATH. REVIEW, Brooklyn, N.Y. on Ap 5, 1873s 

"MESSENGER OF THE HOLY FAMILY, a valuable aid in the cause of 
education and literature. He (the editor) is right in his idea that 
the battle must be begun in the family (with) the upbringing of the 
children...; is now in its fifth month number...; 6 cents a month." 
That gave us the establishing-date. But only Enzlberger in the LIT. 

HANDW. helped us to see that this title was a translation of the German 
title and that it was published by Pu£te_t_and__C£. in the branch publishing 
house in New York. We suppose Pustet suggested such a magazine. 
Blauveltsville where the editor lived is today Blauvelt, N.Y., and the 
CATH. PIR. told us who the editor Bruhy was: 

In Blauveltsville, Rockland County, N.Y., which belongs to the

It was a "Catholic:1c" (after Ja 1845)j quarterly learned magazine, 
started in Boston (Ja l844)» Its founder was Oresteis A._Brownson 
(a biogr. sketch see with Boston) in his pre-Catholic period. He had 
tried to find a belief, became a Universionalist minister ( 1824 ) writing 
a magazine GOSPEL ADVOCATE for the group; socialism interested him, he 
founded a magazine PHILANTROPIST (l834), and the BOSTON QUARTERLY REVIEW 
about political philosophy, 4 vis, ( 1838 - 42 ). He met a group of 
intellectual men, searching like he (Isaac Hecker was one of them,see 
with CATH. WORLD,'He started the BROWNSON'S QUARTERLY REVIEW ( 1844 ) 
writing down his struggling until he joined the Catholic Church on 

0 20 I 844 . 

After his conversion his magazine was a Catholic one by purpose 
though treating mostly other subjects, always from his own viewpoints: 
philosophy, sociology, politics, religious topics, theology and 
literary subjects; he had become a famous eassayist and critic. 

Brownson moved to New York, City in Ja 1856 , when his fourth series 
began, also called "New York Series", Archbishop Hughes had invited him 
to come but soon their opinions clashed; in 1857 a controversy started 
in the archbishop's paper, the METROPOLITAN, with "Archbishop Hughes and 
the Press" up to 1862. Therefore Brownson preferred to live outside the 
archdiocese, in Elizabeth, N.J. He had become "liberal" in the 60 's; 
most of the 24 bishops who had approved his magazine withdrew. He 
called the series of I 865 : "National". Because of the ill health, 
Brownson did not publish the magazine from 1865-72, 

Ih Jh 1873 Pustet & Co. offered to take over the "Last Series", 
where Brownson now protested against liberalism; two bishops again gave 
their approval. Still he was a stormy individualist" but ill, almost 
blind, fbrced to give up in 0 l875«

Today its interest is only to inform 
its members of the Councils and their work, also about economical, educational 
and life insurance interests. In 195° Mrs, Mary Eisert was the editor.

The_ J^esu^^F^thers had Benziger Bros., New York, 
as publisher. Its price was 10 cents. We know from the AM. ECCLESIASTICAL 
REVIEW 1889, p.395> 11 was: "A well printed collection of edifying lives...; 
every member...every child...the teachers, the preachers...will be 
fascinated by the stories of the Saints of the Jesuit Order." The term 
"every member" leads us to suppose this calendar is another one of the 
calendars attached to the League of the Sacred Heart or Apostleship of 
Prayer, to which also the SACRED HEART ALMANAC of the MESSENGER OF THE 
SACRED HEART belongs (see the latter with Georgetown, D.C. and New York, 
and the ALMANAC with Philadelphia and New York).

Leon_J3°s£ue_*. It was guided by Abbl F 0 _T^tr_eau___in collaboration of Mr. Crouet 
*Leon Bossue, called "Lyonnais", was first the founder of L'EMIGRE 
CANADIEN, Biddeford, Me. (1870); he worked with LE DRAPEAU NATIONAL 
(Glens Falls), then in Plattsburg, N.Y., (jl 1881-83), and continued 
LE NATIONAL in Plattsburg, N.Y. in 1883; after his CANADIEN DES ETATS- 
UNIS, he founded still another paper in New York, the FEUILLE D'ERABLE 
in I 887 which lasted four years, q,.v.

This Irish "Catholic:1c", weekly (later s-w) magazine-like newspaper 
was established on Ja 1 I 887 and lasted until October 1898 . For its 
start we found five different dates. The decisive one: Ja 1 1887 was 
given through holdings of DGU; the end-date differed, too, but became 
clear by the history of THE CATHOLIC REVIEW, printed in the CATHOLIC CITIZEN, 
Milwaukee, Wis., when the latter’s chain had absorbed the REVIEW and THE 
C.A. in 1899o About this and its founder, owner, publisher and editor, 
Patrick Valentine^ Hickey^ see further the Brooklyn CATH. REVIEW. Between 
the latter’s birth in 1872 and 1887 , Hickey's business had moved more and 
more over to New York City. THE C.A. was founded "still further to serve 
the cause of religion, to promote knowledge among the poorer classes, sold 
to a very low price ($1.00 per year) in a very unselfish way by Mr. Hickey". 
Lucey wrote that Mauri. 0 ®. Francis. Egan_j_ once an assistant editor of Hickey's 
papers, had the opinion that THE C.A, was more like a magazine. It became 
a source of Catholic intellectual history, despite being popular "to meet 
the demand for a cheap paper," "something to every member in the family". 

The history of this paper is the same as that of THE CATH. REVIEW. It was 
also taken over after Mr. Hickey's death (F 21 1889) by Rev._John Talb°t_ 
Smith, had another publisher after the failure of the Publishing House of 
P.V.Hickey in 1895 (probably immediately but was recorded only since 1897)> 
by J.Brennan, and as another editors M.J.Hickey, probably a relative. 
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Details: published Saturdays (its Brooklyn edition Sundays) until 1889 and 
as a semi-weekly (Wed. and Sat,,) from 1880-89; it had 8 pages, 6 cols, a 
size of 17^:22 inches, to the cheap price of $1.00. We do not know its 
circulation before 1892; then 2,900, in 1893* 3*000, in 1895* 3 * 500 , and 
less than 1,000 in 1897 and 1899* including in the latter the Brooklyn 
edition. Its volumes are counted on a semi-annual basis.

This "Catholic :1c", monthly (quarterly 1900-) trade magazine was 
established in Ja 1874 (DCU has v s l no 1 of that date). Middleton has 
I 884 , Mott: 1879° It was suspended with v .69 in 1943. First the long 
title was used, "later", surely after 1897* the short title: CATHOLIC 
BOOK NEWS. Founder, owner, publisher and editor was the firm^enzig^^Bros^. 
In 1853 this German publishing house had opened this branch in New York. 

Also booksellers, their store and office was in New York in 1874 a t 311 
Broadway, later at 36 and 38 Barclay St.; added branches were in Cincinnati: 
143 Main St., in St. Louis, 206 S Fourth St.; and later in Chicago. The 
magazine’s subtitle: "A Review of Catholic Publications at home and abroad," 
gives the aim; it was mainly the house organ of Benziger. The Salutatory 
( 1874 ) announced: "a list of Catholic books in a properly classified form, 
that have been published lately in this country or in Europe...and some 
literary gossip...", also reviews about newly established periodicals, 
critical newspaper articles, a "London Letter", "Paris Letter", "Dublin 
Letter" plus biographical sketches and advertisements. The AMERICAN 
ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW (l895)*P»270 says: 1 . n 

VPriest;s do' well to procure a regular copy of this old publication 
which has recently taken some new features...a complete list of 
Catholic books, published during 1894...,the contents of the current 
Catholic magazines are noted...” 

The September number of 1919 is supposed to have a list of 313 Catholic 
newspapers and magazines (we are sorry not to have found this issue; 
Benziger 1 s office does not give information about old publications of 
theirs).

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THE CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR AND LITERARY MAGAZINE (Ap 1841-Mr 1843) 

THE CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR (Ap 1843-N IS 44 ) 

This "Catholic:lc", monthly magazine of a literary and controversial 
kind was established in April 1841 and lasted to November 1844* If kept 
the long title for the first three numbers and had an office at 168 Fulton 
St. until Mr 1843s it adopted the shorter title from Ap 1843 to its end, 
for v.4-7 in an office at 151 Fulton St. Its founder was ^eVo^e.lix^Var^la. 
(q.v. biogr. sketch with EL HABiLNERO, Philadelphia, there also his other 
publications). Its publisher and printer was John Dillon Smith. Father 
Varela, an extraordinary scholar and defender of the Church was joined in 
the editorship by another distinguished priest, a scholar in church history, 
also a poet, Re v._Char_le_s_Cons_tant_ine_Pi^s_e (more about him with METROPOLITAN 
[of 1830], Baltimore) Rev. Pise coming to New York wanted to revive this 
METROPOLITAN magazine and as publisher and editor he brought out THE 
CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR. In 1843 Fr 0 Pise was assistant to Fr. John Power at 
St. Peter’s in New York. While Fr. Varela took over the literary and 
controversial part, the science section and some Catholic news, Pise added 
contributions of his fields. Together they were able to build up in the 
reader the true Catholic faith and the taste and interest for literature 
and the sciences which was the aim of the magazine. They were friends of 
perfect understanding; they created a work of great merit (Rodriguez). 

The copies volume 1-5, are small, and book-like; the title page similar 
to a Gothic portal, both editors names on it; its contents: poetry, 
historical, theological, philosophical, literary topics, pastoral letters, 
sermons, prayers, some miscellaneous notices, extracts from valuable 
literary works. There were articles from John Augustus Shea, Charles James 
Cannon of whom Meehan says he was the literary adviser of the publishers 
Dunigan Bros, and from other leading writers.* In the PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC 
*In the U.S.CATH.MISCELLANY of D 3 1842 , p.175, the magazine is re¬ 
viewed: “...its articles worthy of the former numbers, except of one 
...where in a travel report of Ireland is spoken of the poor people 
without pity...". Regularly in future its contents is given, the 
fine engravings are praised. 

of 1844 is an article about the EXPOSITOR’S May issue, its ’’several very 
interesting articles". Appreciation is expressed for permission to reprint 
its article on Fenelon (on p.92); on N 23 1844? p<>293 Dr. Pise ’s”excellent 
'll Cicerone’ of great beauty" is mentioned. In Rodgriguez's book (p.349/50) 
is a list of all contributions of Fr. Varela to this magazine, of which one 
topic was still the continuing controversy with THE PROTESTANT's editor, i.e. 
"The Protestant doctrine compared with the Scripture," or "Protestants 
and Tradition," and "Observations to Protestants" etc. THE CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR 
was also reviewed different times in NEW YORK FREEMAN’S JOURNAL which 
praised it as being "improved with every number, with a greater variety, 
with W.J.Walsh’s historical sketch of ’The Age of the Medici...’ "(Jl 7 1843 ), 
or that the firm John Dillon Smith & Co. "brings varied miscellany of prose 
and poetry, good illustrations (Ja 13 1844 )j or "contains solid and useful 
matter" (F 17 1844 ). Such a program showed in the whole a progress in the 
development of the Catholic magazine in America.

SEE THE ILLUSTRATED C.F.SL. OR ANNUAL 


CATHOLIC FIRESIDE (Ja 1880-1897?) 

This "Catholicsic", monthly magazine chiefly literary, was established 
in Ja 1880 and lasted to 1897 or even longer (The CATHOLIC HERALD mentioned 
it in 1897). Its probable start was first announced in the ILLUSTRATED 
CELTIC MONTHLY, N.Y. (l879), P©522, together with two other Irish literary 
magazines, the CELTIC MIRROR, Augusta, Me., and THE ILLUSTRATED AMERICAN 
CATHOLIC,N.Y. The name of the CATHOLIC FIRESIDE was then not yet known, 
but its Irish editor "J’.K.M'Carm, formerly of the IRISH WORLD", N.Y.; 
the ILL. CELTIC MONTHLY (1880), p.119 announces? the first number of the 
CATHOLIC FIRESIDE appeared...with a vast amount of instructive and 
appropriate matter, neatly made up. On 0 9 and D 18 1880 the AVE MARIA, 
Notre Dame, Ind. writes? •.Published by the CeF.Pub.Co., 5 Barclay St., 
a pleasing variety of light matter to moderate cost of $1.00, monthly 35 
pages and a page of music", or "has improved, exceptionally attractive and 
varied*," We, checking originals, could not see that it is an "Irish" 
publication. The directories have first The Cath. Fireside Publication 
Co. as editor and publisher, in 1883 ff. C o F 0 Dunne. In 1897 the CATHOLIC 
HERALD names Msgr. Nugent as editor and Miss Spicer, a convert, as the 
writer of stories® In 1.883 the office of the paper was no. 5 Barclay St., 
New York and a second office in Brooklyn, N.Y®, 1-3 York St. Middleton 
calls the magazine "eclectic"; it was a kind of "Reader's Digest" and said 
of itselfs "the best and largest magazine ever offered for one dollar". 
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It has as subtitle in 1883: "devoted to pure literature and useful informa¬ 
tion." The contents of volume four consisted of editorials, religious 
instruction, entertaining matter, poetry, articles, a music sheet, "new 
publications,a Ladies' work basket", a Calendar and explaining sketches, 
stories of Saints, a "Childrens' corner", miscellaneous. 

Details: Each month 40-44 pages of 9 or 8x11 inches, $1.00. Only Alden 
in 1886 gives a circulation figure of 8,000.

3. AMERICAN HERALD its new title (1899-1924)* 

This Irish "Catholic:1c" (1877-1903/4), only "3" (-1910), even less 
(-1924); it was a weekly newspaper, established in Ja 1877 and it lasted 
with some gaps and title changes until 1924. The information found in 
different sources so confusing that it needed much time to clear titles, 
dates and numbers of volumes. The result is: The CATHOLIC HERALD was 
rggularly published in pearly volumes from Ja I877-I884. In l885:v.9 a 
new editor and publisher came for two or even four years, while the paper 
was made a weekly edition of the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT (1876-1924) with its 
volumes 10-13 (1886-89); one cannot be sure if the publication of the 
years 1888/89 was not interrupted. The new title: CATHOLIC HERALD AND 
CATHOLIC SCHOOL ADVOCATE, 1890-1898, would be there v.14 ff.; but a new 
series was introduced with half-year-volumes: 1890 v.l -; Fr, Lucey 
checked v.7: 1893; we saw v.8: 1893; v.12/13 was 1895/6, the latter in the 
old series v.19; not sure is what happened until November I896: an 
incompleted v.14, or a gap in the publication. Sure it is that Exceptionally 
in December 1896 (to Je 1897) a v.20 (the continuation of the old series) 
was published which we have seen, also v.21: Jl-D 1897 and 22: Ja-Je 1898 
The volume 23 fits in with the ULS information (which gives vis. but not 
years): "v.23 has only 20 nos," there remains a gap of two months November 
and December of 1898. ULS says: "vis, 24-28 were omitted". Under the new 
title AMERICAN HERALD v,29-31 continue from 1899s Ja-Je and Jl-D, and 1900: 
Ja-Je. Now yearly volumes begin to be published from July to Jvne of the 
following year. We have seen: v,32: 1900/01, v,33:1901/02, v.43-1911/12, 
v.44:1912/13. That way the paper would have reached v.56 by 1924, its end. 



1, The CATHOLIC HERALD, founded, owned, and edited by Rev, Michael Walsh, 
was in the beginning published and managed, by Robert White» Walsh had the 
degrees LL 9 D, and Ph.,D,; he had received, honorary dootorate degrees’from 
Seton Hall and Manhattan College; he was a good journalists his office 
was at 25 Beckman St, His journal was ’“devoted to the progagation and 
defense of Catholic truth; it contained, editorial and latest news from 
Rome and Ireland, kept an Irish tinge, was ’’the organ of all nationalities 
, scholarly and learned priests contributed special articles*, ,. (there 
was) a column of literary and artistic gossip” (Pettengill, 1878)0 Since 
Walsh was in the same time editor of the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT, he had hired 
for the CATHOLIC HERALD in I .885 D, O’Loughlin as editor. When the NEW 
ENGLAND CATHOLIC HERALD, Lawrence, Mass, (q,v, there) (1880-1881) was 
called CATHOLIC HERALD in 1882/8.3 and in 1.883 dated also as well as moved 
to Boston, Mass,, it_failed there in 1884; Walsh merged it into his own 
CATHOLIC HERALD, Rev, Lucey had found a remark of Middleton that the 
Boston paper ’’fell into the hands of the ungodly and perished about 1887”, 
The ’’ungodly” can only be O’Loughlin, surely not Rev, Walsh, Something 
else, we found, fits in? no CATHOLIC HERALD is listed for New York in the 
directories of newspapers in 1883 and I 889 , probably, as we saw it listed, 
the CATHOLIC HERALD had become an edition of Walsh’s SUNDAY DEMOCRAT and 
he onjLy ’’acquired it in l889o i0 

2, CATHOLIC HERALD AND CATHOLIC SCHOOL ADVOCATE was the paper's new title 
in 1890; the office at 2.3 Park Row, Why this title? Rev, Lucey worked 
already on this problem and supposed Walsh acquired an educational paper 
and added its title, but we were not able to find such a paper. Perhaps 
the reason was only to attract another group of readers. Now the SUNDAY 
DEMOCRAT remained a newspaper, the HERALD was of smaller size more like 

a magazine. Its contents was described by Lucey; in v,7> Walsh being 
named as editor and publisher, it carried "general and church news, 
articles on strikes and boycotts, Irish temperance news,” The masthead 
of Vo8, which we saw, had added to the aim of 1877* "and the advocacy of 
Catholic Schoolo" There was to be seen more Catholic literature and 
miscellaneous reading matter. It had won the approbation of the Arch¬ 
bishop Colossi of Rome in 1900 and stated that "His Holiness blessed 
Dr, Michael Walsh, editor and proprietor of the CATHOLIC HERALD; Rome, 
October 29, 1890,” The vis, 20-22 which we saw at DLC were of the 
same kind but not illustrated, still more literary; the office had been 
changed to 32 Park Row, After an incomplete v,23 the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT 
went on while the HERALD changed to 

3, the AMERICAN HERALD, We saw the NN holdings. As reason for the 
change of title was given the confusion between the two papers with the 
same title CATHOLIC HERALD in England and in America, Editor, proprietor 
and address are the same, only the subtitle is changed: "A weekly family 
journal devoted to the propagation and defense of truth, Irish home rule, 
literature, politics, etc,” It is again of newspaper appearence, brings 
also local news and the Church calendar, THE CARMELITE REVIEW, p,341> 
says of the paper in 1902? "THE A,H, comes out in an improved form,” In 
1903/4 the office had changed to 14 Barclay St,; Walsh seems not to be 
named as editor because Ayer carries in 1904 as editor and publisher the 
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Democratic Publishing Company, But in 1911/12 and 1912/13 the vis, 43 
and 44 Walsh is again editor and publisher with a new office at 677 
6th Ave, The subtitle is of another tenor: "devoted to the advancement 
of American interests at home and abroad," or: "of American literature, 
drama, society and sports, "surprisingly with almost no Catholic subjects, 
no church news, still "Irish interests", but a banquet of the Elks is 
announced in the same way as a meeting of the, Ldyola' Union, 

Meanwhile and until 1910 Walsh's SUNDAY DEMOCRAT had become after its 
more secular period (1904 or 1906-1910), a more Catholic paper, while 
after the stronger separation of the two papers in 1911 the AMERICAN 
HERALD lost the last of its Catholicity towards its end in 1924* when 
its office had changed to 531 6th Ave. 

Details: 1, It was for 3 years, a Tuesday paper, then published Saturdays, 

always of 8 pages and of a large’: 32 x 47 , always at the price of $ 2 , 50 ; it 
began with a circulation of 7,000, had in the second year already 14,000, 
and came in the time when it had attached a weekly edition to 20,000 
copies, 2, In 1890 ff. it had each Saturday 16 pages, illustrated, of 
only 11x16, even 9x13 inches, at $ 2,50 up to 1896 , then $2.00 to 1899. It 
circulated 10,000 ( 1892 ), 12,500 (1895), 10,000 (1899) cop ies. As 
AMERICAN HERALD it again had 8 pages, a middle size of 19x24 (1900/01), 
or 11 x 19 (1912/13); its price was $2.00; it was illustrated; no 
circulation figures known.

CATHOLIC HOME ANNUAL (1894-1921-?) 

This "Catholic:1c? annual almanac and calendar was established for the 
year 1884 (in N I 883 ) and lasted at least to 1921 (last known holdings) or 
possibly longer. Its title changed in 1894 to "Annual" instead of "Almanac". 
Its publishing house was Benzi£er_Bjros. of New York, Cincinnati, Chicago 
and St. Louis; the almanac, besides being a calendar, was filled with 
instructive and entertaining matter. It was announced in CATH. BOOK NEWS 
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(Nov 1883) as "just issued", as "essentially a ‘book for the people.*, 
being the first...for the masses," and was recommended in many Catholic 
magazines? praised in 1884 for its "wonderful appearance," its contributors: 
Archbishop Corrigan, J.G.Shea, Eleanor C. Donnelly, Anna T. Sadlier; in 
1892 as "a charming annual for Catholics"; in 1893 "with many original 
articles by best English writers; in 1896 "better than ever, in a new form, 
with leading contributors: Rev. H.F.Fairbanks, Ella McMahon, M.F.Allison, 
etc.; in 1898 : with 69 illustrations and seven full-page ones; in 1899 
"well known writers: M.F.Egan. M.E.Francis, Fr. Edmund, OF. In the 
CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS of F 1886 one can read about its utility: "One... 
priest purchased...2,000 copies and distributed them gratuitously among 
his parishioners." 

Details: we know it had 66 ( 1885 ) and more pages, 86 in 1916; its size 
of 6 3 / 4 x 9 i was slightly enlarged in 1896 , and before 1907 to 8x11 
inches up to 1916. No circulation figures known.

This American "Catholic:1c", annual directory (calendar plus almanac) 
of a local kind was in 1817 the predecessor of the American Catholic 
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directories 1822 ff. It was the venture of Matthew Field.*, a hookdealer 
and publisher, 177 Bowery St,, near St. Patrick's, and was printed by 
*About Matthew Field's family we found a notice in THE CATHOLIC 
HISTORICAL BULLETIN of the Am. Cath. Hist. Soc 0 , Philadelphia (Mr-Ap 
1959 ), p.4: his family of actors and literary minded people can be 
traced back to Nathaniel Field, who was in England an actor and 
friend of Shakespeare; later the family went to Ireland, Matthew was 
there a leading Roman-Catholic of Dublin, involved in the rebellion 
of 1898; he lost all his property and finally went to America;he 
began in New York a publisher's business. 

Daniel Fanshaw, 241 Pearl St., Bishop Connolly had given his permission 
to print it. The"editor" (M,Field) excuses himself in his "Address 
to the Public" that, because of lack of time, he could not collect more 
information about colleges, churches and institutions, but promises to do 
that in future. His directory includes the feast days of the church year, 
some prayers in Latin and English, the calendar, ritual explanations, an 
obituary; the status of the churches in the city: St. Peter,and St. 
Patrick, the Roman-Catholic Benevolent Society established the year before, 
its growing membership and branches all over the United States; reprints 
of little articles follow and a rather long one for servants with advices 
where and how in their own Catholic church to pray. The last pages are 
an advertisement of Field's bookstore, of which the last lines announce 
the first American Catholic magazine, not yet baptized, perhaps never 
realized; we will list it alphabetically under "Catholic Magazine" with 
our itmes.

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In the CATHOLIC LAITY'S DIRECTORY AND ALMANAC of 1817, the first Catholic 
directory in the United States, published in New York by Matthew Field, 

177 Bowery St., this Mr. Field advertised at the same address his M New 
Catholic Library, just opened...approved by Rt. Rev. Dr. Connolly" and added 
on this page 64 and ff, the list of his books; directly thereafter on p.68 
comes the headline CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, what surely means that it has to do 
with the same publisher, Mr, Field,this is the text: 

"A periodical work of this kind, being a great desiderium, is in a 
state of preparation for publication by subscription, once a month. 

It will be supported by men of talents and abilities, and the editor 
pledges himself, that the cause of Truth, Honour and Benevolence shall 
be its chief characteristic; that nothing of a contrary nature shall 
sully its pages, or betray its principles. 

It shall be supplied with material the most useful, entertaining and 
instructive, the most important and edifying, such as selection from 
the best authors..., original and miscellaneous, communications, obituary 
notices, biography, anecdotes, and the lateerbtforeign and domestic 
intelligence..." 

For term, the reader is referred to the PROSPECTUS, publically 
distributed - subscription 177 Bowery St...N,Y. 

Nowhere else did we find this planned magazine mentioned*, nowhere, it 
seemSjWas this PROSPECTUS recognized for its importance and preserved, and 
nobody seems to know if the founder was able to find enough subscribers to 
realize his ambition. 

*Rev. Dr. Pise, in i860 pastor in Brooklyn, N.Y,, gave on 0 27 i860 a 
lecture about Catholic literature, mentioned the first newspaper and 
the first magazine in the U.S., not this one, but the Metropolitan in 
Baltimore of Which he had been editor. 

A "FIRST": The "CATHOLIC MAGAZINE" - if really published - was THE 
FIRST CATHOLIC MAGAZINE IN THE U.S. in 1817.

number of the paper, there was the title: THE CATHOLIC NEWS/Bfter its 
article interspersed in smaller letters adding "American". On the 
following Sunday appeared already the full title for the general 
Sunday paper. 
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THE CATH. HEWS was an English "Catholic;la" (official organ of the 
Archdiocese under Archbishop Michael A. Corrigan), weekly newspaper, 
established on H 17 1886 and current in 1966+. In 1886 it was added as an 
English paper to its existing German journal, KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT, 
which ceased publication in N 5 1899; the C.H , joined and continued its 
spirit but in a larger sense for the Americans, It may be useful to show 
the relations of the papers as follows;

One can see how Rev, Schwenninger began as editor of society-papers, 
and could even add to the mother-paper VEREIHSBOTE a "grand-mother"; the 
CEHTRAL ZEITUHG (Buffalo, H.Y. in I 867 ) moved to Hew York, edited by him 
to 1872. When he founded the KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT he interested Herman 
Ridder to be the publisher who with his brother arranged all the other 
editions.

Herman(who died in 1915>l.v.biogr,sketch with KATH.VOLKSBLATT) and 
Henry Ridder* were founders and co-founders of the English paper, Henry 
completely taking charge of it as publisher in 1886, in the beginning also 
with Herman as editor. Henry used all means of propaganda and had many

*Henry was the younger brother (horn in 1863) who had worked together 
with Herman (the owner of the paper), was always interested in 
journalism (German Press C'luh, member of the U. S. Cath,Hist . Society), 
as were his sons Charles H. , Victor L„, and Henry, also his grandson, 
son of Charles H,: Victor L., jr. The older Henry died in 1936, having 
also become the proprietor, 

agents all over the states to make it a first-class paper and a ’’national 1 ' 
one, a weekly with two Sunday-papers, one local, one for outside the city. 
He also created - as his brother did for the German paper - two weekly 
editions one for Hew Jersey and one for Brookland. Herman and his editor 
Victor^Hwor^zak worked for the German paper as well as for the English 
until Je 1889. They brought the news of the archdiocese, how Leo XIII 
challenged his time with social documents, the political events when 
Grover Cleveland was president in his second term; a challenge for the 
C,H, was the HEW YORK TIMES. ^The C.H, tried to get all information on 
Catholic affairs of interest for Americans, did not forget some Irish 
news, wrote sketches of prominent churchmen, printed photographs, had a 
large staff and a corps of foreign correspondents in the old world who 
sent the news quicker then they could be received by news associations. 

Only in Je 30 I 889 an editor-in-chief was hired, ^o^_G_ilmarjr__She i a* 

*he was born in 1834 had just finished his HISTORY OF THE CATHOLIC 
CHURCH IH THE U.S., was a scholar, a translator, a pioneer in 
research, collecting material for archives for future historians 
to work with. He died on F 22 1892 (q.v. more with U,S.CATH. HIST. 
MAGAZIHE, H,Y.,City). 

As an historian he chronicled events and interpreted them from a Catholic 
viewpoint. He defended the Church against errors and wished to inspire 
readers with a living faith through a better knowledge of the truth. Since 
1899 the C.H. needed also to take over the task of the late German 
KATHOLISCHESVOLKSBLATT, the communication of the German Roman-Catholic 
Central Verein until the latter had created an official organ of its own, 
the CEHTRAL BLATT, St. Louis, in 1908, In 1907 Thomas Meehan wrote a 
series of weekly articles for the C.H. to celebrate the centenary of the 
Archdiocese ( 1908 ), in which every phase of Catholic action was dwelt 
upon, also the first newspapers, notable converts, etc. Already prior 
to 1892 Shea had the help of Mark__F,_ Vallette as associate editor (q.v. 
a biogr, sketch with HEW YORK FREEMAH’S JOURHAL). 

After Shea’s death (F 22 I 892 ) there immediately followed as editor 
Michael. J.*_Me^diganj^, remaining to his death in 1939* Under him Walter 
*Madigan was before with the HEW YORK SUH and the HEW YORK HERALD. 

He was a courageous and vigorous journalist, fought against the 
persecutors of the Church, especially the Ku Klux Klan. His tendency 
was to convince, not to overwhelm the reader. 

Lecky was a contributor as we know from the ROSARY, H.Y. (F l896,p.2l8): 
"The C.H. has recently added a very interesting feature...the bright and 
breezy sketches by Walter Lecky, running comments on books and book-men,” 
showing "his outspoken dislike..unpleasant topics...” At this time 
also radio broadcasting began, the Paulist Fathers’ listing of the station 
WLWL was carried in the C.H. In 1936 the publisher Henry Ridder died and 
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was followed by his son Charles H. Kidder. Then also the 50th anniversary 
of the paper was celebrated, when the office was at 251 Fourth Ave. 

After Madigan's death in 1939 Richard Iteid_* became the editor. 

*Richard or "Dick" Reid from Worcester, Mass., educated in its 
Holy Cross College, studied in New York’s Columbia and Fordham 
Universities, was journalist in Georgia, had founded there a Catholic 
newspaper for the SE, the BULLETIN, was a distinguished member of 
learned societies here and then in New York, During 41 years he 
fought "against the blindness of bigotry and intolerance", "had 
dedicated his life to the Church, the people and their problems", was 
for social equality, against totalitarism and in the press for 
non-sensationalism" (out of Pridday: "I remember Dick Reid".) He 
died on Ja 30 1961, 

On the end of 1961 (N 17-25)was a special number with 72 pages published 
to celebrate the l^>th anniversary. Out of its included history we found 
some names and dates about the current staff: Victor^L^ Ridder( son of the 
older Henry) was advertising manager. R. e Z.»__Al. 0 X s i u £ F._JCoogan was editor, 
continuing also the columns he had written since 15 years: "Thought of the 
Week". The publisher was still Charles^ H._Ridder who had served under 
three archbishops, was a co-founder of the NCWC News Service, member of 
many Catholic associations. Then, prior to 1965 he was replaced as 
publisher by his son Victor L,, jr., while his brother Henry acted in 
1965/6 as business manager. As editor we saw in 1965/6 listed William 
H. Fanning, Jr. 

Details: The C.N. published mostly Wednesdays, later Saturdays, it began 

with 8 pages, soon grew to 10, Its size began with 18x24 and changed to 
various sizes. Its price went from $1.00 to 2.00 (1932 ff) to 3*00 (1948 
ff.), to 4.00 (1955)* Its circulation was given as 104,000 in 1887 / 88 , 
still 100,000 in 1906, in the future years the number varies between 
52,968 (1932), 62,926 (1950) counted in 1965 : 82,257*

THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC NEWS, as a "general" Sunday edition outside of 
New York, ’’Catholic:la", too, was established four days later than the 
main paper, on N 21 1886* Of the newspaper directories only Rowell lists 
the paper in 1887-88* But it lasted at least to 1895 when Dunn gave its 
current number of circulation*: 

*"Mr* Herman Ridder sent out THE AMERICAN CATHOLIC NEWS, following 
the same unselfish and Catholic course as P.V.Hickey his CATH,REVIEW, 
,.*a paper of 8 pages, seven columns, $1*00, with a circulation of 
152 , 000 , the highest probably of any religious journal within our 
borders". - But we found the same number for the local paper which 
seems to mean that both papers, even the main paper (?) are included. 

THE NEW YORK CATHOLIC NEWS, as the "local" Sunday edition, of the same 
degree of Catholicity, was established on Mr 27 1887 , when the "general" 
Sunday paper had been successful and had guaranteed the new venture. We 
found it still listed in 1901, but do not know its end-date. Both Sunday- 
papers were edited by the same staff as the main paper. In 1895 it had 
8 pages, in 1897s 10 pages of 18x23 inches, $1.00; for its circulation see 
above. 


Ill: About the Brooklyn and Newark editions 

BROOKLYN CATHOLIC NEWS (q.v. also Brooklyn,N. Y.), as a weekly newspaper, 
"Catholic:1a", was started on My 1 I 887 . How long did^last? Besides 
Rowell in 1888 no directory listed it. In the 50th Jubilee Number of the 
main-paper (0 24 1936) it was said that the success'of the two sunday- 
papers had "warranted the new departure of the new editions". It was 
still mentioned that way in the special number of the 75th jubilee (l96l), 
but not so that one could conclude its going out of existence. Strange 
that Meehan, the Brooklynite, does not mention it in his articles; Sharp: 
BROOKLYN I, 240, speaks only of a "section" of local news in the New 
York paper. It really seems, that the edition had a very short life. 

Sharp (ll,140) believes that the main paper’s staff was sufficiently 
composed by Brooklynites: after Shea in 1892, it was Mark F. Valletie who 
established the Brooklyn Catholic Historical Society (1901), then Madigan 
who lived in Long Island, later Reardon, who was born in Brooklyn, as 
assistant editor since 1901-1944* There is to be added the contributor 
Meehan. 

NEW JERSEY CATHOLIC NEWS for Newark (q.v. also there), also Trenton, 
Paterson, Camden, was a weekly edition founded on My 15 1887 (this date 
was given by the editor Madigan) and ceased in Ja 1952 (when it was 
mentioned the last time in NCA), when also the Newark ADVOCATE replaced 
it (D 195l)> over-lapping with probably one issue. It had an office in 
Newark and covered the territory of the seven Northern counties of New 
Jersey, was also adopted as the official organ of the Archdiocese of 
Newark, the dioceses of Trenton, Paterson and Camden. We do not know 
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details "besides the growing circulation between 1936 and 1950 from 15,000 
to 21,775* We have some special sources for New Jersey; CPD Meier (1932); 
CPD Wagner (1948); CPD (1950); NCA (1952).

THE CATHOLIC OBSERVER (D 15 1836-S or 0 1839) 

directly continued by N,Y,CATH, REGISTER (S 21 1839-1840) 

This was a "Catholic:lc" weekly parish-paper with a wider purpose. 

It was established on D 15 1836 , lasted to S or 0 1839 and was founded, 
published and edited by Hev._P£lix_Vare_la > (q.v, a biogr. sketch with 
HABANER0, Philadelphia and New York, City). Foik has no information 
besides the title and date, but we have seen in THE TRUTH TELLER of D 
24 1836, the following notice: 

"We (the editor of the T.T. ) have seen the first number of a new 
weekly periodical which must prove a desideratum to the Catholic 
community of this city and indeed of that of the Union. It is 
edited by the Rev. Fr. Varela..,the income of the paper is to be 
devoted to purpose of charity...without any mixture of secular 
matter.... Transfiguration Church, Chamber St.". 

The word "community" and the special church named may give the idea of a 
"parish-paper". Fr. Varela had just become in 1836 the pastor of this 
new church. A born writer, he could have used the paper to communicate 
with his new parishioners. The remark *|Jurpose of charity" fits with 
what Rodriguez had said about Varela, that he had instituted a "Half 
Orphan Asylum" in 1835 and had received permission from his bishop to 
collect money for it; that was "the income of the paper". But we believe 
Fr. Varela wanted to reach more readers for his "religious" paper, not 
only the members of his parish. About the end-date of the CATHOLIC OBSERVER 
we found that Ap 6 1837 must be wrong because THE NEW YORK CATHOLIC REGISTER 
had a notice on 0 11 1839: 

"THE CATHOLIC OBSERVER is discontinued. Its subscribers will receive 
this paper for the period they have paid in advance." 

Fr, Varela was the editor of this new paper by which he continued his 
OBSERVER.

and papers; 3 cents single issue, 10 cents yearly”® That is another example 
of Hickey’s unselfish fight against bad reading matter being offered to 
the readers®

CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH or DAILY TELEGRAPH (1875-75) 

This English "Catholic:1c”, daily newspaper had a short existence 
during the year 1875 ® The NEW YORK FREEMAN’S JOURNAL’S attempt to publish 
its weekly twice per week in 1853/4 had ended with a failure® The daily 
"German” NEW YORKER PRESSE of Je 23 1873 was the first attempt to start a 
daily Catholic in New York, City and it was to a certain degree successful 
in remaining alive to 1876 or 77• About the TELEGRAPH’S venture we did 
not find any contemporary announcement, not in the N®Y®FREEMAN'S JOURNAL 
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nor in the CATHOLIC WORLD or the directories* Middleton had listed it with 
the title "DAILY" TELEGRAPH in his list of "Catholic" periodicals, adding 
only? "general, 1875-5*" Baumgartner added the editor's name; Peter McCorry, 
without a source to that finding.

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Irish temperance Union. It was published with somewhat more than three 
volumes to Mr 24 1877> whole number 70; since Je 1875 it was bi-weekly. 

Its office was at 97 Henry Street. .James. W± 11 ±a.m_ O/Brien., a capable 
and tactful journalist was its editor and proprietor who was joined in 
1876, or earlier, probably when the journal became a bi-weekly, by J.J. 
O'Mahony, The publisher was the Catholic Total Abstinence Union of New 
York. The first subtitle? "a monthly journal" had changed also to? "The 
Catholic Society Journal of America," which shows the ambition to be 
nationwide. Its policy is indicated in the title, its contents, proving 
the necessity of abstinence, brings news of similar movements in other 
countries and in the States. In 1873 a quarrel began in the columns with 
the IRISH CATHOLIC BENEVOLENT UNIONSJOURNAL in Philadelphia, with Martin 
I.J.Griffin who had started his paper also in 1873* O'Brien did not want 
certain groups to join Griffin's society; only in July 1874 a reconciliation 
took place. Murray said in I 876 of O'Brien's paper it was "among the most 
notable Catholic weeklies of the recent years." In McGEE's ILLUSTRATED 
WEEKLY we read on N 25 1876 , p.16, that the C.T.A.U. is devoted to the 
true interests of the Catholic people in America."

. Ill THE WEEKLY UNION AND CATHOLIC TIMES* 

*THE CATHOLIC TIMES,q.v. Arlington,N* J. (also New YoifcjCity), was 
in 1883 a newly created paper of the Sacred Heart Industrial School, 

edited by Rev*_jJame_s__J_*_ Curran^ It existed until Ja 27 1884 with 

its v*2, no 35» Its last number we found bound between the WEEKLY 
UNION volume of the Am* Irish Historical Society,N.Y* in its library, 
between the issue of v*ll, because then the two papers were merged. 

THE WEEKLY UNION appeared from F 23 1884 onward with the double title 
(see above), the Sunday-paper, too* Rev. James J. Curran taken over 
as "contributing editor" (so on masthead), showing his interest with 
articles like "Catholic- city ih New Jersey", or on Ja 4 1885 about the 
Arling±on(N*J*) Protectory, the Industrial School. The paper has kept 
three New Jersey agents. 

After I 885 these special connections with New Jersey seem to have 
ceased, only the double title remained. But the subtitle changed,i.e. 

"The Irish-American National Newspaper". It had become the organ of 
more societies, in 1894 of the Young Men's Unions. In 1911 the office 
of the paper was 312 Broadway, the publisher was the Weekly Union Association, 
also of the Sunday paper* It published many legal notices. Politically 
the paper always has kept independent. 

Details; the weekly was published Saturdays; before l88l with 8 pages of 
6 columns of 32x46 inches, price $2*00, illustrated, in 1878 circulating 
8,000 copies, then 3,000* Since 1881 the weekly and the Sunday paper

THE CATHOLIC WORLD (Ap I 865 -I 966 +) 

This "Catholic:1b" (published by a religious community, always also 
with the approbation of the Archbishop of New York), monthly magazine of 
"general literature and science", was established in Ap 1865 and is still 
current in 1966* In the whole it kept the same appearance, aim and 
contents in uninterrupted semi-annual volumes; to them was added in 1896 
an Index Volume, later it became indexed by the CATHOLIC PERIODICAL INDEX. 
The. Paulist_ Fathers (CSP) in New York with their "Catholic Publishing 
Society" (later/”1916 ff, called "Paulist fres£) backed the publication, 
after 1869 also as publishers. Fr. Hecker was the founder, who first 
took as publisher Lawrence^Kehoe^ (a biogr. sketch q,.v. ILLUSTRATED CATH. 
FAMILY ANNUAL ( 1869 ) at 7 Beckman St., who remained the publisher and 
manager of all the publications of the Paulist Fathers until he died in 
I 89 O. His firm went on. 

The editor was Rev.^s^aac^Thomas^ Heckeir, CSP*. 

*born in 1819 in New York, of German parents, used all occasions 
to go to school,was very attracted by a group of Unitarians where he 
also met Orestes Brownson, Both converted to Catholicism, he, Hecker, 
in 1844 and became a Redemp>torist. He studied for the priesthood in 
Belgium, chme 1 back:.as a priest 1 iixl}..851/ wdrkBd TT in New) York odnd’ed 

the Institute'of Missionary Pfiests ofiS^.^F&ul'{paulist}*-sided 
over>it for the"next 30 years with the aim "to reach the people with 
little or no religion through attractive literature. He founded the 
CATHOLIC WORLD magazine in I 865 . The Paulist Fathers published the 
pamphlets of the "Catholic Tract Society" (My 1866-) in which Fr. 

' Hecker°s brother George V. helped and of which Lawrence Kehoe was the 
manager* Later it was called "Catholic Publishing Society"; its 
PROSPECTUS was printed in the CATH.WORLD:3 (1866) 278 , It was very 
successful with 50 tracts and 300 books until 1873. It became later 
the"Paulist Press". 
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Fr« Hecker was in 1869 not in good health, nevertheless he founded 
another magazines THE YOUNG CATHOLIC (q.v.) to which the wife, Josephine, 
of his "brother George V, helped to 1904o His wish to start a daily 
newspaper was not realized,, He remained editor-in-chief of the CATH.W. 
until he died in I) 1888; an obituary was in the C.W. of Ja 1889> p.571. 

Fr, Hecker, in founding the magazine chose a good moment when his friend 
Orestes Brownson in 1864 had (the first time) stopped his "learned" 

BROWNSON QUARTERLY REVIEW, though the Holy Cross Fathers had used that 
moment even more quickly to start their "devotional" AVE MARIA in 
Indiana,, There remained an opportunity for a "general cultural" Catholic 
magazine in Ap 1865 , when Fr. Hecker had received financial help from his 
brother George. Often absent or not well, Hecker, the editor, needed help. 
Since he was by principle for cooperation with laymen, he took in 1866 
Joh_n__Rose_ G_ 0 _Hass_ard as assistant editor*, 

*born in 1^30, son of an Irish Protestant, he became a Catholic at 15, 
studied in Fordham, showed literary abilities (q.v. the schoolpaper 
GOOSE QUILL), though for some time in a seminary, was drawn to literature. 
He worked with the AM, CYCLOPEDIA, requiring a broad culture, as 
assistant editor with the REPUBLIC, Chicago ( 1865 ) and after finishing 
his books THE LIFE OF,JOHN HUGHES, ARCHBISHOP OF NEW YORK in 1866, 
contributed to Hecker's CATHOLIC WORLD to 1868, later occasionally. 

In 1877 he had published THE LIFE OF PIUS IX and became the foremost 
editor of Horace Greeley's TRIBUNE,N.Y,, especially as music critic. 

He died in 1888 (Blanche Mary Kelly, "J,F.G,Hassard," U,S.CATH.HIST. 

SOC.s RECT. AND STUDIES (1921,p.20 ff• ) 

There were consecutively other helpers of Fr. Hecker: John McCarthy, 

Thomas F 0 Galway (formerly with the CATH.TELEGRAPH, Cincinnati, very ex¬ 
perienced; he took over in 1884 the Catholic TEXAS MONITOR, q.v. 

Galveston, Texas, which expired 1886), Thomas P, Gill, Henry Collins 
Walsh, 

Under Fr, Hecker's direction the C.W,'s aim was shown in its subtitle: 

"a monthly eclectic magazine of general literature and science". There 
was no PROSPECTUS printed, only a CIRCULAR LETTER, to announce the new 
magazine and its purpose. The word. "eclectic" was dropped after v.4* Fr. 
Hecker was not satisfied with the earlier issues since they mainly consis¬ 
ted of reprints and translations of foreign articles. His ideal was 
original matter written to attract people who/_wanted to cultivate good 
taste, refinement, achieve intellectual liberty (Sheerin) as he was 
accustomed to from his Protestant friends_,_) Hecker tried to form a|_union 
of the Catholic faith with the ideals of an American democracyT) Reviewing 
new publications was a strong department in the C.W. To literary topics and 
poems were added each month a theological subject, thegt archeological 
discoveries, articles on the instinct in animals, problems of navigation, 
a tunnel through the Alps, representing interests in arts and science, etc. 

He believed in the importance of the press, and that good reading matter 
would train the readers, also encourage future writers; q.v. his own 
article in C.W. ( 1872 ) pp.11-13? "The Church and the Press", Since 1870 
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the directories give mostly the Pauiist Frs. as publishers and editors. 

In 1877; no 0 19 Barclay St, was the address of the Gath. Publishing Soc, Co, 
and in l887:no. 6 Park Place. The magazine was successful, had a nation¬ 
wide high circulation as a stimulating monthly; the NEW YORK FREEMAN'S 
JOURNAL printed regularly the monthly contents of it as did other journals. 

After Fr. Keeker's death in I) 1888 Rev^ Augustine Franc_is_ Hewit_, CSP, 
who already had substituted for him from (1873-757 followed him in Ja I 889 
as editor-in-chief; the office was now at 427 W 50th St,, in 1891 ff, at 
1.20 W 60th St, Rev, Hewit was a convert like Hecker, he added more 
philosophical, ecclesiastical articles, also on sacred scripture (70 
articles). To the 144 pages a 14 page appendix brought; sermons of the 
month. Fr. Hewit was also in charge of the "Columbian Reading Union" 
in New York. He gave this Club a place in his office and a clearing 
house for the communications of the Reading Circles in the C.W,, in 1891, 
p.622 e.g, "A List of Catholic (contemporary) Authors". Around 1874/5 ff. 
Rev. W.D.Hughes and Rev. Walter Elliott, both CSP, were managers, John J, 
Farrell helped Fr. Hewit in 1890. Rev. Hewit died in 1897* 

In 1897 followed Rev._Alexander_P_._ Do^le., CSP as editor. He had 
published before pamphlets for "Catholic Truth" and now made the C.W. 
more of an illustrated popular magazine. Social problems were treated 
around 1900 by Dr. John A. Ryan, but the C.W,'s quality declined to 
S 1904? when a new editor took over, Rev.__John J.^JBurke,CSP. Miss Mary 
G. Hawks served as assistant in an office at 120 W 6th St,; Fr. Burke 
had the ideas of the NCWC, emphasized social problems. Msgr. W.J.Kirby 
and D.P.Neill tried with him to regain the magazine's high standard in 
literature (e.b. by publishing an issue on Shapespeare in Ap 1916, and 
on Dante in S 1921), but still the circulation dropped off rather badly 
to S 1922 (says Sheerin), 

In Fall 1922 Rev.__James_M^_ Gill is, CSP, directed the magazine as 
editor to 0 1948* He introduced a new informal style, was politically 
first for, then against, Roosevelt. During World War II he was an 
isolationist, being against Hitler, Franco and Mussolini, defended the 
rights of the Negro and was a foe of anti-semitism, open to all new 
problems of a political and social kind, idolized by certain ones and 
criticized by others. In those years the office was located at 401 W 59th 
St. In Ap 1940 the magazine celebrated its anniversary with a 

supplement. 

In 0 1948 Rev._John B•_Sheeran^ CSP began as editor. The Pauiist 
Frs. are still given as publishers, now with a second office besides the 
editorial one at 180 Varnik St, The magazine having reached the age of 
hundred years in Ap 1965> once had been in the U.S. one of two Catholic 
magazines, is now one of about 500 such publications. Originally counting 
144 pages however reduced to 64 but within a illustrated cover. It has 
changed from more serious to lighter essays and back again to more profound 
articles, or as Sheerin himself sayss "It has many articles on the 
apostolate, on the sciences and social problems, on literature and the arts. 
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Added are poems, a story and other features. Its circulation has risen 
from 10-20,000 (1961), to 23,000 in 1965 * Then we saw in the directories 
that the Press of the Paulist Fathers was moved to Harristown Rd., Glen 
Rock, No Jo, where now are printed the CATHOLIC WORLD, the CATHOLIC LAYMAN. 
Fr 0 Sheerin is still in 1966 the editor of the former, the office the 
same 1 4H W 59th St. 

"THE CATHOLIC WORLD has always kept a high standard on a strong 
Catholic basis, gave a striking example of progressive Catholic 
journalism, presenting the highest expressions of Catholic thought" 
(SmithsN.Y., 1905). 

We still feel obliged to give a list of the more important contributors, 
not having been able to bring them in the text into a chronological 
order: 

John Gilmary Shea about 70 historical articles; Rev. Alfred Young 
the same number about Gregorian chant, etc.: Orestes Brownson in the 
time when his REVIEW was suspended (1865-72); Eugene F. Saxton on 
Belloc, Chesterton, etc.; Dr. Charles Herbermann and Th.F.Meehan, 
both of the U.S.HIST.SOC.MAG.; Cardinal Gibbons, Archbishop Ireland, 
Cardinal Gasquet, Canon Wra. Barry, Maurice Egan, Agnes Repplier, 

Alice Meywell, Mrs. W. Ward, Mary Agnes Tinker (The House of York), 
and others.

Fr. Sheerin, writing the paper's story believed the circulation dropped 
from after 1900 to even 1922; in 1966 the volume 192 was in Press.

Ho editor, or 
manager is given, only the society as publisher.

one number in our library (DCU), v.l, no. 43 (D 21, 1872 ), we know the 
aim of the paper (p.7, col.5)s it is "to fill the void” of the ’’almost 
wholly neglected...fair field of fiction...,the refined productions of 
our Irish story writers, poets' biographies...now after a successful 
struggle.THE CELTIC WEEKLY stands as a journalistic monument of the 
Irish-American literary taste and culture,...running the choicest serials 
...” Among its "contributors were names widely known: D.Hollarid, Br.J.C. 
Waters, Richard O'Sullivan (ed. of San Francisco's MONITOR), Henry McCloskey, 
John G. Barrett, William Geoghegan, John 0'Mahony,Dr. J. Murphy" and others. 
It is an illustrated journal, treats also news and politics, especially 
of the Irish cause. Its office had changed to 11 Francfort St., with a 
branch-office in Brooklyn, N.Y., 304 Fuller St. THE IRISH PEOPLE, N.Y. 
says in an advertisement: "As a fireside family journal it has no equal 
on this continent."

as 22 x 29 in size, our copy of 1872 had only 15 x 20 inches; it had 8 pages

It did not live longer 
than to 1872. "["See how Fr. Schwenninger founded then in 1874 in Cine. ■

in D 1894 and lasted to Je or longer in the year 1897* Since our few data 
(Ayer, Rowell, Batten) were supplemented by Lucey who saw four copies of 
1897 and checked the editor’s name, combining both, we are able to get the 
following story: 

The youth-magazine’s subtitle was:"an illustrated magazine for little 
folks. Its editor and publisher was Rev. Joseph Brelivet. He was pastor 
of St. Monica's Church in Barre, Vt. (Lucey says he was the only priest 
at that time of that name,), who claimed to have (My issue of 1897) Had 
favorable press notices, of which we found some: in AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, 

N 7 1869: "...is among the best Catholic papers for little ones. Its 
cover alone could win the 1 'heart of any American boy or girl, while its 
reading matter is varied and interesting, the illustrations attractive;" 
or in OUR LADY OF GOOD COUNSEL, Phil., 1897, p.86: "...April number is 
very attractive, a great deal of original matter.♦.should be a welcome 
visitor in every Catholic home...". Rev. Lucey, too found the cover so 
nice in color the print large and clear, the illustrations apt. But in 
February 1897 already Rev. Brelivet had to announce that the price.needed 
to be raised if the magazine should continue to exist; it seems that 
after June the financial means were lacking.

*The Catholic Encyclopedia gives the history of the Bahama Islands, 
In 1845 occasionally a service was said in Nassau for some Catholics, 
probably Cubans or Haitians, in a private house. In 1863 and 65 , 
priests visited Nassau; it was in 1866 Rev. Dr. Nelligan of Charlston, 
S.C. The Bahamas were recognized in that time as belonging ecclesias¬ 
tically to Charleston. But after a visit of Bishop H.P.Northrop of 
Charleston a request was made to New York to care for the Bahamas, 
what was granted in I 885 (to 1932). Its results were the building of 
the first church (dedicated in I 887 ) and the sending of four Sisters 
of Charity to Nassau to open a school there for colored children,- 
the Sisters in question for the magazine. Benedictine monks acted 
as priests of the mission in the Bahama Islands, 
childrens’ school remained in existence.

THE CHILDREN’S CATHOLIC MAGAZINE (Mr I 838 -F 1840 ) 

THE YOUNG CATHOLIC'S MAGAZINE (N I 84 O-I 84 I) 

This "Catholic:lc", monthly juvenile magazine was established under 
the first title in Mr 1838 and was published until F I 84 O, It was 
interrupted and began again under the second title in N 1840 for "another 
year", to I 84 I. It was founded, published and edited in New York, City, 
by Cornelius_ H._Gotts]>erger of St. Paul's parish in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
mainly on his own expense. He had asked for his bishop's approbation 
which would have been given only under the condition that a priest of 
the diocese would receive each issue for supervision one month before 
its publication. That was hot realized. Already in the first number 
Gottsberger made a mistake. In printing: "The Ten Commandements 
Versified," it was done according to a Protestant version (later, in 
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the fifth issue the same topic was changed according to the Catholic 
version). Complaints came in, almost endangering the existence of the 
magazine. Bishop Dubois appointed Very Revo^F^l^x^Var^l^ as supervisor 
of the periodical. He - (see for his other journalistic work with EL 
HABENERO,Phi1. and New York) - fulfilled that task to the magazine's 
last number. After that incident Gottsberger gave an advertisement to 
Catholic papers (U.S.CATH. MISCELLANY, J1 7 1838, p. 8 ) assuring the 
people that Rev. Vareld was appointed as supervisor,adding also good 
reviews from THE TRUTH TELLER and the N.Y.GAZETTE. 

Gottsberger had an INTRODUCTION in his first volume? "To the Parents," 
in which he explained the magazine's purpose 5 that he wants it used to 
instruct the children, give them principles for now and for later; that 
his magazine is "the only one there is, or has been (’that is not completely 
true, see Boston's EXPOSTULATOR was the first juvenile periodical, though 
a "newspaper" not a "magazine") for the youth of our Faith" and that he 
hoped colleges and schools would take an interest in it. Martin I.J. 
Griffin (see sources)-had searched for years to find a copy of the magazine, 
found finally around 1904 volume one (which seems to be lost again). He 
was then ablfe to give details about it in his article. Foik copied from 
it and added other information, especially found in Catholic contemporary 
newspapers. These papers recommended it, strongly- convinced of its 
importance. It is a fact that many secular, and religious juvenile 
periodicals existed, at that time being largely read, having up to 30,000 
subscribers, almost all of the latter kind in an anti-Catholic spirit, 
rendering ridiculous things about Catholics. That did much harm to young 
Catholic readers. At first it seemed that Gottsberger's magazine would 
make progress. It soon had 13 ,000 subscribers. It became a source of 
annoyance to the Protestant VINDICATOR (formerly THE PROTESTANT) and 
to the CHURCHMAN. Gottsberger was obliged to announce an interruption 
after the issue of February 1840. In a PROSPECTUS he promised to publish 
the next number in April, much enlarged and improved at double price, if 
the people would pay in advance. Only in November was he able to 
continue, under the new title: THE YOUNG CATHOLIC'S MAGAZINE, and really 
improved. But he could keep it up only for another year, to the end of 
1841. 


According to Griffin the magazine contained interesting articles, 
notices of newly founded colleges, also offering a gold; medal for the 
best original literary article sent in. He also knew how the Protestant 
papers in New York attacked the magazine. We found in the AVE MARIA, 

Notre Dame, Ind. (My 7 1892) the remark that the then late John Gilmary 
Shea as boy'of fourteen years, in 1838 had contributed to the magazine 
an article: "The Life of the Soldier-Cardinal Gil Alvarez Carillo de 
Abbornoz". The story of the successful studies of two boys in the 
Propaganda College in Rome were reported, the gifted Patrick N, Lynch, 
later Bishop of Charleston, S.C. and of J,A.Corcoran, the founder of the 
AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW in Philadelphia, when they were respec¬ 
tively 17 and 14 years old. We saw in PPCHi v.l no 7 (Je I 84 I); the 
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cover lost, place not to be seen; its contents on pp. 145-169: 

Purgatory (its existence); a story of 2 pages; different poems; a 
letter to the editor, dated: Philadelphia Je 1841; Moral Reflections 
"by a girl aged fourteen; Knowledge and Ignorance; Exaggerated Expressions; 
Biography of Archbishop John Carroll; Schoolbooks; a Letter Box. 

In 1843 and 1844 there existed a monthly juvenile magazine, THE YOUNG 
CATHOLIC’S CABINET in New York, of which no publisher or editor is known. 

Was this another attempt of Gottsberger? 

Details: the copy we saw was of 24 pages, in size: 4^7 inches; other 
issues may have had only 16 pages; a whole volume is supposed to exist 
of 210 pages plus 6 pages of an Index. Its first price of 50 cents was 
changed to $1.00. Once it had 13,000 or even more subscribers.

THE CHRISTIAN PRESS (F 1 1894-1899) 

This "Catholic:lc" monthly newspaper was established on F 1 1894 and 
lasted to 1899* We saw the title page of a sample copy in PPCHi which had 
as place not New York, City but Cazenovia, N.Y., a smaller place in that 
time, with one church and Rev. Daniel Doody as pastor. Perhaps he was one 
of that group of men who were the founders of the paper. All other sources 
have New York, City, as place. The paper's publisher was The Christian 
Press Association of which the Apostolic Delegate was the President, Rt. 

Rev. Msgr. Bernard O'Reilly the Vice President, Rev. Jas. L. Meagher the 
business manager, and several priests as associates, like Rev. Talbot 
Smith (the author of the HISTORY OF NEW YORK, 1905 ). Msgr^ Bernard O'Reilly* 
*He was born in Ireland (1820), went to Canada, was during the Civil 
War chaplain in the Irish Brigade, joined the Jesuits, worked in 
Fordham, left the Jesuits and had a residence with the Sisters of Charity 
in Mt. St. Vincent's, N.Y., was devoted to literature, traveled in Europe, 
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collected material in Rome for his hooks about the life of Pius IX and 
Leo XIII (of the latter he was the official biographer). He died in 
1907 (out of THE CHRONOLOGIST, Brooklyn, 1914, p 0 28). 
was practically the editor. Probably from him on the sample copy is the 
introduction, with the aims "...will be published monthly, later weekly, 
even daily,Near the great city by the Sea we have four lots for 
building our printing establishment,” To have a daily was the wish of 
more Catholics, some publishers tried this for a short while, but the 
time was not ripe for it, THE CHRISTIAN PRESS also failed.

DIE CHRISTLICHE MUTTER (Ja 1897-Ag 1928) 

and an English edition; THE CHRISTIAN MOTHER (Ap 1903-Mr 1907) 

This German "Catholic:1c", monthly educational magazine, written in 
German, was established in Ja 1897 (not I887 as ULS has It) and lasted 
with 32 volumes until Ag 1928. Its subtitle was "a Catholic monthly for 
home education; organ of the Archconfraternity of Christian Mothers in 
North America." Prom Ap 1903-Mr 1907, also an English edition existed 
with four volumes. Both were founded, published, owned and edited by 
Jo£_e^h_Sch_aefer_, a former teacher in Germany, then in America (1876), 
afterward a Catholic publisher and owner of a church-goods store in 
Barclay Street, first at no.14, then no 9 and in 1919* no.23. The magazine 
was his idea, which he submitted to Archbishop Corrigan, who congratulated 
him on his good thought. He printed a sample-issue in N 1896 of 16 pages 
with the Archbishop's favorable answer of 0 1896 in it. Rev. Lenhart 
described for us the appearance and contents of the magazine (of which we 
could not see a copy because DLC lost the copies except v, 1 of the English 
edition which we, DCU,hss too; St. Meinrad did not answer our letter) 
and we could copy different facts from the introduction to the English 
edition, written by Schaefer. In the magazine the explanation was given 
for its connection to the Archconfraternity in Pittsburgh, Pa.,(probably 
written by Rev. Pius Reinhold)* of which it was the organ, having the 

*In Europe already existed before 1875 the Confraternity of Christian 
Mothers; in 1875 Father Felix, a Capuchine, came from Germany to the 
Capuchine Monastery, St. Augustine's and introduced the confraternity 
in the same parish. Since the Pope had made it an Archconfraternity 
in 1881, it spread out also in the States to other places and dioceses. 
In 1897 Rev. Carl Speckert, OFM Cap., at 220 37th St., Pittsburgh,Pa. 
was the Director of it. When the magazines here treated had ceased, 
others followed: THE CHRISTIAN MOTHER QUARTERLY BULLETIN and THE 
CHRISTIAN MOTHER NEWSLETTER. 

same purpose to foster a genuine Cathblic spirit in the family, to avoid 
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danger and temptation from the young ones* But of the 29,000 members of the 
Archconfraternity in 1898 only 3,000 had subscribed to the magazine; 

Schaefer needed at least 5>000 in order not to lose money on it, when he 
wanted to keep it so cheaps 50 cents for 12 issues. He was successful and 
thanked the German priests for their launching the magazine to German 
families and the German members of the Archconfraternity, had 6,000 sub¬ 
scribers in 1903, though the knowledge of the German language was steadily 
decreasing. 

One had asked for an English edition. Rev. Carl Speckert, 0PM Cap 
wrote to Mr. Schaefer about that in 1902. Priests and people hailed the 
intention of Mr. Schaefer to respond, being the right man for the under¬ 
taking since the German magazine won the esteem of so many mother's 
societies. Archbishops and bishops gave their approbation and praised the 
old magazine, e.g. Bishop Messmer, in N 1899, calling it an angel in a 
Christian home; and wished for an English edition. Schaefer got as assistant- 
editor, Mr_o_ P,J_. Coleman, known as a poet and man of good taste; he also had 
the help of professional writers, i.e. Professor Charles G. Herbermann from 
the U.S.Hist.Cath.Society. The edition had the same subtitles and the same 
function when it started in Ap 1903 ass THE CHRISTIAN MOTHER*. 

*The Union List of Serials, listed both, the German and the English 

edition, not giving their connection to one another. 

Already in 1904 Schaefer began to complain that he needed more subscribers, 
he tried to reduce the 32 pages to 16, the price from $1.00 to 50 cents, 
nevertheless it became a financial sacrifice to him and he had to give up 
in Mr 1907 with v.4. He then explained his struggles during the four years 
in a "Farewell Notice." 

Meanwhile the German edition went on successfully. In Ja 1907 Schaefer 
looked back with joy on ten years of work on it, having reached almost 
7,000 subscribers. He thanked the clergy in Ja 1908 and 1909 but did not 
dare to enlarge the magazine. In 1910 his sister, Mrs. Anna Ozioni, had 
died. Through all the years she had been a helper on the magazine, con¬ 
tributing all articles on needle-work, etc. In 1912, Schaefer could state 
that the little tree had become a mighty one, stretching its branches to 
almost all States in the United States. It survived World War I, but 
under pressure, the editor needed to raise the price in 1918 to 75 cents. 

He refused to bring to the German edition also English texts because of 
the greater expenses involved which he could not carry for he had a loss 
of $6,000 already. In 1919 Archbishop Hayes complimented him and re¬ 
commended the magazine warmly for its high and holy purpose. In 1921 the 
price had to be raised to $1.00; the subscribers dropped each year, be¬ 
cause the knowledge of German was declining so much; there was no hope for 
betterment. Under the greater sacrifices he published one year after the 
other until he became ill in 1928 and died in September, having finished 
his last number of v.32 in August of that year. 

His great work died with him, having been known in the homes of 
thousands of Catholic families. Its literary part was his, the society 
news the part of the Capuchine Fathers of Pittsburg. A very faithful 
contributor had been the Benedictine Father Fidelis Busam from St, Vincent 
Archabbey, 
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Details? of the German edition, always 16 pages, first at 50 cents; in 
1918s 75 cents, in 1921 $1.00. Its circulation was slowly but steadily 
growing from 2,000 in 1897 to 3,000 in 1898 , to 6,000 in 1903, to 7,000 
in 1907/8, going down since 1914 to 6,000 and less. The English edition 
began with 32 pages and the size of 6-g- x 9 3/4 inches, to $1.00, with one 
whole-page picutre had to go back to 16 pages and to cease after v.4, while 
the German went on to v.32.

THE CHURCH BULLETIN (1895-1966+) 

This "Catholic :1c", monthly parish-paper is the result of an arrangement 
made in 1895 and until 1966+ for a numbers of parishes in New York, City, to 
have a parish-paper in common with one page for the individual parish. The 
latter was submitted by its pastor. The other pages (how many?) were added 
by the publisher, who has been at least since 1943 Jerome J. Cavanagh with 
an office at 2 Park Ave. Our letters to that office were not answered. 
Therefore our sole sources are the Catholic directories which give the 
bulletin's establishing-date as 1885 , in 1954-58 as 1895, in 1950/51 as 
1900, the CPD in 1964/65 as 1895* None of the participating churches are 
named, therefore we were not able to ask any of them for information about 
the years previous to 1943. Then the purpose of the bulletin was given as: 
"Religious reading matter and current topics pertaining to the individual 
church." Who was responsible? In 1943 there were 94 parishes taking part, 
in 1950:102, in 1954*2 106, in 1958:107 and in 1965, when George S. Keenan 
was the publisher, the office at 2 Park Ave.: 104 parishes. 

Details: none besides the price of $2.00; the circulation figures since 
1943 were: 150 , 000 , 1950 : 265 , 000 , 1954 : 260 , 000 , 1958:181,083, and 1965 / 6 : 
170,000 copies.

LA CRONICA (N 1848 -Ap 1867 ) 

EL CRONISTA (My 4 1867-1877) 

This Spanish "Catholic:3", weekly (semi-weekly) newspaper was established 
in N I 848 , changed its title from LA CRONICA to EL CRONISTA on My 4 1867 and 
disappeared in 1877* Its first publisher and editor was Antonio_ Xavier__San 
Martin_(I 848 -I 852 ?), who was followed by M._de. la_Penk until 1862?; after 
him as publisher and editor Josd_Ferrer de__Conto until 1875• In 1874 at the 
top of the paper his name was given with "absent" in parenthesis, in the 
next year was added to his names Enrique Muftiz. In 1876 only ]^j^l^o_R£sendo 
Toribio_ acted as editor and publisher. The paper's office, too, changed: 
first 87 Cedar St.; 1856 ff.: 65 Franklin St. and in 1868: 53 Franklin.; 
the last year, 1877> listed by Rowell 64 and 66 Broadway. 

The paper's subtitle in the earlier years was: "in the interest of 
Spain and Spanish-America". These interests were mostly of political 
nature, news from Spanish speaking countries but also about the government 
in United States. "Catholic" in the paper meant some Spanish Church news; 
about Cortes, a Spanish philosopher, that the Papal Nunestcj, Usgr. Bedini 
(U.S.) was attacked in a hostile fashion by American newspapers, and that 
an exchange of letters had taken place between the Archbishop Purcell of 
Cincinnati and...who defended the Nuncio against the attacks. From some 
notices it can be seen that tenor and phraseology was "Catholic;" Catholic 
colleges are advertised: St. Joseph's Academy, Emmittsburg, St. Mary’s 
Wilmington, and St. Joseph's College, Spring Hill, Alabama. In the period 
when the paper was called EL CRONISTA one finds less "Catholic" traces, 
but still, e.g. in 1870, the participation of the paper's correspondent, 

Dr. Francisco de Monceda, in the condemnation of the international 
socialistic principles by the Spanish Catholic newspapers, is hailed, or 
(Ap 25 1874) the paper takes sides, with the Catholic Carlistas in the 
Civil War. This same issue gives the impression that the paper has poor 
income: the whole front page is filled with advertisements. The last 
issue, we could check (v.29: no 3,005, Jl: 18 1876 ) in a smaller format, 
had the first page covered with paragraphs out of the Spanish Constitution, 
some commentary and looks uninteresting for the majority of readers. 
"Catholic" in it is the Calendar-day of that date given in a liturgical form. 

Details: published Saturdays; checking issues of v.5 no 475 a nd 477 by one 
week separated, proved that the paper was in 1876/7 a semi-weekly; always 
4 pages of 24x36 or later 28x42 inches, at least since I 87 I with 6 columns, 
it was in the seventieth somewhat smaller. Its circulation counted in 
1889 s 4,500 copies.

MANHATTAN MONTHLY (1876-77) 

This "Catholic sic", monthly magazine (first "for young men", partly 
also a school-paper (q.v. the real school-paper was ALBUM); then 1875 ff. 
a "family paper") was established in Jl 1869 and ended in 1877 after having 
changed its title twice (1875 and 1876 ). Its editor was Joim_Savage_, a 
well known Irish patriot and poet, and he worked under the auspices of the 
Christian Brothers at the De La Salle Academy, N.Y., Second St., later 
Manhattan College. In its beginning the boys of "A Stephen Literary Union" 
NEW: "De La Salle Monthly, New York, no.4 (0 I 869 ), published by De 
La Salle Association, of variety and interested contents, will compare 
favorably with many older publications, we cannot comment too strongly 
this monthly to all who want wholesome reading; per year $1.50. Office : 

50 Second St., New York (out of CATH,MIRROR, Baltimore, Md., 0 16 1869 ). 
used it to make known their best literary productions. The publisher was 
the De La Salle Association, later the N.Y.Catholic Protectory, Westchester, 
N.Y. Some sources list the magazine not for New York but for Westchester, 
which was the place of the printing plant. According to volume one and-..two, 
seen in DLC's Rare Book Room, its contents comprised Religion, Literature, 
Science; articles, as well as notes, editorials, "Our Book Table" and some 
news about the school. When it became a family magazine, it was announced 
as "now improved, enlarged and embellished, illustrated," The AVE MARIA, 

Notre Dame, Ind,, says on Ja 1875* too, that the Ja issue of 1875 came 
out in a new dress, Murray ( 1876 ) praises it as "a high-toned and success¬ 
ful periodical." 

We could not find out if the magazine was followed directly by another 
publication, Manhattan College created different school-papers from 1900 ff., 
MANHATTAN NEWSLETTER, MANHATTAN QUARTERLY (1904-), MANHATTANITE (1910-), 
MANHATTAN COLLEGE (1936-), etc. 

Details: The magazine began with 32 pages, of 6x9 inches, to $1.50. some¬ 

what later 54 pages, then 86, also "enlarged" and priced $ 2.50 (1876 ff.) 
Eleven volumes until 1874 were only possible with half-year volumes, which 
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were followed "by a new series: four volumes 1875-77* About the magazine’s 
circulation figures we know only in 1872 : 3 > 000 , in 1873s I960, and in 
1876 : 1 , 100 .

DUNIGAN'S AMERICAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC AND LIST OF THE CLERGY 
FOR THE YEAR OF OUR LORD ( 1858 - 60 )

This "Catholic:lc" annual Catholic Directory of I 858 -I 96 O was published 
by the firm Edward Dunigan & Bros, in New York, when the publishing house 
Fielding Lucas in Baltimore had suddenly stopped publishing the annual. 
Meanwhile the clergy in Baltimore wished to have its continuation there 
and urged John Murphy and Co., Baltimore, to publish it after one year of 
interruption, so overlapping the Dunigan-New York edition by two years: 
1859-1860. The New York Almanac showed on the title page added to 
Dunigan and Bros, the name of James. B._Kirker_, a half brother to Edward 
Dunigan, who later took over the publishing house (as Sadlier's 
Directory of 1866 called him "Surviving Partner and Successor"), probably 
in 1864 , when the office was at 371 Broadway. The Preface of 1858 brings 
an excuse for the "unfinished work" because they were not prepared when 
the printing should have been done and the data from the dioceses did not 
reach them in time in 1857, therefore the late publication in February 1858 . 
Added to the title is the new "List of the Clergy", also for the British 
Provinces with 18 pages. That the volume 1858 had become an advertiseing 
medium(a third of the whole volume) was necessary because the almanac did 
not support itself. In 1859 Dunigan thanks for the support to the directory 
"now firmly established", adding: "The sudden appearance of a rival publica¬ 
tion with an official sanction of one only of the ten provinces,..has com¬ 
pelled us to issue ours more hastily,The firm tries again to publish 
one in i860, then had to give up. The three volumes are not numbered. But 
Dunigan proposed that i860 should be volume 31, counting from the first 
directory in New York in 1817*. From 1858 furtheron the directories have 
*In N.Y.FREEMAN’S JOURNAL (ja 30 I 858 ) its editor McMaster defended Mr. 
Kirker against criticizing clergymen, blaming him for mistakes and for 
his "public-spirited manner" in which he undertook "to supply the call 
for a Catholic Almanac," also a MONASTICUM AMERICANUM(of all religious 
Orders) 0 
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no other texts like "historical sketches, poems" etc. anymore. 

Details: The three almanacs had between 238 and 368 pages of text, 

including a List of Catholic periodicals, more pages for colleges and 
Catholic booklists. Its size was 4i>x7 inches.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL YEAR (Ap 1 1864 -Je 1865 ) 

This "Catholic:lc", semi-monthly, liturgical-devotional "magazine", 
published from Ap 1 1864 to Je I 865 , is of a special kind. It was 
published before as a German book, called something like: "Das Kirchenjahr" 
was written by Rev. B.G.Bayerle, rector of Pemplefort, near Cologne,Germany, 
and was then translated by Rev. Theodore_ Noethen (q.v,about him with 
KATHOLISCHES HAUSBUCH, New YorkJ, pastor of the Holy Cross Church, for 
German and French Catholics, Albany, N.Y. S. Zickel*, a New York publisher, 
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*So Zickel was a known publisher of mostly German matter, especially 
Catholic in tone, see KATHOLISCHES HAUSBUCH, also ILLUSTRIERTER 
KATHOLISCHER VOLKSKALENDER; for the latter he was criticized as not 
coming up to the Catholic standard ( 1870 ). In 1872 he also published 
a secular magazine: S. ZICKEL 1 S DEUTSCH-AMERIKANISCHES FAMILIENBLATT. 
113 Rivington St,, or 538 Broadway, brought the translated book out in 
magazine form. The text was divided into 30 numbers with about 50 pages 
each issue, therefore even divided in the middle of a chapter. That way 
it would not be a "magazine," But Lucey and the Librarian of Loras College, 
checking their holdings believe it may run as such. Its subtitle was: 

"its Festivals and Holy Seasons." The contents brings the explanation of 
all Sundays and Festivals in the Christman, Easter and Pentecost-cycles, 
legends for each day of the year, articles on other happenings during the 
year; some of the stories of the saints were originally written by Rev. 

Dr. Alban Stolz, a famous popular Catholic writer in Germany. In the 
METROPOLITAN RECORD, New York (Ap 16 1864 ) we saw THE ECCLESIASTICAL YEAR 
announced in a whole column with all the recommendations of the sixteen 
bishops and abbots, even three European prelates. The NEW YORK FREEMAN’S 
JOURNAL repeated what Mr, Purcell had said in his Cincinnati TELEGRAPH, 
that the estimable Father Noethen has enriched the Catholics with that 
translation (F 6 1864). 

Details: The semi-monthly 30 issues had each about 50 pages of 7x10 
inches, priced first at 20 cents each, from no.5 onward: 25 cents.

THE ECHO (Ag 15 1882 -J 1 I 885 ?) 

It was a "Catholic:2" monthly magazine for church music, having the 
approbation of the bishops of Boston, Philadelphia, San Antonio, and 
others. It was established on Ag 15 1882 and discontinued probably with 
no 12 of v.3 (Jl 15 1885 ), perhaps somewhat later. Its editor was the 
Professor of music, Johannes (or John) Singenberger, living in Milwaukee, 
Wis. From there he also edited his German music magazine, CAECILIA, 
existing since 1874 (current in 196 . 6 +), to the history of which we added 
a biographical sketch, (see in Milwaukee, Wis., or Dayton, Ohio). Only 
during Singenberger’s trip to Europe: 0 1883-N 4 1884 was the editing 
taken over by Hev.^J^B.Jung. The magazine was published by Frederick Pustet 
and. Co_»_, 52 Barclay St., New York. Its subtitle was: "A monthly journal 

of Catholic Church Music" and "Organ of the American St. Caecilia Society." 
Since original copies, owned by McLaughlin and Reilly, also such ones of 
WMSF were kindly checked for us, we know the first issue was introduced 
with an editorial by Bishop Marty of Yankton, Dakota, explaining the aims 
of the St, Caecilia Society, Articles and notices about liturgy, masses, 
hymns, motets,fbllcbw, reviews about works of music, lists of works in 
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different countries, a "Catalogue of church music recommended by the 
Caecilia Society"; no general news; advertisements of Catholic music by 
the firm Pustet. In PASTOR, another publication of that publisher, THE 
ECHO was advertised as "the only Catholic musical journal in the English 
language, published in the U» S. and Canada** 0 published monthly and each 
number contains, besides 8 pages of instructive and interesting reading 
matter, 8 pages of valuable music, specially adapted for choir use..." 

The musical publication ECHO (1883-91) of Lafayette,Ind. and Chicago,Ill. 
as well as one with the same title in Milwaukee (1888-89) had nothing to 
do with Singenberger f s ECHO. He had tried in 1905 to revive his magazine 
as REVIEW of CHURCH MUSIC. Of this REVIEW McLaughlin and Reilly, Boston, 
have a complete set: Ja 15 1905-D 15 1906. It was published and edited, by 
Professor Singenberger in St. Francis (near Milwaukee), Wis. When it 
expired its subscribers were referred to the CAECILIA, which in that time 
changed from German to half German,half English. 

Details: we know, it had no cover, the first page had an engraving of 
Saint Gregory and St. Caecilia in the upper part, title and subtitle, 
plus a motto: Sancta, Sancte-Psallite Sapienter. Each copy consisted 
of 8 pages text, in two columns, and of 8 pages music, in size 9"gxl2 
inches; its price was only $ 1*50 or $2.00 including membership; a special 
discount was given to choirs, etc.

L’ECHO DES DEUX MONDES ( THE ECHO OF THE TWO WORLDS ) (I 876 -I 878 ?) 

This French "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper was established in I 876 , 
endured "some years", it was the last time listed in 1878 . It was founded 
and published, probably also edited by Alfred—M._Cotte^ Belisle has it 
only in a list of New York papers, nowhere in the text of his descriptions. 
But we found it listed and advertised in Pettengill’s newspaper directory 
where it is not only listed as a "Catholic" paper but has as an addition!? 
"Archbishops and Bishops are subscribers," It brought news, much literary 
matter; politically it was on the democratic side. 

Details: published Saturdays, a circulation of 2,500 copies in 1877*

A "FIRST" : L'ECHO DES DEUX MONDES claimes to be and it seems to Be

ECHO Z POLSKI ( ECHO FROM POLAND ) (Je 1 1863-65) 

It was the first Polish "Catholic:3"> three-monthly (weekly) newspaper, 
established on Je 1 1863 and lasted until 1865 . Until 1$70 probably no 
other Polish paper existed. When it omittdd the "z" in its title we do not 
know; "later" it is said to have been called ECHO POLSKI. The publishers 
were Schriftgiesser and Picker who were owners of the press, which in the 
beginning was without Polish type and accents. The editor was Romuald J. 
Jaworowski (Zie has it wrongly spelled Jaworski, p. 42 ) it appears in 
different sources, particularly in the NEW YORK CITY DIRECTORY wher^ thh 
paper is mentioned in the year 1865-66. The ECHO was very different 
from the Polish papers of later years, being published not for the masses 
but for the intelligensia, devoted to the cause of the Poles in Poland, 
after the insurrection of 1863. America wa® the refugees 1 safe haven 
(CATHOLIC BUILDERS). The ECHO failed and ceased to exist when the up¬ 
rising in Poland failed in I 865 . The owner of the press, Schriftgiesser, 
moved with his press to Washington, Mo. There, in 1870, the second Polish 
paper appeared, the ORZEL POLSKI (q.v. there). 

Details: few. It was called "small miniature edition", had four pages, 
was published first three times a month and after its seventh issue 
weekly. Its price was $1.00, $4«00 for three months, later "more".

A "new series" began on Jl 17 (MWA has v.l no 3, n.s.jJl 3l) > 
which lasted to D 18 1824® Its subtitle was? "Political, Literary and 
Commercial Recorder" and dealt much with Irish affairs. It was published 
Saturdays with Hugh H. Byrne; editor not known. 

2. GLOBE, see in Philadelphia? 

we know it ended in the same time, with the same intention as the EMERALD 
to merge with one another. 

3. GLOBE AND EMERALD, N.Y. and Phil. 

This Irish "Catholic?3", weekly newspaper appeared the first time one 
week after the EMERALD had ceased, on D 25 1824 (not Ja 1825 as Parson has 
it, not Ja 1824 as Foik believed), went on to Je 10 1826, was sold to 
Par^dow_and_D^nman who continued it together with their TRUTH TELLER until 
the latter absorbed the GLOBE AND EMERALD (S 29 1827). Its subtitle was 
"Saturday's Journal of Literature, Politics and the Arts." Until Je 10 
1826 it was published for the proprietors Thomas William Clerke in New 
York, and simultaneously for John Mortimer in Philadelphia, with two 
offices? 1, of the New York publishers Hugh H. Byrne and E. Milford, 

74 Second St., and 2, of the Philadelphia publisher John Mortimer (if 
this latter office was kept later we do not know). It was printed by 
D, Fanshaw, 1 Murray St., New York. A fire, demolishing the printing shop, 
made it necessary to interrupt with one issue, and to have a substitute 
printer around 0 15 1825, v.2 no 42? John C. Johnson, 181 Pearl St,,New 
York. Fanshaw took over again but his name disappeared after Ja 21 1826 
(v.3, no 3) and was replaced by a notice? 

"J.C.Johnson, l8l Pearl St. has entered into a permanent engagement 
to print and publish the GLOBE AND EMERALD." 

Official notices are in the future signed by Clerke and Johnson to Je 10 
1826. E. Milford had left the paper. Johnson had been the first printer 
of the SHAMROCK in 1810 (q.v.) 
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MWA also owns a PROSPECTUS of the paper, says Fox,N.Y., printed on Ag 
24 1824; if it was not of the EMERALD then Mr, Byrne knew early of the 
planned merger. The subtitle of the paper was: "Saturday's Journal of 
Literature, Politics and the Arts," - "To Free Ireland," The Motto on 
the paper we saw was: "Man has a right to equal and impartial government, 
hy Charles James Fox," Both give the paper's aim, to fight for political 
and religious rights for Irishmen, but the New York paper did more for 
the American Irishmen, Its contents stressed literature as we could see 
on our (DCU) copies, i.g. end of v,2; Fenelon to Louis XIV; Oriental manu¬ 
scripts, Discovery: the telescope; about O'Connell in Cork, longer and 
shorter stories, about the Chatham Garden Theater, A Charity Sermon in 
St, Peter's, Bishop England's ROMAN MISSAL announced for sale; Doyle's 
Book Store, N.Y. with Catholic books; few political items. In v.3 are 
many more little interesting notes for everyone, a column: Newspaper- 
Chats; the office is now at 42 William St. (F 1826), In the last issues 
before Je 10 1826 the following notice appeared in the paper: 

"TO THE SUBSCRIBERS OF GLOBE AND EMERALD: ... that debts shall be 

collected by George Pardow and William Denman, proprietors of the 

New York TRUTH TELLER." Signed: T.W.Clerks. 

The TRUTH TELLER existed since Ap 1825, was much more "Catholic" and was 
in the first years, what the GLOBE AND EMERALD recognized: "devoted to the 
defense of the Roman-Catholic religion," and the Globe and Emerald confessed 
that it never attempted to "enter the arena of theological controversy... 
though often claimed a full participation in all political rights for the 
members of that church." The G. & E. was forced to sell (Parson's date 
for selling the paper and being discontinued in 1929 is really wrong). 

Foik (p.23) thought it remarkable under the circumstances that the paper 
existed for a good three years without interruption. 

Details: of the EMERALD we have no information besides its being published 
Saturdays. 

Of the GLOBE AND EMERALD, a Saturday's paper, too, we know it had 8 
pages of 3 columns, 11 x 15 inches, was sold to $4*00, "finely printed", 
partly with a very small print, not usually taken for newspapers.

This Irish "Catholic:3",(Barmgartner judged?"secular under Catholic 
auspieces") weekly magazine, written in English with some Gaelic 1869 ff•, 
was established in P 1868 (not 1869 as some sources say, we saw v.l at NN 
and we (DCU) have v 0 2 )„ It lasted until I 87 O (DCU owns v*5> no H7> Ap 
30 187C# the full volume five, end of July. ULS says it was "superseded 
by AMERICAN CELTo" That may be true in time, but according to editor, 
publisher and address they have nothing in common,, The EMERALD' s publisher, 
who was printed on v„l, is Daniel O'Sullivan and Co., 8 Spruce St.; no 
editor; v.2 has McBride and Marrat, same office, and as editor D. Holland, 
or more complete: Derm*. Holland,_Es<iu., author of Irish stories. He remained 
to the end of the magazine, but as publisher is given after v .3 only: 

Emerald Publishing Co 0 , still 8 Spruce St. Its subtitle was: "a weekly 
illustrated literary journal". What the LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER says 
about it in 1869s "a poor illustrated magazine, only for entertainment" is 
surely too strong: we saw that it contained tales aM Y storied, yes but 
historical and biographical sketches, editorials, essays, mostly of 
literary, but also of other topics, poetry, etc. Since the LIT. HANDWEISER 
is a Catholic magazine, its disappointment springs more - it seems - from 
the lack of the EMERALD'S Catholicism. We found in v.l just two stories 
of saints and in later volumes only some religious poems. Prom v.3 ff. a 
Celtic Department of 2-3 columns in Gaelic was added, from late in v.4 the 
amount of text was enlarged by putting the advertisements to the free 
places of the cover. It praised itself a bit too much being the only 
magazine of that kind "in the World," it announced its worthy contributors 
for v.5s Charles J. Kiekham, John Locke (who was in I 872 the editor of 
THE CELTIC WEEKLY), Con. O'Leary, besides its own editor. Wittke:Ir. found 
that it was meant for the "prolific Irish intellect", though thh aim was 
given by the magazine itself "for popular favor...", THE CATHOLIC WORLD 
judged it in 1869, p. 144 * "v.3...in many respects superior to its pre¬ 
decessors, comprises an emmense amount of interesting and entertaining 
reading matter and is profusely illustrated." 

Details: The EMERALD, published weekly with 16 pages of 9x13, later 

10x13 inches (Rowells measurement of 28x42 seems a mistake), priced first 
S3.00, for v.2: $3.5°, for v.3 ff. S4.00. It was richly illustrated. 

Rowell given in 1869/70 the circulation of 18,000 copies. There were at 
least 105 numbers published in the not completely three years, perhaps hot 
finishing volume five.

It was edited 
and published by a staff of boy reporters, belonging to the "Irish Society" 
of their school, the N.Y.Catholic Protectory, directed by the Christian 
Brothers^ in Westchester,N.Y., and was guided by one of the Brothers.

It was a "Catholic:2", monthly society-paper, for some time more 
a devotional magazine, the organ of the priest's Eucharistic league 
(until 1966 +) The society had come from France, began to spread out 
in the U.S. 1894 ff« This organ was founded and approved by BijshopjC^ P. 
Maes of Covington,Ky. who also was its first editor to 1901. The 
publishing had been taken up by Benedictine monks_ of St, Meinrad, Ind., 

therefore given as its first place; Covington was given in I 896 -, or 

better the printer's place; Cincinnati, Ohio (1897-D 1902). The aim 
of the publication was to support an "efficient help to the Eucharistic 
work, the sanctification of the priesthood." 

In 1902 the EMMANUEL was moved to New York, City, taken over for 
directing first by the Fathers. £,f_th.e_Bl_e£_sed_Sa L cramen_t__ (SSS) with 
its no 8, at I 85 E 76 th St.; the publishing was done by McBride & Co. 

at 31 Barclay St., and other firms until in 1916 then the Fathers also 

did the publishing, at 194 E 76 th St.. There the EMMANUEL is still 
in 1966, edited by Rev. R.A.Tartre, SSS(the same Fathers also published 
the SENTINEL OF THE BLESSED SACRAMENT Ja 1898 ; new title 1962-1966+ as 
EUCHARIST magazine).

LA FEUILLE D'ERABLE ( THE MAPLE LEAF ) (Ja 1 l887-Ap 2 1891) 

This Franco-American, "Catholic:3", monthly (weekly) newspaper, 
written in French and English in 1887, in French only 1888 ff., was 
established on Ja 1 1887, was interrupted from Je 19 1890 to Ag 14 1890 
and discontinued after Ap 2 1891 (not as Hoffmann has it: 1895)* The 
French sources listed the paper in its first period, the others brought it 
only in 1891 ff. LA FEUILLE D'ERABLE was founded by Leon__Bo_ssue, Called 
Lyonnais,(see more about him with LE CANADIEN DES ETATS-UNIS, N.Y.,City) 
also owned and edited by him (published?-not known). There were two 
single numbers published before 1887 on Je 1 and 0 22 1886 announcing a 
sport activity in Quebec and Bossue's idea to establish this paper (taking 
the national symbol of the Maple Leaf as title), as a kind of "Prospectus”. 
That attracted the Canadian colonies in New England and Bossue really began 
to publish it regularly, first as a monthly in 1887- with the aim to unite 
the Canadians now in the United States,from everywhere, being their organ, 
uniting in "peace and tranquility" around the "national [new] home." To 
counteract this kind of influence Georges Lemay had fourided in 1890 a 
paper in a military spirit: LE NEW YORK-CANADA. Bossue given credit to 
Geo.—M. Fairchild who helped him setting up the English part of the 
paper in the first year. He himself edited the French part. His virulent 
style and to-the-point views were attracting many readers. 

Details: in 1887 : 8 pages, 4 written in French, 4 in English, its size 
11-J- x 16, illustrated. From the weekly, since 1888, in French only, we 
suppose 4 pages, nothing else is known.

FORDHAM MONTHLY (N 1882-1941; 1947-54) 

This "Catholic:lc", monthly school-paper was established in N 1882, 
had to be interrupted during the war from 1942 - 46 , and was published again 
until 1954, when Ayer listed it for the last time. It was founded by 
Rev, Halpin, SJ for the students of Fofdham College, (established by Bishop 
Hughes in 1841 ) as editors, later a university, now located at 190th 
St, Fordham Rd., still in charge of 1 the IJej 3 uit_ Fathers. 
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The first number was well received hy older schoo1-papers,i.e. the 
SCHOLASTICA, Notre Dame, Ind., and the ST* JOHN'S RECORD, Collegeville, 

Minn 0 , praising in 1889 its "excellent poetry." NEW YORK FREEMAN'S 
JOURNAL found it on Je 5 1886 (p„4) a "very interesting and creditable 
paper," especially the poetical...article by J.V.Morrisee." The CATHOLIC 
BOOK NEWS (Ag I 891 ) congratulated the College's GOLDEN JUBILEE NUMBER 
(1891), as "profusely and beautifully illustrated...all that can be 
desired." * 

*The monthly brought the news and events of the college, therefore it 
remains a valuable source for research on old Fordham; it also had 
essays and editorials before it became in its last years a purely 
literary paper. 

Details? we know from the jubilee number, that it began as "a thin, 
fragile, coverless, six-paged little creature" and became a "neat, 
sturdy, praiseworthy monthly." In 1886 it had 12 pages, in 1890 it 
grew to 20, in 1897 to 32 pages, always of 9x12 inches, as price $1.00. 

In 1906 it changed to 48 pages by the size of 8x10 inches and $1.50; so 
it remained to its end. Its circulation counted in 1886s 650 copies, 
in l890s 900, changing in the following between 700 and 900; only when 
the paper became a literary one it circulated in 1952 : 2 , 500 , in 1954* 2,000 
copies. The Golden Jubilee Number of Je 1891 had 68 pages and was 
illustrated.

LE FRANCO-AMERICAIN (1882-1889) 

This Franco-American, "Catholic:3”, monthly (weekly) newspaper, 
written in French, was established in 1882 and lasted until 1889 (there 
are in Belisle two entries, p.33: says 1888, lasting one year, and p.383: 
1882, lasting seven or eight years; Ayer has it established in 1883). Its 
founder and editor was Louis. Tesson* and as publisher signed L.Tesson & Co. 
*Louis Tesson came St. 1 873 ..from France'to Louisiana, contributed 
articles to LA SENTINELLE, Thibodaux and wrote the French part of 
other (not Catholic) papers. He went in 1882 to New York, publishing 
there "Les Petites Affliches" (1882 to 1886) and the FRANCO-AM^RICAN 
(1882-89). As a teacher of his language he was in Maine and Canada, 
writing in the same time articles, novels, poems for different papers, 
i.e. LE MESSAGER, Lewiston,Me., mainly under the pen name Louis 
Desaintes. In 1895 he was in Holyoke, Mass, and established there LA 
PRESSE, together with others, also the publishing company Tesson and 
Carignen, etc. He started in 1897 an edition of LA PRESSE: LE 
CONNECTICUT, Waterbury, Conn., followed in 1898 by three others: 
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LA GLOBE, Fitchburg, Mass,, LE CANADO-AMERICAIN,Norwich, Conn,, and 
LE COURRIER, Somersworth, N,H. All papers failed in 1903* Again he 
choose to teach, again he wrote many articles, more of professional 
character, especially for L'OPINION PUBLIQUE, Worcester, Mass, 

His paper was a non-political, independent one. He was not satisfied with 
its success and discontinued it a£ter having given his subscription lists 
over to the NOUVEAU MONDE ILLUSTRE (Montreal?) 

Details; from Ayer we know that it was published as a monthly and only in 
its last year as a weekly, both with 8 pages of 12xl8 inches; the monthly 
for 50 cents, the weekly for $3,00, No circulation figures were;given.

We suppose it was an Irish "Catholic:3", weekly newspaper, which was 
started in 1852 and ended inll853; at least the NEW YORK CITY DIRECTORY 
listed it once >5 only, in its v, 1852/53, with John_Warren and. foil ins_ as 
publishers and editors. Since we found William Collins daring the same 
enterprise again 25 years later with an IRISH GLOBE (New York, 1877) 
which was said to be "Catholic", we took this GLOBE, too, as one of our 
items.

This not yet "Catholic" quarterly literary magazine in Philadelphia 
(0 1889 -Je I 892 ) became "Catholic:2" from 1892-1903, its end, when it 
had been moved to Chicago (1892-94) and to New York (Ja 1895-1901), then 
back to Philadelphia (1902-5)* Its founder, editor and proprietor was 
Will lam Henry. Thorne, who struggled as a Presbyterian minister to con¬ 
vert to Catholicism (q.v* a biogr. sketch with THE GLOBE in Phila.). 

He wrote most of the articles himself, about literature, sociology, 
religion, art, politics, everything from his own view (like Brownson). 
When he lived in New York his address was for the magazine: Decker 
Bldg., Union Square, then Barclay St, and back to the Decker Bldg. 

The Globe was also known as GLOBE QUARTERLY REVIEW, probably because 
of its subtitle "a quarterly review". Only once in New York he 
needed an associate editor, because he was ill. In financial difficulties 
friends helped.

It was one of the early handwritten "Catholic: lb" > school-newspapers, 
the frequency of which we do not know, written by three boys of the JESUIT 
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Fordham College, John_Ro_s^ Greene__Hass_ardj_ Arthur Francis of St. Louis, 
and Martin T. McMahon of New York (later the known General). The first was 
the editor showing a delightful sense of humor in his written work, was 
done with clear and legible penmanship, in the time before he got his M.A. 
in 1857« "The paper was in advance of its time, being ignored rather than 
permitted by the college authorities, Fr. Larkin in particularly being 
quite out of sympathy with such a newspaper in general." Hassard was in 
1867 and 68 contributing to the CATHOLIC WORLD, New York (q.v. a biogr. 
sketch there).

5. THE GOOSE QUILL was the Fifth Catholic schoolpaper in the U.S., prior 
to 1857 to l857> shortlived, handwritten by boys of Fordham College, 
in care of Jesuit Fathers, New York, City . 

6. THE NOTRE' DAME LITERARY GAZETTE was the Sixth Catholic Schoolpaper in 
the U.S., prior to i860 to i860, followed directly by THE PROGRESS and 
other papers, all prior to 1865 , perhaps monthly, handwritten by boys 
of Notre Dame College, in care of Holy Cross Fathers, Notre Dame, Ind. 
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7. ROSA MYSTICA, followed by ST. MARY’S CHIMES, from i860 to 72, to 1891, 
first irregular, then quarterly and monthly, handwritten (printed only 
1892 ff.) "by girls of St. Mary's College, in care of Holy Cross Sisters, 
Notre Dame, Ind. 


THE GREEN BANNER (0 3 1835-Ap 29? 1837) 

see also THE GREEN BANNER , Hartford and New Haven, Conn. 

This Irish "Catholicsic", weekly newspaper was established on 0 3 
1835 and lasted to 1837, at least to Ap 29 (t.2, no 30) see holdings. It 
was founded and edited by Rev._JThjDmas_ C_._Ley_ins_*. He says of himself in 
*Rev. Thomas C. Levins: Born in 1789? he studied in England, became 
a Jesuit and was Professor in Georgetown, D.C .5 he was transferred 
as secular priest to the diocese of New York ( 1825 ), became pastor of 
St. Patrick's church. With a rich knowledge, dialectic gifts, sharp 
in criticism, he was one of the priests who had to defend the Church 
against anti-Catholic papers in the time around 1830, especially THE 
PROTESTANT in New York. In discussions and in articles (mostly 
written under the pen name Fergus McAlpin) he was a sharp controver- 
sionalist. Smith:N.Y.(l905)l, 101 says he "yielded a caustic and impru¬ 
dent pen." In THE TRUTH TELLER he took part in the fight with the 
Protestant parson Brownlee. When that paper became mixed up with 
Trusteeism, and when Rev. J.A.Schneller founded the riv&l NEW YORK 
WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY (1833-36), Rev. Levins, after he 
had been suspended (1834) by Bishop Dubois because of a disreppebtfdl 
reply, joined him from 0 1834 to J1 1835 as associate editor. He 
also used another of his many gifts in natural sciences, especially 
mathematics, to work as an engineer. He yearned to be restored to 
his priestly profession, lived an exemplary life near St. Patrick's. 

He had many friends, he was "popular and looked upon by many as a 
champion of the Catholic cause" (Shea). Under a certain pressure of 
friends he began THE GREEN BANNER, an Irish paper in New York (1835-37)* 
His health failed more and more. When Bishop Hughes in I 84 I finally 
restored Fr. Levins to his priestly office and gave him a place in 
St. John's in Albany, N.Y., he was no longer able to assume active 
duty. He died in Mjy1843 at the age of only 54 years. 

Since in 1843 in Hartford and New Haven, Conn, a GREEN BANNER q.v, 
see there - was founded which one does not know any editor or 
publisher, we thought it possible that the friends of Rev. Levins 
created it in his memory, perhaps even with leftover material he had 
written. 

the first issue that "he embraces a new profession under the auspieces of 
many friends, esteemed and valued, Protestant and Catholic, American and 
Irish after he was suspehdid in 1834* All his experiences with other 
papers (see above) gave the new one a good foundation to "recreate, instruct 
and enlighten" on a learned and scholarly level which until now no American 
Irish paper had reached. Fr. Levins filled his eight pages with original 
and well selected matter as the first newspaper of literary kind. In t\ 
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"The Voice of the Press" he brought short and important news 5 miscellaneous 
matter followed; the Irish items were important, according to the paper’s 
title; he continued his controversies against the calumnies of THE 
PROTESTANT and similar anti-Catholic papers and the "nun-stories" also in 
this paper as he had done before, defending the Church and her position. 

A discourse, for instance, of Bishop England was reprinted; Irish songs and 
poems closed the paper. One believes Levins' failing health was the 
reason for the discontinuance of THE GREEN BANNER.

EL HABAlfeRO 

New York, City ( 1824 )

It was a Cuban-American "Catholic:3”» irregularly published 
magazine, written in Spanish, founded in 1824> in the same year moved 
to New York, City, 44 Maiden Lane, and existed until 1926. Its 
founder, editor and partly also publisher was RoV'^F^lipc^Varel^* 

*Born in Cuba ( 1788 ), having studied there, became a priest 
and professor, accumulated an encyclopedical knowledge from 
theology to sciences. He was especially interested in forming 
a new government in Cuba. Taken as a political rebel he had to 
flee to the U.S. (1823). With the HABAlMERA he wanted to instruct 
the Havanians politically and religiously. As a priest he was 
assigned to St. Peter's in New York, then to Christ Church which 
burned down and rebuilt was called St. James where his assistant 
Rev. Joseph A. Schneller (see Index for him) became pastor, while 
he was in care of the Transfiguration church. He always defended 
the Church, partly together with Dr. Power, Levins or Pise, he 
took part in heated religious discussion. He founded a "Half 
Orphan Asylum" in 1835* Sick, he needed to go to Florida where 
he died in 1853. It sterns unbelievable what he wrote besides the 
HABANERO • - in not completely 30 years in New York?

THE HOLY FAMILY MAGAZIRE (Mr I 88 I-I 885 ?)

This "Catholic :1c", monthly magazine was established in Mr 1881 and 
lasted to 1885 , perhaps longer. It was founded, owned, published and 
edited by Patrick Valentine^ Hi£key who also published THE CATHOLIC REVIEW 
(qyv. Brooklyn, R.Y.,), THE ILLUSTRATED CATHOLIC AMERICAR, R.Y., THE 
CATHOLIC AMERICAR, R.Y# and Brooklyn, R.Y., Hickey also reprinted Catholic 
classics, stories of heroes and saints, sermons, etc. selling them for 25 
cents each, to protect Catholic readers from the evil spirit of bad books. 
The "Vatican Library" was the name of that series, for which he created a 
periodical, THE HOLY FAMILY MAGAZIRE, with the subtitle: "devoted to 
choice Catholic reading for families and schools". The Preface of v.l, p.l 
explains: "We promise to every reader...that no page in it will be without 
profit and pleasure...what every Catholic in America ought to know..., 
history has a charm, biography an attraction, Christian art a grace. 
Catholic liturgy is brimful of poetry..." Its contents (acc. to our 
originals) consisted of the Roman calendar, for each day an explanation of 
the fea&t, a little sermon to it, articles, poems, etc.

THE HOMELESS CHILE AND MESSENGER OF ST a JOSEPH’S UNION (1880-1966+) 

Plus a French (1886-?) and a German (I 887 -?) edition 

This "Catholic;lc" (it "received from time to time not only the full 
approbation of the Holy Father, but also of over fifty bishops in the 
U.S.") annual, charitable magazine in English(a French and a German; also 
other language editions which we could not verify) was started in 1873 . 
with the short title, and after the creation of St. Joseph's Union in 
1880 the second part of the title. It is still published in 1966+, To 
understand its reason of existance one should know that in 1871 an Irish 
priest in New York, City, began to collect homeless 

children from the streets and founded for them a home "St. Vincent's Home 
for Homeless Boys" of all backgrounds, located at 53 and 55 Warren St. 
*John C, Drumgoole came to the States as a pious boy, eight years old, 
with his widowed mother, attended in New York St. Mary's church, was 
made sexton of it, opened a book and stationery store, came to the 
Seminary in Niagara, was ordained in 1869, became curate of the same 
St. Mary's church, accepted a position at the St. Vincent's Lodging 
House, Warren St. (l87l), was attracted particularly to work with the 
newspaper boys, made up a home for boys. He opened a nightschool; he 
raised funds by establishing the St. Joseph's Union &nd the magazine 
THE HOMELESS CHILD. When he died in 1888 he left magnificent 
institutions in perfect running order, not a cent of debts. 

This home is listed in the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY for the first time in 187? 
as that of the Mission of the Immaculate Virgin,under the direction of 
Rev. J.C.Drumgoole;' "and in the year I 878 under; "Mission,..,with 240 
children, incorporated in 1877o" In 1880 one finds it under "St. Joseph.'s 
Union[established 1879] for creating a fund for the Mission..., no.24 
Great Jones St 0 , for members annually 25 cents;" under "Mission...", a new 
building for$400,000 for 500 boys now on the corner of Lafayette place 
and Great Jones St., also under"St. Vincent's Relief of the Mission, 28 
Great Jones St." With the Union the magazine is named in 1883 the first 
time, 25 cents subscription. In I 885 a farm, out of the city, in Mi. 
Loretto, Staten Island was bought and in copies of the magazine of 
1887/88 we saw that the income of it was needed for new buildings there; 
later also the Mission and Union were located in Mt. Loretto, but the 
city homes remained, too, at 381 Lafayette St. After Fr. Drumgoole we 
saw in Meaux’s book of 1893 a Fajther_Dou£herty as director, in a copy of 
1909/10, Vo 36, Rev._MalMc_k_J JL Fitzpatrick is named. The publisher was 
the Mission of the Immaculate Virgin, owning also a press in Mt. Loretto, 
used for the magazine also. It was destined to be nation-wide, even world¬ 
wide, and said so in v.14, April 1887. Therefore, a French edition, 
especially for France and Canada was published, its full title not known 
but in 1893 spoken of as LE MESSAGER DE L'UNION DE SAINT JOSEPH, from ?l886 
to at least 1893; For Germany and Austria a German edition was created, its 
title not known, in analogy to the part-title of the French perhaps; 
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"DEB BOTSCHAFTER VON DER ST. JOSEPH’S UNION". The latter's second issue 
was announced in the English magazine, v.14 (Ap I 887 ); if it was a monthly 
its v.l no 1 was published in Mr 1887; not known when it went out of 
existence. The contents of the English magazine, i.e. v.14 and v.36 con¬ 
tained first the report about the activities of the "Union" and the 
"Mission", the Home of the boys, "An Appeal" to all to help destitute 
children, then livest 6fr:sMfttsj !i of St. Anthony of Catherina of Siena, of 
Elizabeth, a biography of Cardinal Gibbons; there are little articles: 
"Education without Religion," "Glorious Tidings of Rome", "The American 
Children’s favorite" by Uncle Remus, "A Visit...at Mt. Loretto,V "The 
Three Christmas Masses," etc. In 1959 the English magazine was guided 
by Msgr^ R._JBrownj_ the office at 381 Lafayette St., New York, City. It 
changed in 1966 to 6581 Hylan Blvd., Staten Island, N.Y. under the 
direction of Msgr^ Henry. J_._Vier_.

This Irish "Catholic:lc" with the approbation of the Archbishop, a 
weekly, illustrated journal (newspaper), was established on Ja 1 1880 and 
expired on Ja 17 1896 . The exact, detailed dates we found with thehhelp 
of holdings of DLC and the AM.BEN.LIB.LIST OF SERIALS. The journal was 
announced by a similar paper, the ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY, N.Y, ,v.2 
( 1879 ), p. 522 , as one of three new Irish literary periodicals. Its founder, 
owner, publisher and editor was Patrick Valentine^ Hic_key (see more about 
him and his other periodicals, with THE HOLY FAMILY MAGAZINE,N.Y., THE 
CATHOLIC AMERICAN, N.Y. and Brooklyn, N.Y., especially with THE CATHOLIC 
REVIEW, Brooklyn, N.Y,). Since 1872, Hickey’s business had moved more and 
more over to New York City, although his printing plant was still in 
Brooklyn. Hickey's new type, an "Illustrated" paper is supposed to be the 
first "Catholic" of this kind (Advertisement I 885 ). He founded it with 
the purpose of counteracting the evil effects of so many illustrated 
journals which had sprung up in that time. Its subtitle specialized its 
aim: "information and recreation for the people;" its masthead: "a 
picture and story paper for amusement, instruction and edification of 
Catholic familiesj" or as Hickey writes to his sister (Sharp I, 24l): 
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.excluded everything containing the slightest tinge of immorality.*, 
printed on the best paper, with the best type. The best artists, writers 
.,.1 don't intend to make it_purely Catholic...yet I shall obtain the 
approbation...of the highest ecclesiatic authority," As far as we could 
check originals of the journal, it is filled with biographical notes, 
stories of! heroes and saints, Celtic romances, Irish lore (certainly more 
Irish than Hickey's CATH* REVIEW), poetry, items of "belles-lettres", 
has also a juvenile department. Hickey called the paper a "carefully 
edited scrapbook". 

When Mr, Hickey died on F 21 1889, ^a-lJoojt^Srniibl 1 took over all 

his publications. This one ceased earlier than the REVIEW for which we 
could, not find a reason. Maurice Francis Egan who was Hickey's associate 
editor with the REVIEW, was not with this ILLUSTRATED one (he says it 
clearly pi 18/19 of his book: RECOLLECTION OF A HAPPY LIFE,

THE ILLUSTRATED CATHOLIC FAMILY ALMANAC 

(on the covers'" THE CATH.~ FAMILY ALMANAC ) (1869-78) 

THE ILLUSTRATED CATHOLIC FAMILY ANNUAL (1879-97) 

This "Catholic:lc", annual almanac and calendar was started in I 869 
and ended in 1897 (not 1890 as ULS,S has it; 1897 is proved by holdings). 

The Library of Congress has the 28 volumes. There was some confusion with 
the title, called "Almanac" or "Annual". The truth is that the title's 
last word changed in 1879 to ANNUAL. The manager and publisher of the 
almanac was Lawrence Kehoe,* 9 Warren St., for the Catholic Publication Society. 
*Lawrence Kehoe, born in Ireland, came as a boy to Quebec, then to the 
U, S. where he entered the publishing house of D. & J. Sadlier. Soon he 
became a contributor to their newspaper, the NEW YORK TABLET, he and 
the paper being during the War Unionists and Republicans. In Ap I 865 
he took over the publishing of Hecker's CATHOLIC WORLD, N.Y., and in 
My 1866 also Fr, Hecker's second foundation, the "Catholic Publication 
Society" (Tract/ books), also for his third creation (I 87 O-) the 
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the YOUNG CATHOLIC up to 1877, all works of the Paulist Fathers. 

Kehoe himself started the ILLUSTRATED CATHOLIC FAMILY ALMANAC, or 
ANNUAL (1869-97) which was with the CATHOLIC WORLD the most popular 
Catholic publication in the U.S. 

He was an ideal "business manager, frank though somewhat brusque, 
industrious, able, of good taste, an experienced editor, too. He 
died in I 89 O; the firm went on. 

The CATHOLIC WORLD ( 1869 ), p.718, tells the readers; 

"This is the first attempt by any Catholic publisher in this country 
to get up an almanac suitable for Catholic families...It is the intention 
of the society to issue such an almanac every year..." 

About the aims of the almanac we read in the issue of 1870; 

"it was the first attempt ever made in the U.S. to fill the place... 

(of so many non-Catholic and foreign almanacs, published not in the 
U.S.) to supply the English speaking Catholics with an almanac which 
given not only the information proper but also interesting and edifying 
matter." 

In N 1871 the CATHOLIC WORLD, p. 284 , says; 

"...little annual at a trifling price, its typographic execution and 
illustration wonderfully attractive, now finds its way to over 70,000 
Catholic homes..." 

Its contents ( 1871 ) comprised besides the almanac matter, illustrated 
sketches about St. Peter in Rome, about Bishop England, Mme de la Peltrie 
with the Indians, Rev. Gabriel Richard, statistics of emigration, lists of 
Catholic Colleges, etc., THE AM. CATH. QUARTERLY REVIEW of 1880, p.192 
wrote; 

"For neatness, elegance and most interesting and useful information 
this one is one of the best in the country" - or in 1884 ; 

"well executed woodcuts..,", or in 1886; "... summary of important 
events in American Catholic history", or I 89 O; 

"with memoirs of the late P.V.Hickey, Fr, Hecker, Msgr. Corcoran." 

Details; IO 8 - 48 O pages, therein to 8 pages ads of the publications of 
the society; 5 x 8 - 6 x 9 inches, always 25 cents; no circulation figures 
known besides the above mentioned; 70,000 in 1871 .

This Irish "Catholic:3", illustrated magazine, written mainly in 
English, with a Gae.lic Department of some pages (ja 1880 ff.), was established 
in P 1879 as THE ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY, changed with volume two (six 
issues were one volume) in Ag 1879 to THE CELTIC MONTHLY and ended in S 1881 
(Ayer continued it until 1883, seems an error). After an interruption of 
eight months and some changes in the management it was continued as THE 
CELTIC MAGAZINE, N 0 Y. (q.v.). James_ Haltigan was the editor and publisher 
in 1879, its office at 37 Nassau St. The magazine's subtitles (slightly 
varied) show its tendencies and aims; "an Illustrated Irish-American 
magazine," "in the Irish interest;history, politics, literature, editorials 
stories," "devoted to literature, music, drama,arts." The originals we 
checked were mainly literary and Irish folklore in kind. Only occasionally 
appeared something "Catholic;" v.l, no 2 "Catholic Colonization in the 
Northwest;" v.l, no 3: "Archbishop Purcell;" v.2, no 2 "Faith and 
Fatherland," "Guardian Angel;" v.2, no 5* M St. Louis Cathedral;" and so 
on. Rowell once in 1880 listed the magazine as "Catholic." Among its 
contributors belonged Rev. J.V. O'Connor, and other Catholics as John 
Locke, John Savage, M.J.Heffernan (who was editor of AMERICAN CELT, 1870/71) 
On page 522 of v.l is said that in 1878 existed only one Celtic periodical; 
McGEE'S ILLUSTRATED WEEKLY, in 1879s DONOHUE'S MAGAZINE besides THE CELTIC 
MONTHLY ilself, and that there would be three new ones in 1880; The CELTIC 
MIRROR, Augusta, Me., THE ILLUSTRATED AMERICAN CELT, N.Y. (Hickey), and 
CATHOLIC FIRESIDE, N.Y. (McCann). THE PITTSBURGH CATHOLIC on Je 9 1880 
says that THE CELTIC MONTHLY is edited by James Haltigan and contains an 
attractive and varied supply of matter, prose and poetry as will please 
all classes of readers". The ULS listed the CELTIC MONTHLY of F I 879 - 8 I 
wrongly as "Celtic Magazine". We profited from the "Literary Notes", 
discovering other titles of periodicals, [not yet known to us].

THE CELTIC MAGAZINE, after eight months, it continued THE CELTIC 
MONTHLY. It was an Irish "Catholic;3 M , first quarterly, then monthly 
magazine, illustrated, too, written in English with some pages in Gaelic. 
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It began in Je 1882 and lasted to 1891?. According to ULS it lasted only 
to I884 with a question mark, "but Ayer lists it to 1891, with nouchanges, 
except the size in one instance. On the other hand, we (DCU) own it only- 
up to v»4> no 2 (Ag 1884)» with its whole numbers 63? no remark in that 
issue to be the last. THE CELTIC MAGAZINE is of the same kind, has the 
same owner, even in Ayer it is listed with the establishing date of THE 
ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY. But there is a certain change of the management. 
James. Haltigan has a new offices 117 John St., and a co-proprietor, Mr, 
Cassidy, who is also the publisher for the first volume, while Haltigan did 
the editorial work. The magazine had begun as a quarterly for the first 
two issues. Being again a monthly, The Celtic Pub. Co. signed as publisher 
to I884. Lucey and ourselves, having checked original copies, conclude 
that the magazine has kept the same tendendies and similar contents as 
THE CELTIC MONTHLY: Now the subtitle says: M An Illustrated Irish-American 
Monthly." It comprises Irish and American-Irish history and literature, 
a Gaelic department, an Irish genealogy, and miscellaneous matter. It 
wanted to be nation-wide with agents in different states. In 1884, besides 
an office in New York, 393 9th Ave., it also printed on its masthead of 
v.l, no 7 a second office in Chicago, 162 La Salle St. which seemed to 
have stayed open only a very short time. 

Details: the quarterly: 160 pages, 7xl0-g- inches, 50 cents per issue. The 
monthly printed 60-80 pages, of the same size, 25 cents per issue or $2.00 
per year, Ayer gives for all the years 5>000 copies circulating. Volume 
2 (1883) of the half-year volumes begins with a New Series.

ILLUSTRIERTER KATHOLISCHER VOLKSKALENDER (1865-1874?) 

This German "Catholic:lc", annual calendar was established in 1865 and 
disappeared after 1874• It was published and edited by the German 
Pub.li_shing_Hous L e_S^_ j2ickelj_ New York, 19 Dey Street (it was not a "Catholic" 
publishing house, but had brought out also THE ECCLESIASTICAL YEAR,1864/65, 
and the KATHOLISCHES HAUSBUCH, 1865-72). The calendar was advertised on 
S 8 1869 in the WAHRHEITSFREUND, Cincinnati: "fflr I87O"; its circulation 
grew so much that the publisher was able to add a picture in color for the 
same price of 20 cents. It also had published the Declaration of Independence, 
a short history of the U.S,, episodes of the Life of Pius X, and kas each 
year in the Baltimore KATH0LISCHE V0LKSZEITUNG advertised as a fine calendar 
with a Catholic contents and with artistic illustrations. However later the 
same paper also complains in 0 22 I87O, as did the PASTORALBLATT (Beilage 
0 1870) the I.K.V. as not being Catholic in spite of its title, and still 
on 0 21 1871, that a clever Catholic editor seems to be lacking. Nothing 
negative is said in 1873 (p.27l)» In 1874 the calendar offers a map of the 
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the U.S., valuable notices about America, lives of St. John and St. Paul, 
short stories, poems, news in science and some humor. Then it was no 
longer advertised.

IRISH ADVOCATE (My 1 1831-?) 

This Irish"Catholicslc", weekly newspaper was established on My 1 1831 
as a contemporary of THE IRISH SHIELD, and a rival of THE TRUTH TELLER; 
it was "soon" (Baumgartner) discontinued. Founder, editor, publisher and 
printer was John_McLaughl_iri, a learned printer. He did all the work 3 
Chatham Square. His name was in 1825 connected with the one of Michael 
Toohey (q.v. with SHAMROCK/GLOBE of 1819). They had also printed the 
first fourteen issues of THE TRUTH TELLER; McLaughlin again was given as 
printer of Levin's GREEN BANNER, N.Y. (0 1835-37). Foik says McLaughlin 
was an earnest Catholic, what one also sees on the aims of his paper, 
intending a good quality of the given matter, a rich quantity of topics, 
departments and news. His rivalry with THE TRUTH TELLER did not exist in 
accusations as it was the method of George Pepper in his IRISH SHIELD, he 
wanted to be "a fair and honest competitor for the high price of public 
favor (in the PROSPECTUS). As an Irishman he defended civil and religious 
rights for the Irish like all Irish papers did; he wanted to win more 
sympathy for their suffering, recording truthfully their persecution, also 
warning that once the slumbering sword will leap from its scabbard. He 
tried to defend the Church and her doctrines as "a Catholic from birth 
and adhering to the Catholic religion, from a conviction of the divine origin 
of its principles and precepts" (Prospectus). But he did not want "to 
interfere with the religion of the denominations." The contents of the 
paper containes essays on politics, literature, religion and the arts, 
also entertaining matter; a "Business Record" brought names of business 
owners and their addresses without charge.

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IRISH-AMBRICAN (Ag 12 1849-1915 or 16) 

it absorbed THE TRUTH TELLER (Mr 31 1855) 

This Irish "Catholic:3", weekly (even semi-w for a time in 1850 ) 
newspaper, written in English with a Gaelic section since 1857> was 
established on Ag 12 1849 and ceased its publication in 1915 or i n 1916, 

AN has 1915 with a question mark, Ayer lists the paper the last time in 
1916 and gives a new editor's name, which means usually for a newspaper 
directory that the facts are of one year earlier. Founder and proprietor, 
first also editor, was Patrick Lynch,* also called "Phelim O'Leary" 

*he was born in Irdland"("l£il), came to America in the 48131 ,’ after a 
short connection with the daily press, he became the founder and editor 
of the IRISH-AMERICAN. He became the stepfather of Patrick J. Meehan. 
He died in Brooklyn, N.Y. in My 1857* 
or "Phelim" Lynch; as publishers from Ag 12-D 16 signed W,L.Cole, M. 

Jordan and H a C.Reynolds; from D 23 l849^D 28 1950 it was Lynch, Cole, 

Jordan and E. G.Champlin; then: Lynch and Cole until 1863. Meanwhile 
Lynch's stepson Patrick J._Meehan > **had learned to be a journalist from 
**Patrick J. Meehan was born in Ireland in 1831* In Brooklyn, N. Y., 
his family became a prominent among Irish Catholics. He was trained 
by his stepfather Patrick Lynch as a journalist, was his associate 
with the IRISH-AMERICAN, after his death his successor in 1857* He 
acted especially as chief-editor 5 he was a leader in Irish affairs, 
conservative, during the Civil War strongly on the side of the Union. 
Then he favored the Fenians, took the Robert-side when the organization, 
split, and left then,faithful to his conservatism. He was social and 
religious, a vigorous writer, his style caustic and logical; he pre¬ 
pared books for the "Irish-American Library" and compiled for years 
the IRISH-AMERICAN ALMANAC (q.v.), a valuable year book; he tried to 
keep up the Gaelic language for the Irish in America, supporting the 
Gaelic department of the IRISH-AMERICAN. He was the first Catholic on 
the Brooklyn Board of Education. His son, Thomas Francis, too, choose 
the journalistic career, learning in the office of the IRISH-AMERICAN. 
Patrick died in 1906. 

his stepfather, and after his death (My 1857 ) became the chief-editor until 
his death in 1906. We found some addresses of the paper's office: 23 Ann 
St. around 1857 / 58 , 32 Beckman St. in 1859-61 (acc. to the CITY DIRECTORY), 
57 Murray St. until 1878 , 12, then 35 Warren St. to about 1906, After 1857 
the firm was called: Lynch,Cole and Meehan until 1906. Who replaced Meehan 
after his death we do not know. Only in 1916 Edward T. McCrystal was the 
editor, it seems. 

Under Lynch, the IRISH-AMERICAN was one of the pioneer papers. It grew 
rapidly in circulation as well as in influence, served as a guide and 
champion for the Irish all over the country, so that even for the European 
mail in I 85 O, a semi-weekly (Tu and We) was printed. Lynch had introduced 
the paper in 1849 as "devoted to news, literature and sciences, as neutral 
in politics and religion (!)"; he wanted to unite men of all creeds and 
ranks for political and patriotic (means Irish) purposes". In 1855 Cole 
and Lynch accepted the offer of William Denman of THE TRUTH TELLER,N.Y. 

(q.v.) to buy his paper; with Mr 31 1855 if went out of existence. After 
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Meehan had joined Lynch and Cole ( 1858 ) the paper tried to avoid trouble 
with the archbishop.. THE PILOT of Boston had attacked the IRISH-AMERICAN 
as "a compound of wind, troth, bombast, bad taste, worse sense", not 
conservative enough, though the IR.-AM. was more conservative than THE 
IRISH NEWS, N.Y. (^¥ r) and THE CITIZEN (John Mitchel’s Fenian paper in 
New York: not in our selection). In 1849 McGee's NATION was felt by Lynch 
to be radical, when the converted McGee returned to New York with his 
second paper, the AMERICAN CELT (1853)jLynch seemed to be the radical one 
who attacked McGee until he gave up in 1857* In Thomas F. Meehan's article; 
"Periodical"in the CATH.ENCYC. he creates a more "Catholic" impression of 
his father's paper, that it defended the Church. But as we mentioned above 
"neutral in religion" sounds not very Catholic . The father of Meehan 
was a leader of the Fenian Brotherhood. Until he died he had kept up 
the section in the Gaelic language and it was still kept to 1916. He 
published Gaelic textbooks and said of himself to be "devoted to Irish 
nationality and the advancement of the Irish race", therefore he recorded 
in his paper "Irish marriages and deaths, all Irish news available, 
entertaining Irish histories and Father Burke's sermons." It is "the 
oldest distinctively Irish paper in America" says the CATHOLIC HOME ANNUAL 
bf New York.

(Irish) besides the PILOT;" the listing goes backito 10,000 in 1877> 

16,855 in 1881, 25,000 in 1886, and remains mostly 20,000 until 1906.

IRISH-AMERICAN ALMANAC OF THE YEAR OF OUR LORD ... ( 1874 -? 1915 / 16 ) 
see IRISH-AMERICAN (1849-1915 or 1916") 

This was an Irish "Catholic;3", annual calendar in English, illustrated 
with a Gaelic song, attached to the newspaper IRISH-AMERICAN, New York, The 
almanac was founded much later, in 1874> when the newspaper's founder, 
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Patrick Lynch, was no longer alive and when Patrick J.__Me_ehan_ was the 
chief-editor, and Lynch, Cole and Meehan the publishing firm. We are 
sure of the establishing-date because we saw five copies and found 
besides the year also the numbers of two later volumes mentioned. But 
we do not know if it lasted as long as the newspaper, to 1915 or 1916. 

1891 is the last preserved copy acc. to listed holdings. The almanac's 
subtitles says: "calculated for use throughout the United States". We 
know that the paper wanted to reach the Irishmen everywhere, not only in 
New York. The editor Meehan compiled the almanac, not a Catholic liturgical 
one but more with an Irish historical-political commentary, with short 
stories, sketches, poems, mostly secular in kind, "Catholic” just about 
some Bishops, Cathedrals, the Holy Land, etc. Added to each issue were 
two music sheets, one with a Gaelic text. An advertisement in AVE MARIA, 
Notre Dame, Ind. ( 1879 ) says: "...a neat little volume, contains a choice 
selection of prose and verse,” or(l88o) .popular.,.much prized by 
Irish priests in this country...", or in the ILLUSTRATED MONTHLY (l88o) 
P.199s "IRISH-AMERICAN ALMANAC most attractive in the interest of the 
Irish people, full of pictures, glowing descriptions of the past...,an 
excellent publication."

IRISH GLOBE (prior to Ap 1877-1377). 

It was an Irish "Catholic:3", weekly newspaper, started prior to Ap 
1877 and ended in that year, since Rowell listed it only once in 1877. 

The editors and publishers were William Collins_ and J_. C_. Curtlin^ their 
office 102 Broadway. Prom Collins we know that twenty five years earlier 
he had made a similar attempt, a paper called GLOBE (q.v. in New York, 
I 852 / 53 ). Now, the IRISH GLOBE was welcomed in April by two magazines, 

AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. and THE CENTENNIAL ECHO...,Batavia, N.Y., 
and both praised the editor's talented and experienced journalists; they 
wished a "useful and vigorous caree/" according to the "good and sensible" 
beginning, "Catholic in principle, but independent of a political party... 
printed in nice clear type and well filled with new items from all parts 
of the Globe.”

*We decided to make one item of all those titles, first because the 
volume numbers continue, a serials history goes on, second because one 
man, George Pepper is the founder and editor of them all as the leading 
spirit. There are almost no gaps when new titles are introduced. We 
did not include the CATHOLIC SENTINEL of Boston because there Pepper 
was only editor. 

This Irish "Catholic:3", monthly (semi-monthly or weekly) magazine was 
established with a "forerunner" of seven numbers in 1828 and began with 
v.l in Ja 1829 (since we: DCU own v.1-4, we know that: A CHECKLIST OP 
PENNSYLVANIA NEWSPAPERS, p.105, made an error with the date July 1827; 
there might have been a PROSPECTUS. The chart above shows the changes of 
titles in New York and in Philadelphia, the frequency of the magazine, 
later of newspaper character. 


THE IRISH SHIELD AND MONTHLY MILESIAN was a historic, literary and 
dramatic journal, brought occasionally Irish affairs, e.g. "The History 
of Ireland" as a serial, throughout v.1-5; Catholic matter was connected 
with Irish culture (Cathedrals, abbeys, St. Patrick's Day). Ge£rge__Pep£er_* 
*George Pepper came in 1825 to America, had good qualities for a 
journalist and enough patience not to be disappointed by failures. 

Those were partly resulted by his attempt to conquer his rivals by 
accusing and offending them by terms and words. He used this bad 
policy especially towards William Denman of THE TRUTH TELLER. He 
not only lost the libel suit, he lost with it many Irishmen who kept 
their faithfulness to the rival. He also changed his policies too 
easily. First he favored the United Irishmen, when they failed, he 
belittled their sacrifice.. 
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was not only its founder, also its proprietor and its editor to its end. 

In New York Caleb Bartlett was the publisher, the office at 76 Bowery St,, 
who purchased the magazine in F 1829. Foik believed that the reason why 
Pepper was not more successful with his monthly was that the news came for 
the readers too late, for the Catholics he was not Catholic enough and many 
did not like his attacks on THE TRUTH TELLER. Since 1929 he was jealous 
that Wm. J 0 Macneven, a contributor to that paper, to whose friendship he 
felt indebted because Macneven was one of the first subscribers of his 
magazine, kept faithful to the TRUTH TELLER out of "cold indifference" to 
him. Pepper called the newspaper "misnomer", "plagiary","ignorant, dark 
and insipid", with its "wretched editorial trash". After Pepper had lost 
the mentioned libel suit, his publisher Bartlett had to pay; disappointed 
he*?bired and dismissed Pepper, Pepper was (acc. to Foik, p,44) forced to 
leave New York*. He went to Philadelphia and quickly continued there his 
*About the publication's change from New York to Philadelphia we 
could not get a clear picture; in Middleton (1908) there is said it . 
happened "shortly after the first issue" (?l829). All other informations 
seem to take the lost libel suit as reason for the change of the city 
but no direct dates are given. According to a review in the CATH. 
MISCELLANY, v.9 (1829), p.l5> it was still in New York. The preserved 
volumes in the questionable time are bound without their title pages, 
one cannot see the place. Volume 3 in DLC has a "pencil" notes 
Philadelphia. 

magazine under a slightly changed title, THE IRISH SHIELD AND LITERARY 
PANORAMA. He conducted it himself, and had an office at 22 Strawberry 
Alley; he called it a new series but went on with v.3, beginning in 
January as a monthly until June 1831, Already in New York his wish was to 
make it a weekly, Bartlett had not dared it because of the few subscribers. 
Friends of the IRISH SHIELD...in Philadelphia held a meeting and resolved 
(see v,3> no l)s... "the historical interests of the editor are enough 
guarantee for instructive and attractive matter...that a weekly has to be 
supported, therefore a committee was formed to secure subscribers..." 
signed James Gowen, chairman. The Committee was built and its members got 
subscribers. To the Committee belonged Bishop Henry Conwell and Matthew 
Carey. Pepper could improve the style and the appearance of the magazine 
and it seems he tried it with a semi-weekly (we have one source for it) 
publication. However, soon Pepper had to struggle again. With the 
shorter titles IRISH SHIELD he began v.4 for which four wealthy men took 
over the publishing with an office now or somewhat later at 3 Black Horse. 
The subtitleS'h historical and literary weekly paper" indicated the big 
change. It looked more like a newspaper but the contents remained much 
the same. That was done from J1 to D 1831, for half a year. Did the 
"wealthy men" continue? We only know a new title appeared: PATRIOT AND 
SHIELD (?Ja-Je 1832?). Perhaps continuing the second half of volume 4? 
Because on Ag 2 1832 the next titles IRISH REPUBLICAN SHIELD AND LITERARY 
OBSERVER was v,5> no 1, four pages of newspaperlike issues, published with 
28 numbers up to Mr 8 1833, in an office, 20 Carter's Alley. Baumgartner 
and Foik have only: REPUBLICAN SHIELD AND LITERARY OBSERVER: the complete 
title beginning with "Irish" we saw in a contemporary announcement of the 
N.Y.WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY (Je 14 1834) p.175* In the following 
period the paper was of a smaller size, but with 8 pages. We saw the 
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October 16 and 23 issues; no volume number was given, but it is rather 
sure to be v.6, covering the months between March and the end of 1832. We 
know that a v.7 ceased to appear in May or June of 1834» covering that way 
the following half year. 

Volume 5 was richer and more varied: Irish news, an obituary, miscella¬ 
neous, reviews of other periodicals, poems, what the subtitle lists: 
"Literature, Irish History, Criticism, Fine Arts, American and English 
politics." Announced are CATHOLIC TRACTS written by Rev. A. O'Leary, 

Dr. Kenrick, coadjutor to the Bishop of Philadelphia, Rev.P. Leary, 

Lewiston, Mb., where they are printed. Other Catholic Books are advertised; 
a speech by Daniel O'Connell "To the Catholics of Ulster" adds some more 
Catholic items to the paper which also followed the case Bossuet - Fdnelon 
in France. 

The end-date we know from a notice in the NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND 
CATH.DIARY (qyv.) in Je 14 1834, saying: "THE IRISH REPUBLICAN SHIELD has 
suspended the publication...and transferred its subscription list to that 
paper". 

Details: we know that the "forerunner" was priced $4.00, that as a monthly 
it had 32 pages per issue, 6x9i inches, $ 3 . 50 ; or e.g. 426 pages for volume 
2,octave, $3.00; v.3 had only 18 or 16 pages with 2 columns, 9x12 in size, 

S 3 . 50 , volume 4» the weekly was published with 4 pages, 5 columns, with 
15x24 inches; v.5 became larger: 17 x 24 , v.6 and probably also v*7 changed 
to 8 pages, 4 columns and 13xl8 inches. For the weekly we don't know the 
price. It had changed between year and half»year-volumes producing seven 
volumes in five years, plus the forerunner.

IRISH VOLUNTEER (Ja 1843-1851 or 52) 

This Irish "Catholic:3" (if at all; the checked copy contained nothing 
Catholic besides an advertisement of Catholic books), weekly newspaper was 
established in Ja 1843; AN has a question mark behind 1843 but we found in 
THE CATHOLIC HERALD, Philadelphia (ja 5 1843) p.13 the following: 

"THE IR.V., a new hebdomadal just issued in New York. It is of course 
a Repealer. The appearance and spirit pleases us and it promises to 
be a responsible auxiliary in a good cause." 

The paper lasted to I 85 I, maybe even to 1852 , when it is listed in the 
N.Y.CITY DIR. of 1851/52 and in two of our sources:Kennedy and Roorbach in 
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1852. We found with the help of the librarian of CSmH some details: in 
H 7 I 846 Michael Thoma^s_0^_Connor_ (it seems not to be Thomas O'Connor, the 
publisher of the SHAMROCK, 1812-24, and 1825 ff. contributor to the TRUTH 
TELLER) was the publisher, editor and proprietor; for the last year the 
H.Y,CITY DIR, mentioned Wm. H. White, not his function; the office in 
I 851/2 was at 57 Center<>

THE IRISH WORLD AHD AMERICAH IHDUSTRIAL LIBERATOR (D 21 1878-1927) 

THE IRISH WORLD (1928-1966+) 

This Irish "Catholic:3", weekly (daily in 1886) newspaper (English 
with a Gaelic section, 1905-8), was established in S? I 87 O, added on D 12 
1878 to its short title THE IRISH WORLD "and American Industrial Liberator" 
to 1927 or even 1929, but never was listed that way in Ayer. It took, it 

seems, in 1928 again the short title and is current in 1966+. It was 
founded by the Pord_fami > ly^*, especially by Patrick Pord^ who also was the 
*The Ford family had opened a new publishing house in I 867 : J.B.Pord 
and Co., Hew York. Besides the latter it was Patrick Ford who 
founded THE IRISH WORLD "a veteran of the Catholic Press",..who 
guided and owned the paper for forty years (1870=1911), "brought it to 
its greatness during the Land League days (1880-90), having organized 
nearly 2500 branches of it" (Milwaukee CATH. CITIZEH, Je 19 1920), who 
died in 1918; in I 872 was his assistant editor James E. Ford; in 1917 
followed by A.B.Ford as editor, who was succeeded by A.J.Ford (1925-) 
and T.J.Ford (1937-1957+): makes six Fords for IRISH WORLD. In 1872 
Augustine Ford advertised Catholic books: in the paper (Jl 6, p.5*). 
When the publishers Ford had purchased the H.Y.FREEMAN/S J0URHAL in 
1888, Austin E. and Robert L. Ford became its editors and proprietors, 
A. Brendan Ford began as manager and was editor from 1910-18. 
owner and its first editor, remaining editor-in-chief until 1911} he 
died in 1916. L.B.Ford and Co. was the publisher, Patrick Ford had as 
editor in 1871 E.W.Robinson, in 1872 two associate editors: James E. Ford 
and David W, Kellogher, prior to 1879 (because the ILLUSTRATED CELTIC 
M0HTHLY, H.Y. in 1879, p.522, knew that the latter had been with the IRISH 
WORLD and became now editor of the new CATHOLIC FIRESIDE, H.Y. (q.v.) 

After the death of Patrick Ford followed directly (1916) A.B.Ford as 
editor,wl}ile the. publisher slgned"Ss Estate' of Patrick Ford. The 
directories list from 1925 ff* A.J.Ford as editor, again as publisher: 
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M IRoW 0 and A. I. L.Pub. Co." until 1929? then Irish World Pub. Co. In 1929 
P.P.Jones is given as publisher, in 1937 ff# T.J.Ford, still in 1966. 

About Patrick Ford we know more from Murray (1876), that with his 
energy the paper rose rapidly in power and circulation and that he was a 
fearless advocate of the Irish, at the same time professing Catholic 
principles. He was a born thinker, had original views, and was a powerful 
writer, especially with his '‘style coupe*’; Ford also had £ound good 
contributors, as the historian Thomas Mooney, the poet William Collins 
and J.J.Clancy (before 1876). In 18J2 the office was 11 Francfort St. 

We know from the publisher Kenedy who moved in 1873 into a whole floor of 
5 Barclay St., that he asked Ford to share the office with his editorial 
staff. THE IRISH WORLD moved furtheron to 263 Broadway around 1877 > to 
10 Spruce St. (1878), to 17 Barclay (1890), to 27 (1910), then to 13 
Barclay St. (1913), to 49 Walker St (1930), to 480 Canal St. (l937)> and 
in (1957) to 84-90 5th Ave. We were able to see the collection of single 
numbers (v.2-8) in DLC: J1 6 1872 (that the Catholics wrote an address on 
the fourth of July to George Washington and received a friendly answer; 
about The Catholic Nations and the War European revolutions; about "0ur“ 
Colleges? with descriptions; the Church-calendar plus Irish historical 
events; about education: to each Catholic College are four other secular 
ones; Catholic Temperance" Movement^ v -4? no' 43 " (or 200) J1 4 1874 
(illustrated) says itself: “The I.W.is Catholic, is Irish, is democratic” 
(each point explained in a whole column); v.6, no 32 (no 292) Ap 8 I876 and 
other numbers, especially the v.8 (1878), different in kind,a very small 
print, is almost not Catholic at all, has no literature, no new publications 
reviewed. THE CATHOLIC WORLD (1875)? p.431, says: “THE IRISH WORLD...what 
is called Catholic liberalism, discouraged by Pius IX, is more dangerous... 
than any open heresy. The editor professes submission; (he...should modify 
some of his ideas...of pseudo Irish communism..." In NN we saw S 8 1877- 
Je 1879 1 v.8-9s Now the titlepage was crowned with a cross, the labor 
problems are treated first, then the Irish news. Of Catholic topics, 
there is nothing essential, mostly news of conventions, temperance, 

Church fairs, etc. Wittke in his book about Irish publications says that 
the paper*s interest in labor gave the paper an immense circulation; it 
was an “exponent of socialism" (Browne, p.93/4)> therefore "forbidden by 
Bishop Richard Gilmore for the diocese of Cleveland". THE AVE MARIA, 

Indiana believed in 1880 that Lynch and Meehan's IRISH AMERICAN ALMANAC is 
"an antidote to the IRISH WORLD, of which the less said, the better". 

Patrick Ford was a great fighter in the Land League days (1880-90). He 
raised great sums of money for the Irish cause with his vigorous writing. 

The paper, Wittke says, later gave less space to labor and more to the 
Irish affairs and the Church, being very influential. 

Only from newspaper directories we know that in 1886 the paper was 
listed as a daily, for a very short time it seems. Perhaps the illness, 
then death of James A. McMaster (D 1886) who was the soul of the N.Y. 
FREEMAN'S JOURNAL gave the Fords the courage to try it, knowing that the 
rival paper was in a crises. The Fords ended it differently in buying it 
in 1888 and publishing both weeklies side by side, the FREEMAN'S to 1918. 
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It is said that the IRISH WORLD'S Catholicity went back to the degree of 
1870s ”3". In 1920 the Milwaukee CATHOLIC"CITIZEN (1920) praises Patrick 
Ford as the veteran of the Catholic press, Ayer marks the paper in 1965/6 
as "catholic", treating "Irish interests", with T.J.Ford as editor, The 
Irish World as publisher; current in 1966+. 

Details? published Saturdays (only in 1886 shortly a daily)$ mostly 8 pages, 
first of 16x23, 1878 of 32x47, 1886 of 36x47 inches, around I89O especially 
small: 18x24. Price mostly $2.50 (the daily: $6.60). Since 1874: illustrated. 
Its circulation in 1881: 25,000, in 1886: 30,000, suddenly in 1890-99; 1100- 
125,000 (acc. to Ayer, but Rowell in the same time going down from 40,000 
to 17,500 in 1899; which is true?) Ayer continues in 1910 with 95,000, 
1914:60,000, 1930:80,000, in 1927/38 again 100,000, even 150,000 in 1953, 
but no account 1957 ff.

(q.v. N.Y., 1831), which he did not list. North has the date 1845* Mr. 
Fox:N.Y. searched for it in the NEW YORK CITY DIRECTORY and did not find it 
there, but he saw it listed in HUDSON'S DIRECTORY.

This "Catholic:3", weekly newspaper was founded in 1893 (acc,to Ayer), 
was published and edited by Frugone_ and Ballet_to in a small format and 
became after five years the Sunday (as such it may have remained "Catholic:3") 
edition of the newly in 1898 founded daily BOLLETINO DELLA SERA, a non- 
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Catholic publication by the same publishers and. editors. Ayer ceased 
listing it with 1902; Hoffmann's CATH. DIRECTORY listed it until 1913, 
but his end-dates are not reliable. The B0LLETI0N started in 1907 
another Sunday edition: AMERICA; therefore we think 1906 would be the 
latest possible year for L'lTALIANO. Only Hoffmann lists L'lTALIANO as 
’'Catholic." Ayer does not qualify it as such, gives only the political 
trend as Republican. 

Details: in 1897 L'lTALIANO has 4 pages of 11x16 inches to $1.00. As 
edition, it kept 4 pages and its price, but shared the size of the 
BOLLETINO. While the latter had 11,000 copies circulating in 1902, 
L'lTALIANO had 15,000.

THE JOURNAL OF THE AM.-IR. HIST. SOCIETY 
New York, City (1909/10-1940)

This "Catholic:2", annual (irregular)society-paper combines reports 
with historical articles, started one year after its society in 1898 , 
ended in 1941» When it came from Boston and Providence to New York its 
editor was then Patrick P. McGowan for v.10 in 1910/11, who introduced 
it not only "valuable as a record and depository of historical facts... 
but also...as a defense against belittling Irish achievements on 
American soil". About the society, the offices, the members and 
editors q.v. in our volume: MASSACHUSETTS, p.51/52. The periodical 
ended with v.32 in 1941 in the home of the society, 991 5th Ave., still 
there in 1965 .

THE JOURNAL OF THE FAIR IN ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL (0 23-D 5 1878 ) 

It was a "Catholic:lc" daily (exc.Sunday) fair-paper of 31+1 numbers, 
from 0 23-D 5 I 878 , published by the Committee of the Fair and edited by 
£ 0 hn_Mullaly_(q.v. a biographical sketch with METROPOLITAN RECORD,N.Y.), 
so well known to the New York Catholics as the editor of Archbishop Hughes' 
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official organ, the METROPOLITAN RECORD (l859.ff.) who "with a good heart" 
helped the people to raise money (as he later also did in editing THE 
SEMINARY for Dunwoodie buildings in 1892-98) for the Cathedral, After the 
Civil War, when Archbishop McClosky became Cardinal in 1875? with a 
continuous effort succeeded in finishing the building, having been interrupted 
during the War, getting it ready for public use in My 25 1878* It was done 
with the contributions of the Catholics in New York, Now the Cathedral 
had still to be prepared for the solemn dedication in 1879* The fair 
brought in $175?000 for that purpose. In that paper were only articles and 
notices of a serious kind, historical sketches, and a serials the "Cathedrals 
of the World," besides the news of the fair. 


Details? The 31 numbers with an "Extra Number" on D 5 had each 10 pages 
with 4 columns, of 11 x 15 inches in size, 10 cents each or $ 2.50 the whole 
illustrated. How many copies were circulated, we don't know.

This was a German "Catholicsla" (approval of bishops and archbishops), 
weekly newspaper, established on My 1 1846 in Baltimore, founded, publish* 
and edited by £oiin_J^m^s_M^ijni_lian Oertel (biogr. sketch see with 
Baltimore), a convert from the Lutheran Church ( 1840 ), He had been edit 01 
of the WAHRHEITS-FREUND in Cincinnati, but wanted to express himself in 
his own paper. He found it after six years in debt and moved with it 
(D 11 I 85 I) to New York, finally (Ag 26 1869) to Jamaica where he lived. 
His paper was a one-man journal in which he debated literary, philosophic* 
religious and historical problems in articles, essays, poems, 
criticizing the events of the day, somewhat coarse but with humor. He 
had added a calendars KATHOLISCHER HAUSKALENDER in 1848 . The paper was 
read nationwide by Germans as the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL by the Irish. In 
1869 it had reached its greatest circulation. It ceased with his death 
in Ag, 1882. 

Details? From 8 pages of 8-Jxll-J- inches ($2.00) it grew slowly to 26x36 
inches ($ 2 . 50 )? circulated from 1,000 to 10,000 copies (1869), went down 
to 1 , 500 .

KATHOLISCHES HAUSBUCH (Ja I 865 -I 872 ) 

It was a German "Catholic:lc" (having the approbation of the Archbishop 
of N.Y. ), bi-monthly (later monthly) magazine, written in German, establish¬ 
ed in Ja I 865 and lasting until 1872 (ULS with 1874 seems to be wrong). 

The N.Y.CITY DIRECTORY, which we checked, stops listing it in 1872/73; in 
1871/72 the magazine was advertised the last time in the KATHOLISCHE 
VOLKSZEITUNG, Baltimore on March 4 and 18 I 87 I as volume 7> no.3. It was 
published by the Verlag von S._Zickel, N.Y., 19 Dey St., and it was edited 
by parish priests of three different places: Hei^nr^ich_Lembke_ of St. Michael's 
(one source says St. Nicholas which is wrong) church, Elizabeth, N.J. as 
chief editor, by Theodor_ Noethen of the Heilige Kreuzkirche r Albany, N.Y., 
whom we know also from his publishing THE ECCLESIASTICAL YEAR,N.Y., and by 
Gottfried Prieth of St. Peter’s church, Newark'., N.J.(in the CATHOLIC 
DIRECTORY of l870...his name is spelled Preith, which seems right), also 
Dr. Franz Gerber and several other Catholic priests. We suppose this 
HAUSBUCH was not supposed to be read only in New York City, its publishing 
place, but nationwide by German-Catholics, especially at the places where 
the editor-priests lived. Rev. Georg Timpe, specialist for German 
periodicals, believes that this advantage was also the magazine's dis¬ 
advantage, too many 1 , shortened its life. The subtitle of the HAUSBUCH was: 

"Eine Zeitschrift fitr christliche Erbauung, Unterhaltung und Belehrung" 

(A magazine for Christian devotion, entertainment and instruction). We 
were able to check v.3; it really had stories only of these three charac¬ 
teristics, not of "general information" as Middleton has it. 

Details: published semi-monthly, surely up to v.3> twelve parts, each 
of 48 pages, priced 20 cents, which made each six months a "Band" or 
volume. Besides that, the publication was counted according to years 
existing, called "Jahrgang." It was later, after v.3 probably, published 
monthly, then also called "Familienschatz" (family treasury), says Timpe. 

Its size was 6-gx9l2 inches, we don’t know if it was after v,3 illustrated. 

"No great circulation": says the LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER of it in 1869.

This is understandable since there also existed a PHILADELPHIA VOLKS¬ 
BLATT, Catholic, too, and also logical for a local paper. But of about 
26 sources naming the paper, only four used the long title. Therefore 
we use the short one.

The KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT was a German '‘Catholic:1c”, weekly news¬ 
paper, so were its editions; it was started in 1878 and lasted up to N 5 
1899c It followed a society-paper, DER VEREINSBOTE (q.v. Cincinnati, 
then New York) which was edited by Rev. Schwenninger* who after an 
interval of two years took up the communications of German Catholic 
societies in his new enterprise, the K.V.BLATT as editor. 

*Rev„^B^rp^ard_Anton_S£hwenninger was pastor in Cincinnati from 1867 - 75 , 
also editor of the Catholic WAHRHEITS-FREUND there from 0 3 1866-J1 
6 I 87 O. By his influence he became, though living in Cincinnati, the 
founder of the German Catholic daily, the BROOKLYNER PRESSE (q.v. 
there) in 1869 and after its failure in I 872 of the next daily, the 
NEW YORKER PRESSE (q.v.) from Je 23 1873-1876). While he was secre¬ 
tary 'of the German Catholic Central Verein, located in New York, he 
took over as editor a society-paper: CENTRAL ZEITUNG which was founded 
in Buffalo (q.v.) in 1867 and transferred in 1870 to New York for two 
years when it died. After two years he revived the idea of a German 
society-paper in founding DER VEREINSBOTE in Cincinnati, in N 1874? 
and took it with him when he moved after nine months to New York, re¬ 
maining its editor to 1877* In the year, when this paper and also the 
daily NEW YORKER PRESSE went out of existence, he began to prepare a 
new paper, the KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT, founded then in 1878 in New 
York, a newspaper combined with a society-paper; he even had the idea 
to make it a daily (says AVE MARIA, N 2 1878 ) but did not dare it. He 
was successful. Probably he stopped his work with the ppper in I 896 
or 1897> when the CATH.DIR. lists his name the last time for New York. 
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The paper^s publisher was Herraari_Ridd_er * 0 The next editor whom we 
*Herman Bidder, horn in I 85 I in America, soon after 1878 had 
the K.V.BLATT more and more under his control; he was helped by his 
younger brother Henry (born in l863)o Both together became the 
founders of an English sister-paper THE CATHOLIC NEWS in 1886. While 
Herman took also over the daily NEW YORK STAATSZEIUNG (not in our 
'’Catholic" section) in 1890 (after 1915 hy his son Victor F., also as 
owner of it and seven secular papers in other states, helped by two 
brothers, Bernhard H. and Joseph E., all leading Catholic laymen), 

Henry took complete charge of the CATHOLIC NEWS. Herman was a pro¬ 
minent man in public life, a democrat, an exemplary Catholic, in¬ 
terested in every phase of Catholic activity. He died in 1915* 
found, only in 1891 , was Vi£^tor_]>TOr^zakj_ who also was the editor of the 
English paper, which had started meanwhile in 1 8860 From that year on¬ 
ward the publisher was given ass The Catholic News Pub. Co, Still in Fr. 
Schwenninger 11 s time, in 1878 (-1892) an edition was started, the NEW 
JERSEY REVUE, office in Jersey City, N.J. (q.v. there), then later, 
in 1881, the BROOKLYN JOURNAL, Brooklyn, N. Y. (q.v.) to 1895, and perhaps 
one, a KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT for Albany, N.Y., around 1885 , however we 
found no trace of it in Albany (q.v,) Of the main paper (we did not see a 
copy) we do not know the policy, only that its publisher personally was a 
democrat, Timpe believes that its high circulation and popularity comes 
from the combination of the newspaper with a society-paper. In N 2 1878 
the AVE MARIA, Ind, praised Fr. Schwenninger 1 s reviews and editorials, as 
well as the "feuilleton",(as most German papers call the lower part of a 
page, reserved for cultural matter;), as excellent, and in every respect 
the paper was thought of as a well conducted one. In I 884 the same 
magazine writes of a NEW YORKER BONIFATIUS KALENDER, given as a gift to 
the subscribers. We saw it only in the same way mentioned in Arndt- 
Olson, p.347 with two holdings, one NN:l8l (earlier than we believed) 
and one DLC: 1884-5« We will not list it as an independent item. 

When Fr. Schwenninger had left the paper in I 896/7 the high number 
of 43,000 circulating copies decreased and Arthur Preuss wrote in his 
REVIEW, St, Louis (Jl 6 1899) that the advertising patronage was 
waning, the K.V.BLATT would only be "a collection of clippings without a 
thought of its own," but the real reason seems to be the existing English 
sister-paper, the CATHOLIC NEWS as a rival. On the N 5 1899 a notice 
was in the paper (we copy from a clipping): 

"to our regret we need to tell the readers that the K.V.BLATT of New 
York is forced to cease its publication^with this number because of 
insufficient support, the number of subscribers as well as of adver¬ 
tiser patrons. The decrease began already some years ago, so that 
the income of the paper was not covered anymore by the costs...we 
thank the subscribers...". 

By 1882 when the KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG, New York and Jamaica, 
Maximilian Oertel's paper, had died, the K.V.BLATT had advertised as being 
the only German Catholic paper in New York, City, now in 1899> none of this 
kind were left!

B. That Timpe 
listed a KATHOLISCHES WOCHENBLATT in Jamaica for 1889, while Rowell had 
the same title for New York in his directory of 1889, which actually 
means that the paper must have existed a year earlier, made us believe 
the above combination the possible solution.

This American "Catholicsic" annual directory, calendar and almanac, was 
published in 1822 in New York for the United States, not only for the 
diocese of New York. It followed the first publication of a directory on 
1817« Rev. John Power*, pastor of St. Peter’s Church in New York, 

*Rev. Dr. John Power. He was born in Ireland (1792), was a classmate 
of Fr. Theobald Mathew, the temperance apostle, was in the seminary of 
Cork, came in 1819 to New York, was pastor of St. Peter in 1922, 
shortly afterward was made vicar general of the diocese of New York. 

In 1822 he had published the second Catholic directory,calleds THE 
LAITY’S DIRECTORY. He was a man of great learning and piety, a good 
writer. Of his printed works became especially known his controversy 
with Parson Brownlee in the TRUTH TELLER, together with Rev. Levins 
(q,.v.). Universally esteemed he died in 1849. 

"revised and corrected" the first one, as is said on the title page. 
William H. Creagh was the publisher and B. Bolmore the printer, at 70 
Bowery St. The preface gives as purpose: "to accompany the missal with 
a view to facilitate the use of it...a Calendar...and general informations 
...a table of Feasts...in the U.S." There are following discourses on 
religious subjects, practical instructions for the Church-Year, and an 
account of the dioceses: Archdiocese Baltimore, the Dioceses Boston, New 
York, Philadelphia, Bardstown, New Orleans, Richmond, Charleston; added 
their schools and religious communities.

MAGAZINE, Baltimore, VI (F 1847) P 0 H 5 the following: 
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"The Layman's Offering; a monthly magazine, Hew ;York, v.I, no 1, Ja 
1847, published, by John A. Boyle and edited by £has._ J_, ^Cannon. The 
object of this new monthly,..is to assist in diverting public 
attention from infidel and other noxious publications of the day, by 
substituting something more worthy...Mr. Cannon is favorably known 
as a writer and we have no doubt that this magazine, though it does 
not aspire to the character of a religious journal, will contribute 
to the interests of religion and morality." 

That gave us the exact date with January, the publisher, the editor, its

This Lithuanian, "Roman-Catholic;3", weekly newspaper was established 
in Ag 16 1879 and lasted only six months to publish 16 issues until - it 
seems - Ja 1880, when fire destroyed the printing shop. Founder, editor, 
publisher, owner and printer was Mikas. Tvarauc_kas. Msgr. John Bakunas 
calls the paper "Catholic", Mr. Kojeckas considers it as such. Sharp 
knows that Tvaraukas was later ( 1885 ) publisher of two radical Lithuanian 
papers in New York and calls him an "indifferent Catholic layman," 
because the founder of those papers, Father Sclupas, tried to establish 
a schismatic Church for the Lithuanians in New York, and when he failed, 
made anti-Catholic speeches in Brooklyn.

This Catholic monthly juvenile magazine existed from Ja 1871 to 1875, 
under the guidance of a Christian Brother., edited and published by pupils, 
members of the "Chrysostom Literary Society" of the New York Catholic 
Protectory, Westchester,N.Y., directed by the Christian Brothers. Since 
another school of theirs the Manhattan College, N.Y. has v,2, no.l in its 
library, Brother Denis Goodman checked it for us, stating that it was not 
a school-paper but a juvenile magazine with sketches, stories, poems, 
illustrated by woodcuts. An advertisement of 1874 says: "...acknowledged 
the best juvenile monthly in the U.S.", and; "a very handsome illustrated 
paper for children." as the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. noted. The 
LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER ( 1874 ) wrote it was "printed by the pupils of the 
wonderful orphanage, haboring 11,000 boys. THE CATHOLIC RECORD, Phila. 
(1872/73), p.634, praised, according to the ANNUAL REPORT OP THE NEW YORK 
CATHOLIC PROTECTORY, "the skill in the printery, shown on THE LITTLE 
SCHOOLMATE...".

This "Catholic:1c", weekly illustrated magazine was started in N 1876 
and lasted until 1882. Its founder, proprietor, editor and publisher was 
James A. McGee, a publisher of books mostly Catholic, but also selling 
photographic subjects, engravings, pictures, etc., at no. 7 Barclay St., 
then around 1880: 80 W 11th St.and l’ater: 121 Waverly Place, New York. 

One sees how well equipped he was to publish an illustrated literary 
magazine. Maurice. Francis^ EganJ. became co-editor of McGee's WEEKLY as one 
*In Egan's RECOLLECTION OF A HAPPY LIFE McGee's Weekly is not mentioned 
but on p.371 in "A Bibliographical Note" says Thomas F. Meehan, that in 
1878 Egan went from Philadelphia to New York and "became sub-editor of 
McGEE’S WEEKLY..." See for the story of M.F.Egan's life with FREEMAN’S 
JOURNAL, N.Y.

We have great pleasure in announcing that Mr. Maurice F, Egan, 
favorably known in the field of Catholic and secular literature, has 
become connected wi^h the editorial department of the Weekly. 

This being ’’connected” may be associate-editor, as Meehan believed. We 
also found in the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. , on Mr 8 1879, expressed 
"we sincerely regret his withdrawe1...Egan has resigned the editorship 
of McGEE’S WEEKLY;” and on My 31 that he will now contribute to the 
GUARDIAN ANGEL in Philadelphia. We know that Egan was able to write 
editorials and to make poems to given pictures, that both magazines 
needed. 

The WEEKLY had as subtitle: ’’devoted to Catholic Art, Literature, 
Education.” According to the semi-annual volumes 1-4 and 5-8, we have 
seen, the masthead says: ’’exclusively...original and selected tales, 
stories, poetry, biographic and historical matter...” Here also we saw: 
two or three serial stories, a short story, poems, anecdotes, biographical 
sketches of famous people or known Catholics, editorials, even ’’Fashion 
Notes”, and 2-3 pages of advertisements, where McGee brought his book 
lists, too. The magazine claims to have agents all over the North East 
and Middle West and promises a premium of a life-size portrait of a Pope 
or a Saint to the readers. It must have had success even after one year, 
if what the WEEKLY UNION,N.Y. (Ap 7 1877) writes is true: number 14 of 
McGEE's WEEKLY circulated 50)000 copies. The AVE MARIA had welcomed the 
new publication on F 24 1877) had enjoyed the first 14 numbers, the high 
standard of the illustrations, and the fact that it was thoroughly Catholic. 
It praised the WEEKLY on Je 7 1879; then and often in the following year, 
also after Mr. Egan had left, saying that ”v„6, no 1 has improved to 
strengthen the patronage of the Catholic public”. THE CENTENNIAL ECHO AND 
NEW ERA, N.Y. called it in Je 1877: " a valuable acquisition to Catholic 
literature”, and the CATHOLIC WORLD reviewed in 1877 (p.143) its volume 
one: "...it should successfully compete in point of illustrations and 
literary workmanship with the numerous non-Catholic...journals.. .was 
something greatly needed...; various attempts have been made...so many 
failures...is hoped an increased patronage which it certainly deserves 
...McGee being an excellent writer who possesses that sound journalistic 
sense and judgement.”

This Spanish "Catholic:3”, weekly magazine was established in New York 
on Ag 19 1828 and was transferred after the first issue to Philadelphia 
with an office of the Foreign Agency, 7 Nassau St. There it appeared from 
Ag 26 1828 to Mr 28 1829 under the shorter title and went back to New York, 
published there from Ag 1829 to Ja 29 1831* The fact that it was founded 
in New York, not in Philadelphia was only seen by checking the N.Y.CITY 
DIRECTORIES and then the holdings of the Public Library, New York (NN). 

The magazine's founder, owner, publisher and editor was Jp^e^Antonlo^Sac^. 
Of him we know that he wrote a book: MEMORIA SOBRE CAMINOS EN LA ISLA DE 
CUBA POR LA REAL SOCIEDAD PATRl6TICA DE LA HABANA, which is announced in 
his magazine (v.2, no 40, My 22 1830) but nowhere in v.2 is his name 
printed in connection with the magazine,. He came from Cuba, too, like his 
friend Rev. Felix Varela (q.v. EL HABANERO, N.Y.) of whom Saco says: "I 
and the meritorious Father Varela directed at that time in New York EL 
MENSAGERO SEMANAL", Rodriguez also (p.243) was aware of that and believed 
that it was a form of co-editorship, with Fr. Valera acting as adviser. 
Furthermore from three articles in the magazine (not signed) Rodriguez 
thinks Varela was the author: one in no.3, 1829 about Napoleon, one in 
no. 8 about the King of Portugal, and one in no.11 about the kinds of 
wood in Cuba. 

The contents of the magazine is devoted to Spanish and Spanish-American 
interests, mainly political news and notices, e.g. a serial history of 
Charles III, a description and a poem of the Escorial, about Napoleon, of 
rallies in Ireland, taking sides with the Southern Catholics, against the 
Northern Protestants, also some commercial statistics, not to forget 
Spanish literature; reviewed is a concert of the philharmonic orchestra in 
New York. There is nothing "Catholic by purpose" in the magazine. We 
were able to check v.2, nos 1-40 (Ag 22 1829-My 22 1830).

METROPOLITAN RECORD AND NEW YORK VINDICATOR (Je 4 1864-1873) 

This "Catholic:1a" (1859-63) then "3" (1864-73), weekly family newspaper 
was established on Ja 29 1859, merged with the secular paper THE VINDICATOR 
AND PEOPLE'S ADVOCATE, New York, and appeared as M.R.AND NEW YORK VINDICATOR 
on Je 4 I864, now itself an almost secular and political paper until 1873 
(not I87I as some sources have it). Its starter was Archbishop, John 
Hughes, its editor and proprietor was John_Mu 1 l_aly,*371 Broadway, (1859-73); 
*John Mullaly (who had come in the 1850's from Belfast),was the laSt of 
the old-time-editors of repute in the era before the Civil War. He 
died in New York in his eightieth year on Ja 2 1915* Born in Ireland, 
he began in the States the career of a journalist with the New York 
Tribune and the EVENING POST. In 1859 Archbishop Hughes "made him 
editor of the Metropolitan RECORD" says the editor of the U. S.CATH. 

HIST.SOC.:HIST.RECORD AND STUDIES (l915)*P.260. Mullaly continued 
until the paper ceased in 1873, was still editor of the JOURNAL OF THE 
FAIR OF ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDRAL, a daily with 31 numbers in 1878, 
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and of THE SEMINARY in 1892-96 to raise funds for new buildings of 
the Dunwoodie Seminary. Since 1903 he was member of the U.S.Cath. 

Hist, Society. In his last years he ministered poor old people in 
the care of the Little Sisters of the Assumption. According to a 
little article in THE AM. BENEDICTINE REVIEW; 10 (1959) 41-44 , Philip 
D, Jordan; "The Unknown John Mullaly," found out that the journalist 
was also interested in many sides of civic life of the city, represent¬ 
ing the N„Y.HERALD on board of the NIAGARA, stretching-'the first cable 
accross the Atlantic, he was the recorder, he was the secretary to 
Samuel F.B.Morse (inventor of the Telegraph). He was the projector 
of public parks (Bronx). He was a friend of the poet-priest Abram 
Jo Ryan. 

its publisher was first E_. _J)unig_an_&_ Bros_. (see with AM. CATH, DIRECTORIES 
in that same year) and the firm's proprietor James B, Kirker, but since 
S 24 1859 Mullaly is also the publisher, so to 1873 . 

The METROPOLITAN RECORD began according to the wish of ^chM^hop^Jolm 
Hughe_s of New York whose official organ was the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL until 
18560 He had disagreed with that paper's policy and withdrawn his 
approbation. Since he was very active he wanted his own personal diocesan 
organ for himself and the archdiocese. Earlier, in 1838, he had been an 
editor himself, of the CATHOLIC HERALD in Philadelphia. Some sources 
call him even founder of the new paper, but only on D 31 not in Ja 29 
1859 there was printed on it; "Official organ of the Most Rev. Archbishop 
of New York." The paper's address was 424 Broome St. The editor 
introduced the first number, referring to a PROSPECTUS with the aims of 
it and explained: a good Catholic family paper, in principle and sentiment, 
bringing all important news of the Church in the world, also trying to 
surpass a secular weekly with its news matter and general character of 
reading. Its editorials would embrace all questions of social relations, 
public morals, literary and other institutions, laws, government and 
important events. A letter of the Archbishop was added, saying that he 
carefully read the plan of the paper, approved all parts, its scope new 
and comprehensive, "to fill up a chasm without necessarily interfering 
with other papers." Since Ap i860 the new office was at 419 Broadway. 

John Mullaly, Esq., always a Catholic, really created such a paper. 
Wittke listed the paper with his "Irish" papers, on p.207: "specifically 
directed to the Irish." It had Irish stories, poems and news, but we 
think, only in the proportion of Irishmen in the city of New York. The 
paper was interested in the modern labor problems. The charitable 
institutions play a big role, A "business", later a "female" and a "boys" 
department were added; in "literature" new publications reviewed. The 
fast regulations, e.g. are reprinted for the dioceses of New York, Newark, 
Hartford, Burlington, Boston, Albany, Mullaly stated on Ap 9 of i860 that 
he brings with some serious matter, according to the wants of the American 
reader,also general informations on passing events and some matter for 
amusement, too. Only later the democratic Mullaly's interest for politics 
outgrew the religious trend. In i860 still he believed in the great 
mission of the Catholic Churdf^had to fulfill in the U.S.Volume 2 began 
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with a special number of St® Patrick's Cathedral, illustrated, The 
Archbishop wrote: "This paper shall not identify itself with any political 
party,," Mullaly wanted to defend Catholic rights taking the privilege to 
argue against unconstitutional interpretations, Prom v„2 onward from his 
16 pages per issue he filled 3 or 4 with ads, During the Civil War, war 
news took a part of the paper, he a Southern sympathizer bitterly 
criticized Lincoln., Political:.matter came slowly in. Literature almost 
disappeared; in v.4 the editorials were of the kind: "The Value of a good 
Conservative Proclamation from the President," that the New York TRIBUNE 
made an "onslaught on the RECORD" in hating conservatism and attacking 
the Union; or a letter of the Archbishop to the Secretary of State, Wm. 

H, Seward, reprinted (N 15 1862), After some disagreements in politics 
with Mullaly, the Archbishop withdrew his support also from the 
METROPOLITAN RECORD, "Official Organ" was printed the last time on the 
paper on Mr 14 1863, 

That "once" Dr, J.V®Huntington, the journalist and novelist, edited 
the "Catholic Metropolitan Record" we read in Talbot Smith’s history 
of New York, According to a biography of Huntington (q.v# our v, of 
Maryland with Baltimore and the METROPOLITAN of 1853 it might have been 
possible in the years 1861 and somewhat later but we found no other 
information. We do not dare to believe that Smith confused the 
(Catholic) METROPOLITAN RECORD with the Baltimore METROPOLITAN, of 
which H, was the editor from Ja-N 1854 and again in 1858 , 

Mullaly changed the subtitle to "a Catholic family paper.” No 
comment was made to the change, only on the masthead the aims sound 
somewhat different:,to supply the Catholic portion of the community 
with all the important news.,.also duly informed,in the secular world 
...the editorials,„.of prominent topics of the day..." There was not 
much change in v,5 and 6, When Archbishop Hughes died (Ja 3 1864 ) all 
the following numbers brought obituaries and articles on his activities 
and charity, A series of letters written by the Archbishop in J1 1848 
for the N. Y.FREEMAN 5 S JOURNAL were republished: "Kirnan unmasked." 

Then the paper became still more political. For a short time it was 
supressed by Major G* Rosecrans; Mullaly answered with a pamphlet. 

With the end of the Civil War the political future of U.S.became 
Mullaly 11 s most important task. On My 21 I 864 a Prospectus of the NEW 
YORK VINDICATOR was announcing: "The Vindicator is an entirely independent 
weekly, devoted exclusively to secular matter, especially politics... 
circulating among Democratic Clubs.,.to take an active part in the next 
Presidential Campaign," With Je 4 1864 the merging had taken place; the 
new title: METROPOLITAN RECORD AND NEW YORK VINDICATOR, prodlaimed as 
aim to be a "defender of Jeffersonian democracy"; nothing of being 
"Catholic" anymore. It seems that was its trend until 1873a We were not 
able to see a copy.

York, published there with the Paulist Press; its office 4H W 59th 
St. The topics became more "general" with the change to INFORMATION 
(0 1946), its last editor being Rev. K.L.Lynch,CSP, when after its 
77th volume a lady-editor had taken over as THE CATHOLIC LAYMAN in 
Ja 1963.

This Irish ''Catholics3 M , weekly newspaper was established on 0 28 1848 

and lasted until Ag 1849« Its founder, owner, editor and publisher was 

Thornas_DVArcy_ McGeej*. His paper’s subtitle gives its aims "devoted to 
*Thomas D'Arcy McGee, born in 1825, came from Ireland, when he was 
seventeen years old, to the U.S. , first to Boston on the fourth of July 
The celebration impressed him so much that he jumped up and gave a 
political speech to the surrounding people. Patrick Donahue from the 
PILOT heard that, and engaged him for his paper. The young man 
learned eagerly, became after one year travelling agent and used 
this position for propagating the Irish situation for the "liberator" 
Daniel O'Connell, In 1844 he became one of the editors of the PILOT, 
closely connected with the editor-in-chief, Walter J. Walsh. 

In Dublin the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL recalled McGee to Ireland (Ag 1845) 
where he worked more in the literary and historical field. Meanwhile 
a group of the "Young Ireland Movement" had formed the paper THE 
NATION (0 1842) in Dublin. McGee became a friend of the group and 
wrote many poems for the paper. This relation resulted 3m his being 
dismissed by the FREEMAN’S JOURNAL. Politically he had only slowly 
taken part in the radical way of the group who led to the insurrection 
of I 848 , which failed, as the paper did, too. McGee had to leave 
Ireland, he came the second time to America. 

He arrived in Philadelphia in September and began to publish his 
NATION in New York in October 1848 . It lived not even one year. He 
had high ideals, love for Ireland, was devoted to his Church, generous 
to friends, of moral earnestness; he was a poet, a historian (THE 
HISTORY OF THE IRISH SETTLERS, I 85 O, THE CATHOLIC HISTORY OF NORTH 
AMERICA, 1853, THE HISTORY OF IRELAND, 1863, politically a democrat. 
Invited to re-establish THE NATION in Ireland, was warned, kept back 
in Boston. Here he founded THE AMERICAN CELT (I 85 O- 5 I), moved it to 
Buffalo (1852-53) and returned with this paper to New York City 
(1853-57)• In that year he went to Canada, established there THE NEW 
ERA in Montreal while he contributed to the NEW YORK TABLET to which 
he had sold his CELT. He became interested in the Canadian government, 
was made minister of agriculture ( 1864 ), changed his political con¬ 
viction. in supporting the British, a reason that he was assassinated 
in April 1868. 
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Ireland and her emigrants®" It brought Irish and American news and poetry. 
It was especially interested in the eudcational problems of the emigrants. 
McGee’s own development is important for the story of his papers. When he 
came the second time to America there was no place for him with the existing 
papers, the N.Y.FREEMAN 1 S JOURNAL and the PILOT of Boston worshipped still 
O’Connell; THE IRISH AMERICAN went too far, wanted to separate religion and 
politics; McGee, the houng revolutionary, needed to create a paper of his 
own. It seems he called it first THE NEW YORK NATION, to show it was not 
the one of Dublin, but then, when the Irish "Nation” was forbidden, he 
wanted to show his relations to the Irish paper. This relation made him 
in New York suspect to many, most important to Bishop Hughes of New York. 

He, an Irishman, too, had followed the movements in Ireland with sympathy, 
but was very disappointed by their failure in 1848 . When now McGee blamed 
the Irish clergy for that failure by not having cooperated, Bishop Hughes 
began to write in the FREEMAN’S JOURNAL a series of articles against THE 
NATION and McGee, not only calling him anti-clerical but anti-Catholic, 
warning the Catholics not to buy that paper, that meant killing it. 

McGee had had high aims. He had opened three offices: 151 Fulton St. 
New York, City; 8 Atkinson St., Boston, Mass; 9 South 8th St. Philadelphia, 
Pa. which partly had the purpose to evade the heavy postage toll. He had 
written tender poems of homesickness, he had tried to educate his fellow 
immigrants by his brilliant literary power to catch the readers. Finally, 
there was another reason to give in, to stop his paper. Lynch's IRISH 
AMERICAN (New York, 1849) was too near to his own conviction, was read by 
the people McGee would have wanted as readers. He was called to Dublin to 
refound THE NATION, wanted to take the boat in Boston but saw the danger 
and remained in the States. 

Details: From a copy, seen, we know the paper had 8 pages with 5 columns 

of 12-18 inches, to $ 2 . 50 .

THE NATION [of i860] (0 1860-61) 

This "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper was established in 0 i860 and 
probably lasted only to 1861. A further checking was not possible because 
during 1862/63 no Catholic directories appeared and the one of I 864 did 
not have a list of papers. The AM. CATH. HIST. RESEARCHES of Phil., 
welcomed the paper on N 10 i860: "We have received the four first numbers 
...devoted to the Catholic cause and published at 120 Nassau St. by D.D. 
McCarthy." The CATHOLIC DIRECTORY of 1861 listed it with the not official 
Catholic newspapers, with its publisher and price. 
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Details: only the price of $1.5°»

THE NATIONAL UNION JOURNAL (1889-?) 

This "Catholic:2" society-paper, of unknown frequency, was established 
in 1889? how long it lasted is not known. Middleton who listed it’s 
title with Catholic periodicals in 1893, as a contemporary, did not say 
more. We searched in vain what UNION it might be; it did not fit to any 
of them. It was not reviewed, as far as we could see in other periodicals 
of the time. We do not think Middleton meant THE WEEKLY UNION, the sub¬ 
title of which was "National...Journal;" perhaps it has a relation to our 
item of New Young: CATHOLIC YOUNG MEN'S NATIONAL UNION ADVANCE of which we 
have the doubtful date:(?1893-My 1896-?).

LE NEW YORK-CANADA (Jl 28 1890-F 21 1891) 

This Franco-American "Catholic:3% weekly newspaper, written in Frenbh, 
was established on Jl 28 1890 and lasted until F 21 1891. If Georges. Lemay. 
(a biogr. "sketch see with LE. NATIONAL, Plattsburg,N.Y.) was also the 
founder, we do not know;he is listed as publisher. It is certain that he 

gave the paper its spirit, although the editor is listed W.—H. Pambrun. 

Together they were owners of the paper. Lemay effortlessly wrote articles 
to defend the Canadians and their interests, in a "militant" spirit of 
which Tetrault says it was in reality a struggle against the influence of 

another Canadian paper in New York, the FEUILLE D'ERABLE (q.v.) which 

wanted to unite the Canadians in "peace and tranquility." 

Details: none known, except that 34 numbers were published as a whole.

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NEW YORK CATHOLIC (1879 for 14 weeks) 

This "Catholic: 1c", weekly newspaper was established, in 1879 and coiild 
only exist fourteen weeks because of lack of support. The editor of the 
AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. published one year later a notice favorable 
about this paper;in his magazine. 

"In those fourteen weeks it contained a complete and excellent story, 
much matter of practical use for Catholics, choice information and 
selection from Catholic literature, and perhaps more actual news con¬ 
cerning the Church than was ever before published in one paper during 
the same length of time. The editor has on hand; several hundred copies 
of each issue and will send a set of the paper to anyone sending him 
25 cents in postage stamps. Addresss Eliot Ryder, Cobleskill, 
Schokarie Co 0 , N.Y." 

Probably EliojL Rydejr was that unsuccessful editor. 

Details; published Sundays, with 8 pages of 27x36 inches, the price per 
year $2 o ^>0 o The office in New York was 130 Pulton St.

THE NEW YORK CATHOLIC REGISTER (S 21 1839-D 24 I 840 ) 
it merged into THE N e Y.FREEMAN*S JOURNAL , called then 

THE N.Y.FREEMAN 1 S JOURNAL AND CATHOLIC REGISTER (-1918). 

This "Catholic:lc" (Bishop Dubois gave his approbation), weekly 
newspaper started on S 21 1839 and was published until D 24 1840. After 
merging with the N 0 Y. FREEMAN 11 S JOURNAL its title was added as "AND 
CATHOLIC- RENTER" from Ja 24 I 84 O-JI 4 1918. According to some 
original copies and the complete microfilm of DCU we are sure that the 
title begins with "New York" officially, A picture of Columbus 1 landing 
in America, erecting a cross crowns the first page, its meaning explained 
as "Religion and Patriotism". A clear print shows the exact date. On the 
first page Rev. Ch„ C. Pise, as contributor, begins with an article: 

''Thoughts on religious indifference," followed by a "Letter to an Infidel", 
signed F 0 V 0 , which is the editor's full name* only to be 
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discovered, in the last corner of p.8 (q.v. a biogr. sketch with HABANERO, 
N.Y.), on the first page, also ’’Religious Intelligence of other Countries" 
as a headline, and on p.5 "Our Views on publishing this paper" hy the 
proprietors and publishers Peter^ G_allagher_ and_ John _Di_llon_Smith with 
their office given at 168 Pulton St., opposite St. Paul's church. The 
contents of this announcement is practically the same as a PROSPECTUS, 
which we saw reprinted in U.S.MISCELLANY, Charleston,S. C. (Ag 24 1839)> 
saying: 

"Fifteen years the TRUTH TELLER served the Catholics (of N.Y.) as 
a good paper but it is more political then religious now; therefore a 
more religious paper is necessary. This is exclusively religious. We 
shall avoid personal controversies; simple explanations of the doctrines 
seems to be better, in a plain language...; >•* charity, Catholic 
education, Catholic books will be treated..." 

Varela and other writers of high standing (Rev. Ch.C.Pise, Rev.J.Power, 

Rev.J.A.Schneller) were contributors to the TRUTH TELLER first and had 
later left it. It was to be expected that Valera would treat interesting 
literary and scientific subjects, too. In later numbers of v.l is 
announced that Rev. Power preached in different churches around New York, 
that Bishop Hughes wanted to found a seminary, Catholic books were 
advertised, an obituary of Matthew Carey, Esq. (q.v. with Philadelphia) 
stated that he made an "ample fortune" as printer and publisher, and 
"was engaged in various philantropic exercises." A column was reserved 
for "Sentences of the Fathers." An "eloquent" speech is reprinted, a 
"beautiful extract" given, a continued topic is the "Catholic Bible", or 
a "History of Catholicity in New York". Bishop Hughes writes on "Sir 
Thomas More" (0 11 1839); Rev. Joseph Schneller (q.v. with N.Y.WEEKLY 
REGISTER) will preach in Albany; 16 agents work for the paper; and 
finally on 0 11 1839: 

"THE CATHOLIC OBSERVER died. Its subscribers will receive this paper 
for the period they have paid in advance...". 

That was important for us. The OBSERVER of Rev. Felix Varela existed since 
D 15 1836 and we believed it ended in 1837j this announcement gives us 
the much later end-date: Oct. 1839 and shows Varela's care for its readers. 
In November Varela treats "Protestantism", has a correspondent in Rome for 
sending "Letters", the agents grew to 60, a subtitle to his paper "a 
religious and literary journal" fits well to his intention. Two new book¬ 
stores advertise Catholic books (Owen Phelan and John M'Sweeney) and we 
see an ad by Maximilian Oertel (§.V. KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG in Baltimore, 
New York and Jamaica) who, as a newcomer in New York, wants to give private 
lessons, having "just some leisure hours to teach German, Latin, Greek, 
Hebrew... 6 hours per week: $10.00" (in I 84 O he converted to Catholicism 
and became the Known Catholic journalist). As one can see, the paper has 
not much original matter, but very well chosen reprints. It was successful 
after 6 months. In March or April Bishop Dubois called in a meeting of 
men who were supposed to find means to support the paper so that it might 
be enlarged and improved. The result was only money on loan. Therefore 
with a last effort, after nine months v.l was closed on J1 9 I 84 O, v.2 
begun on J1 16, enlarged from 3 to 4 columns. Meanwhile, on J1 4 the 
N.Y 0 FREEMAN'S JOURNAL was started. Soon rumors went around that the paper 
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would merge with the new paper., This was still denied on D 10 1840 by 
the proprietors of the REGISTER? promising to hold it. However since the 
subscribers probably did not pay their dues the rumor became a fact and 
the last issue appeared on D 24? I 84 O.

pages, 9x11 inches, 3 columns; vol.II enlarged: 4 columns, price always 
$ 3 . 00 ; after 6 months circulating 2000 copies.

THE NEW YORK FREEMAN 8 S JOURNAL (jl 4 I 84 O-D I 840 ) 
merged with N a Y.CATHOLIC REGISTER to 

N.Y.FREEMAN'S JOURNAL AND CATHOLIC REGISTER (Ja 1 I 84 I-JI 1918) 

This paper was Irish and "Catholic:la" (1840-57)** or "lc" then. 
r*It received the approbation of the Diocese of New York on Je 
29 I 84 O, and kept it to Ja 3 1857, was more or less the official 
'■-organ of the diocese or archdiocese ( 1850 ). 

It was a weekly (except in 1853/4 a serai-weekly) newspaper, established 
on Jl 4 1840**, and merged with Fr. Varela's N.Y.CATHOLIC REGISTER 

**The newspaper directories gave in the 80's and 90's as establishing 
date: 1839 which is the one of Varela's paper, or even 1833, the one 
of Rev. Joseph A. Schneller's N.Y.WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY, 
their founders closely connected. 

on Ja 1 1841, appearing as N.Y.FREEMAN’S JOURNAL AND CATH.REGISTER. It 
was interrupted from Ag 24 l86l-Ap 19 1862 during the Civil War, and in 
World War I it was withheld by the postmaster for 13 numbers during Ja 
19 and Jl 4 1918; its last publication was No.4371 of v .78 on Jl 4 1918. 

I First Period ( 1840 - 48 ) 

The founders, proprietors and first editors were Jolm_E_^ and. J_ames_ W. 
Whlte_, Esq., two lawyers, nephews of the Irish novelist Gerald Griffin. 

The publisher was for a short time William E. Fitzgibbon of 150 Fulton St. 
there was also the office of the paper. James W. White was a native of 
Ireland. Both editors hoped for great success but soon felt disappointed, 
being in financial difficulties, though the paper reached rapidly "the 
double circulation of other weeklies" (White on Jl 3 1841 ). In v.l, no.l 
a letter is printed, written by J.W.White, addressed to Very Rev. John 
Power on Je 27 I 84 O:

...my intention to establish an independent newspaper,...an Irish 
and American periodical,,. 8 now enclosing you a PROSPECTUS. •. ,1 adopted 
the title 0 ..familiar to the hearts of Irishmen.».will meet your 
approbation... - ... system of Common School Education...the vital 
importance of reform which you seek (asking for Power's contribution 
to educational questions). 

Answer of John Power, Vicar General of the Diocese of New York,on Je 29 I 84 O: 
o..receipt of PROSPECTUS...warmest approbation...; of your own fitness 
to conduct such a paper, I...convinced...talent,dilligence and integrity 
...(and he promised to write for the paper). 

The merging of the two papers took place. In Ja I 84 I John E. White is not 
mentioned anymore. With I 84 I, on J1 3 also a new office was given at 4 
City Hall Place. On Je 4 1842 James W. White resigned and introduced 
Eugene_A_ 2 _ Casserly* as editor and sold the paper to the publishers Thomas 
*Eugene A. Casserly was the son of Patrick S. Casserly (q.v. N.Y.WEEKLY 
REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY), who did not like his son's decision to 
become an editor of another Catholic paper because he had experienced 
how the TRUTH TELLER'S editor Denman had pushed out his rival, George 
Pepper, out of New York and with his IRISH SHIELD, and he felt the same 
man would now attack his son. Eugene's editorship really became a 
troubled one, so that he had to explain in his paper (Je 4 1842 ) "To 
the Public...that assaults on his private character come to him since 
two years because of a misunderstanding in the family, wherefore he 
had left his father's house"..."that he, if unjustly attacked again, 
would seek the protection of the Law". He returned after D 1844 to 
his practice of law and went in I 85 O to the goldrush in California, 
became there later a Senator, and died in 1883 . 

Walsh and Louis Ende. The young Casserly explained in his paper on Mr 2 
1844 > though unjustly attacked, his intention was to keep the paper on a 
fairly good basis. Nevertheless he left the P.'s J. in D 1844. He was 
followed by Jphn_T._ Devereux_jEsq.from Ja-D 1845® We don't know the latter's 
successor until Je 1846 . Mr. Ende started on J1 26 1045 a collection tour. 

He, as one of the proprietors, left the paper on Ap 4 1846 ; Thomas J. Walsh 
remained from Ap 11 until J1 1 I 846 . In the paper was announced on J1 4 
1846 : "The late proprietors have retired and closed all connections with 

the paper." It was sold on J1 1 1846 to the Bishop of New York, John_Hughes** 

**John Hughes, born in Ireland (1897) of poor parents, came to the 
U.S. as a laborer, gardener, finally became a priest (1826), did pastoral 

work in Philadelphia, foundefc of the CATHOLIC HERALD (1833), helped as 

coadjutor in New York (l838£f„), became Bishop of New York ( 1842 ), and 
Archbishop ( 1850 ). He was most active to hinder the anti-Catholic 
riots, he replied the attacks of the secular papers (TRIBUNE, HERALD). 

As Irishman he belonged to Daniel O'Connell's right wing, esp. after 
the failure of Young Ireland, when he wrote against McGee's NATION 
I 848 / 49 ) in New York . He had favored the F.'s J., brought it since 
1842 under his control, he bought it ( 1846 ), sold it ( 1848 ), made it 
his"official organ" but gave the permission to print it on the paper 
only on Ja 6 1855° He withdrew that title from the F.'s J. on Ja 3 
1857° He was in favor of the founding of the METROPOLITAN RECORD, made 
it in 1859 his official organ, himself being active in writing. He 
was not in good health before he died. 
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who made his secretary, Rev._J^ne_s_Ro_os_evel_t_jBayl_ey_ the editor of it; 
***Rev, James Roosevelt Bayley became Bishop of Newark, and later 
Archbishop of Baltimore,, 

Bishop Hughes wrote himself in v.9 ( 1848 ) his "Letters in reply to Kirwan 
alias Rev. Nichola Murry, DD" We do not know the publisher; the paper 
gives until J1 1848 no names at all, only on 0 9 1847 the change of the 
address to 81 Marion St. Though Fr. Bayley was responsible for the conduct 
of the paper, he himself did little of the writing. Towards the end of 
1846 , or early in 1847 James_ A.__Mc_Mast_er_ began to work for the paper and 
surely became associate-editor before My 1848 , because on that date a 
letter was written (quoted in Kwitchen,p. 65 , n#l62) saying that Fr. 

Bayley admitted most of the work was done by McMaster "who made an 
excellent editor." About the paper’s aim according to its contents the 
PROSPECTUS had given the policy as being: 

..oindependent...interesting to Irishmen...news from every portion 
of the Green Isle, and informations useful to the Immigrants...and 
for American Citizens, also matter of varied character.,.accounts 
of the Catholic Church throughout the globe,..hoping that the columns 
will be enriched by contributions of...learned clergymen... 

In the years around 1843 the paper was filled mostly with literature, 
literary notices. After some years the local and foreign Catholic news 
were collected more and more under the headline "Catholic Register", and 
so practically to 1918. Soon, the Irish news which at first followed 
the literary matter soon overpowered them on the first page; articles 
and editorials were added; reviews of new Catholic publications appeared 
but not regularly; Father Mathews;'lectures on temperance were discussed; 
Special local news of Brooklyn, Albany, Troy, etc. appeared, and of the 
eight pages there were two filled with advertisements. 

Bishop Hughes especially contributed articles on the Public School 
question,!,e. in v.l, no 52 (Je 26 I 84 I) his speech on that theme, still 
as coadjutor, needed almost the complete issue. He, as bishop, brought 
the paper since I 842 slowly under his control, as his "official organ" 
as is said, but this expression is not printed on the masthead of the 
paper before Ja 6 1855 * Fr. Bayley gives the Bishop’s restriction in 
volume seven (Jl 4 1846 ), p,12s 

...the last three to four years published under the sanction of the 
Bishop of New York,..was recognized by him as the official organ of 
the diocese in respect to the ecclesiastical affairs....He acquired... 
to keep aloof from all political partisanship...but a part of the 
subscribers,..about 1000, some for four years, did not pay and have 
almost ruined the paper... 

Bishop Hughes used the paper also for his controversies, i.e. against the 
New York OBSERVER. 


II, McMASTER’S F. ’8 J. (Jl 1 I 848 -D 29 1886) 

When James A. McMaster*, after his experience of about 18 months with 
*James A. McMaster, born in 1820 in Duanesburg,N.Y., of Presbyterian 
parents, Scotch Highlanders, the father a minister of deep and stern 
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piety, made the son study for the ministry in New York. Becoming 
acquainted there with the Catholic doctrine, he converted in 1845 and. 
Became a Redemptorist. Sent to Belgium to study for priesthood, where 
he found Hecker and Walworth, he was advised to become a journalist. 

After a year he returned, married, wrote for some papers, but wanted 
to create a Catholic periodical: AVE MARIA. In Mr 1848 he had received 
the money to do it from the brother of his friend I.Th. Hecker, George, 
but had meanwhile, working with the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL, the opportunity 
to buy this paper from Bishop Hughes, The J1 1 1848 saw him owner and 
editor of it, resident in Brooklyn with valuable friends around him. 

His own zeal for the Church was so great that just that brought him 
sometimes into conflict with Church authorities. He defined the 
dogmas, the priesthood and the ritual with clever and polemical skill; 
he fought for Catholic education in parochial schools; politically he 
was a democrat, a unionist and anti-abolitionist, he was for the 
Constitutions and States' rights; he fought in a militant and un¬ 
compromising way, with much temperament, sarcasm and bitter denunciation, 
not sparing high or low who differed with him, in a style of unlimited 
vocabulary, literary violence, "noisy” (as Brownson judged) and 
eccentric. He was one of the personal journalists, bringing his own 
views, disliking supervision. 

His Irish viewpoint was expressed in his paper: he defended the Irish 
cause, welcomed the immigrants, advocated a society for them, advised 
them to go to the West. He was against an insurrection in Ireland, by 
principle against the Fenian organization though defending the leaders 
as "gallant gentlementand true patriots" (F.'s J., S 12 1863). 

About slavery he said: "though it is an evil it cannot be done away 
with one blow" (F.*sJ., Mr 23 I 85 O). He regarded "abolition as robbery 
of private property (IB., N 28 1863). He wrote violently against the 
Cincinnati CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH of Rev. Purc&ll. He opposed the leaders 
of abolition so much in his editorials that his paper was suppressed 
(l86l/62). His position against Lincoln weakened his hold on the public 
(Egan); he branded the Republicans as noxious and pestilent (F 16 l86l). 

James A. McMaster wrote a touching article (Jl 15 1871) when his wife 
Gertrude had died, the mother of six children; three daughters became 
nuns. His only living son first entered the Redemptorist, but left 
soon and became a sailor, returned home in I 884 to support his ill 
father as travel agent and business associate. His father always has 
worked hard, still in his illness, also tried not to miss a mass every 
day; In 1880 when Maurice F. Egan was called to help him, he always 
felt obliged to soften his style before going to press, McMaster was 
known as a very charitable man. He died on D 29 1886. 
this paper, had purchased it, he knew exactly that he would make it "his" 
paper, expressing his own ideas or interpretations of the Irish problems, 
of politics, even of religion as far as it was possible under the bishop's 
supervision. Bishop Hughes usedithe paper further on as a medium through 
which he threatened the Native Americans, the Know Nothings and instructed

his people how to act if attacked. In so far the F.’s J . was still his 
official organ, but it was not yet officially printed on it. We still 
don’t know the publisher; on the paper's masthead only exceptionally names 
of the staff are printed. The years after 1848 carry McMaster as editor 
and proprietor until Ja 22 1881, when Egan is added as assistant editor. 

About McMaster’s siiyle. Smith ( 1905 ) says } it is "noisy and pompous", also 
"offensive in its defense of orthodoxy, half of the time on the wrong 
side." But the subscriptions increased. The bishop was pleased and 
recommended the F.'S J . Both began in 1849 to attack Young Ireland and 
the bishop even condemned McGee’s NATION in Nev/ York, Tbb-literary 
part of the paper still plays a role, but fewer are the reviews of "New 
Publications". In that time Bishop Hughes had the idea to combine the 
Catholic periodicals of New York. Brownson asked first, refused, McMaster, 
offended, refused, too. Archbishop (since I 85 O) Hughes and McMaster, 
united, took up again the fight for Catholic parish schools; New York City 
had not one in 1848 (Ag 29 1852 in F.'s J .). 

On J1 1 of 1853 McMaster's financial position had become better. He 
asked J_.McLead_Mur£li 2 .*as co-editor and co-proprietor to publish with him 
*J„McLead Murphy had enemies, doubtigg 'his impartiality as an former 
employee of the La Teherantepee Co, In the F.'S J. itself (v.20 J 2 1859) 
appeared a notice about his character, 
the paper daily. A compromise, a semi-weekly became true, or a weekly 
(Thursday) and a Sunday paper for the paper’s v,4> they were announced $2.00 
each or $3.00 both. It was enthusiastically received, was "handsome and 
well printed, greatly improved, enlarged, containing a greater variety of 
religious, scientific and literary matter." It brought a new spirit into 
the editorials. But the experiment failed after only a t . year which brought 
a financial depression in 1854; Murphy left, was replaced by Ih*ank Buggan 
in 1854; for how long? A new address was noted: 20 N William St. in the 
paper of J1 1 1854 5 also saying that: "with this:.number the semi-weekly 
is completed,,.the increase of the expenses was larger than we had 
expected..." The Archbishop wrote in the paper against the abolitionists 
and against Greeley’s TRIBUNE in New York, and finally gave the permission 
to write the following "Official Notice" on N 11 1854* 

"I am authorized by the Most Rev. Archbishop to announce that the 
NEW YORK FREEMAN’S JOURNAL is to be considered as the official organ 
of this diocese and as such it is commended to the clergy and laity."

and more explained: 

...the readers were aware that previous to that date it was conducted 
under the responsible supervision of the Most Rev.Archbishop Hughes... 

If...its course,..should become.injurious to its readers, the Bishop 
would not fail to revoke...his confidence,..the Bishop feeling the same 
interest in its success...solicits...the support which it has received 
hitherto. 

On the masthead of the Ja 6 1855 issue is printed finally: "The Official 
Organ..." McMaster wrote to Rev. James Andrew Corcoran, editor of the 
U.S.CATH.MISCELLANY in Charleston,N.C. that he wanted to have him with the 
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F. 1 s J . (Je 1855: letter in RECORDS OF ACHS no.1,2, in Sr.M.M.Lowraan 1 s 
"James Andrew Corcoran...", but Dr. Corcoran remained faithful to the 
MISCELLANY. 

Suddenly Archbishop Hughes withdrew his approbation on Ja 3 1857* 

The following number brought no comment. McMaster did not feel guilty. He 
had kept away from political parties, has introduced more and more American 
items, 47 agents worked in all States, he had created a juvenile section, 
wrote much about religion, had stated in the number of July in I 856 (a new 
office:151 Fulton St.) that "Regnum Dei et Justitia ejus" was still his 
motto. Now, having lost the Archbishop's favor, in July 1857 he replaced 
the former approbation on the masthead with three quotes about the 
Catholic Press by Pius IX (of I 85 I, 1853 and 1854)> promised to bring the 
Catholic Truth in its fulness and takes Catholic journalism as a kind of 
apostolate s 

"interpreting the harmonies of the Catholic religion and the Institutions 
of the country, maintaining the honor and the rights, and promoting the 
interests of each," 

McMaster had worked hard to attain 10,000 subscribers for his paper, was 
aiming now for 100,000. In 1859 the first time a publisher is printed on 
the paper: Joseph Kiernan, and since J1 2 again a new office: 5 Tryon 
Road. In 1859 the Archbishop encouraged the start of a rival Catholic 
paper in New York, the METROPOLITAN RECORD. 

In i860 McMaster, for the first time, engaged himself in politics, in 
the campaign for the democratic presidency of Buchanan. During the Civil 
War ( 186 I- 65 ), he clearly showed his sympathy for the South, for Bishop 
Lynch and Bishop Perche. Later he criticized the Government's policy so 
much for its military preparations, that he was warned (Ag l86l) and since 
he did not submit after three issues his paper was suspended by the War 
Department, and not published from Ag 24 1861 to Ap 19 1862. He himself 
was arrested, and made prisoner at Fort Lafayette for eight months. From 
that time there exist letters of his publisher Joseph Kiernan to him about 
the business (Kwitchen, p.132), showing that he was also co-proprietor, 
and that he resigned in 1861. McMaster was not brought to trial. After 
his release he was more rebellious then before, his style lacked dignity. 
Major General Banks suppressed the F.'s J .for a short time for its 600 
subscribers in New Orleans. In Ag 1863 the military authorities forbade 
it in Nashville, Tenn .5 Bishop Baltes did the same for his diocese 
Alton as "against faith, morals, and ecclesiastical discipline. That 
wounded McMaster's heart deeply. Only after some months his paper was 
given freedom again. Nobody could doubt McMaster's sincerety but it was 
difficult to follow his conflicting principles. His volume 25 ( 1864 / 65 ) 
is almost completely political. From this viewpoint he also began to 
write against Brownson's Q UARTERLY REVIEW (Jl 23 1864)j to have 

fallen off, a good deal, from the purity of style...(the Review) has 
been kept before the public only by the good natured few....Mr. 

Brownson has always been a writer of other mBn's ideas (two columns 
are filled with such aggressive statements, also later, i.e. D 30 
1865 and ff.) 
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McMaster made much propaganda for his own paper, that its price would he 
$4*00, hut he gives it "from now, for three months till after the November 
election, for $1.00, to have a wider circulation. On F 18 1865 a new 
office was announced: 7 Beckman St. On I) 2 I 865 McMaster gave "An Address 
of the N.Y.FREEMAN’S JOURNAL to its Friends for the Year 1866: 

(The paper) devoted to the maintenance of our American institutions 
and of our traditional liberties, sustaining the right of every 
organized community of Freemen to its own local self government.•• 
Principles are unchangeable. The unhappy war is over. New duties 
devolve on us... 

With that McMaster returned to his old principles, still to a large 
degree politically minded, building up after the war, but more coming back 
to religious topics in the following years. On My 6 I 87 I he had moved to 
27 Barclay St. 

Again we don’t know the paper's publisher. We found the name of 
G.F.Phelan, who died in l877> having been once connected with the paper. 

Was he a manager or publisher, and when? The F.’s J. 's influence was 
declining because the public attitude had changed. "News” was the most 
wanted item, not the personal opinion of an editor. Therefore McMaster 
agreed to put "new blood into the old FREEMAN" and to add Maurice F. Egan* 
as an associate editor to his staff (1880). 

*Maurice Francis Egan, born in 1852 in Philadelphia, of Irish parents, 
well educated in a Catholic college and at different universities, 
lived a life within the best society in Philadelphia and New York, 

Writing and versifying was easy for him which made him welcome in 
journalistic and artistic groups and brought him slowly to a journal¬ 
istic and artistic groups and brought him slowly to a journalistic 
career. From his book: RECOLLECTION OF A HAPPY LIFE (N.Y., 1924) one 
cannot take exact dates, nor be sure of the completeness of happen¬ 
ings in his life; it is a "causerie." Therefore we have to rely also 
on other sources. We know that he first wrote for different papers 
in Philadelphia, particularly for the LEDGER, where he did a part of 
an editor's work. When he went in 1878 to New York for social reasons 
he became a friend of I.Th, Hecker, from whose CATHOLIC WORLD be 
believed to have created an "Americanism" adjusting the Catholic Church 
to her new country; he made the acquaintance of McMaster and his 
FREEDMAN'S JOURNAL, of Charles A. Dana and his New York SUN, of Mrs. 
Sadlier, Dr. Huntington, Dr. Brownson. He saw the American Catholic 
Literature developing. He was "connected" with McGEE’s ILLUSTRATED 
WEEKLY (Ap 1878 -about Mr 1879 )> he did similar work for the Guardian 
Angel (in which M.I.J.Griffin had published "a first little composition" 
of the sixteen year old Egan) in Philadelphia, he became around i860 
assistant-editor of Hickey's CATHOLIC REVIEW. He married in that time 
and began to live in Brooklyn, "Shortly after" he became associate- 
editor of McMaster's F.'s J . (Ja 1881)and began a double life: in the 
office at Barclay St. as editor and with his friends of the secular 
and literary CENTURY MAGAZINE. He also contributed to other publications, 
editorials, poems (discribing pictures) etc. to the SUN, the NORTH 
AMERICAN REVIEW, wrote book reviews to the N.Y.TIMES, conducted for a 
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year or two the BULLETIN of the HARPER’S MAGAZINE, also sent a monthly 
contribution to the CATHOLIC WORLD, even something to THE POOR SOUL’S 
ADVOCATE, Evansville, Ind. on Ap 2 1891. Meanwhile McMaster had died 
in 1886, Egan felt obliged to stay with the F.'s J ., took over the 
editorship and half of the proprietorship until S 1888. He left and 
went to Notre Dame University in Indiana as professor of English to 
1896, to Catholic University in Washington,D.C. to 1907; he went to 
Denmark as an American minister but resigned because of ill health in 
1918. Back in the States he lectured, made new friends, wrote and 
published many poems, articles, wrote books until he died in Brooklyn 
on Ja 15 1924. 

Egan began only early in l$8l, appeared added to McMaster's name on 
the masthead of the paper on Ja 22 1881. As a translater and writer of 
ecclesiastical news items (Kwitchen,p.95) Mark F. Vallette* contributed. 

*Mark F. Vallette, born in Basle in 1839 of French parents, came at 
an early age to the U. S. Interested in journalism he worked in: a 
printing office as a boy. At eighteen he already founded, published 
and edited a magazine, THE SODALIST’S COMPANION (q.v.) in Westchester, 

Pa. There he developed also his aptitude as a writer. In 1867 he became 
editor and manager of Philadelphia’s CATHOLIC STANDARD, then in 1872 
editor of Philadelphia's CATHOLIC HERALD, while he contributed to the 
CATHOLIC RECORD of that city in the same time. In 1874 he worked at a 
spbdISI assignment in Neto York and was for^aVbrlef time (l88o/8l) 
associated with the N, Y.FREEMAN’S JOURNAL; he also was busy as a 
public school educator, helped and then succeeded John Gilmary Shea 
at THE CATHOLIC NEWS of New York between 1889 to at least 1892, when 
Shea died. With Shea he also had been connected in work for the U.S* 
CATH.HISTORICAL MAGAZINE as a contributor. In 1899 he became one of 
the editorial committee of the HISTORICAL RECORDS AND STUDIES of that 
Society. In Brooklyn he had been the organizer of the Long Island 
Cath. Historical Society (1893), which was incorporated in 1894; of the 
RECORDS Vallette was assistant editor to Fr. White. We were not able 
to determine when and where he died. 

Egan's "brilliant and attractive style gave a spicy flavor" to the F.'s J . 

For him, working with McMaster, had not been an easy task; he felt much 
handicapped by the eccentricities resulted by the latter's bad physical 
condition. So he says in his RECOLLECTIONS OF A HAPPY LIFE: 

McMaster was my chief. He was the terror of amateur theologians and 
the censor of all theologians...he is seriously ill...Major Keily 
(friend of McM.) represented the Chief.... Throughout the country 
the F.’s J. was regarded as the organ of the Archbishop. This was 
groundless as the CATHOLIC REVIEW of Mr. Hickey had his full 
confidence. 

During his illness, McMaster’s son, John Alphonsus, helped him. Since 
l8841he'ahted- As ’travdl ag^nt Ea£t of the Mississippi, and at home as 
business associate, which means probably to John J. Gallagher who seems 
to have been business manager around 1884-86. The office had moved in Mr 
I 885 to 45 Warren St.; no publisher's name is on the masthead, but "all 
communications" had to be sent to the Journal. In 1886 the contemporary 
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paper, THE IRISH WORLD, has changed for a short time from a weekly to a 
daily. We suspect its owners, the Fords, tried to use the weakness of the 
F.*s J . to win over their subscribers; they had no success, it seems. 

In October 1886 McMaster was forced to remain in bed and he died in 
Brooklyn on D 29 1886. 

The issues of v.47* January 1887 announce his death on Ja 8; and that 
the paper will keep up the late editor's principles, also on Ja 15 and on 
Ja 22 that John D. Keiley, Esq. was legally appointed administrator of the 
estate of James A. McMaster on Ja 12 1887. That was printed on the mast¬ 
head until F 18 1888, the end of v. 48 . These January issues of I 887 
bring many expressions of sympathy from important persons, the press, and 
friends. McMaster's name on the masthead in from Ja 22 to F 12 was then 
replaced by a note, begging the readers to pray for the soul of the late 
editor and proprietor. ^ j. 

III. LAST PERIOD (Mr 3 1887 to 1918) 

Maurice F. Egan originally had intended only to stay with the journal 
to help his friend McMaster and to resign after his death, but the circum¬ 
stances were so that he remained. The paper had to fight during the last 
years a desperate financial struggle. John Alphonsus McMaster whose 
behavior was disapproved by his father, had now become the owner. Egan 
took over half of the proprietorship. He was in control of the paper as 
editor-in-chief; the office remained at 45 Warren St.. This change was 
officially announced not in v .48 only on F 25 1888, in v.49? no^l by the 
administrator John D. Keiley, Jr., stating also that McMaster's son was 
the business manager, under Egan's direction the paper became more literary 
a Family Circle was added. Because Egan wanted to accept the offer of 
Notre Dame University to be Professor of English, he used the opportunity 
to propose to sell the paper (S 1888). His name was printed the la&t time 
on the masthead on Ag 25 1888. In September no name was printed there. 

The F. *s J . had passed into the hands of the_ Ford__jfamily_ (q.v. a biogr. 
sketch with IRISH WORLD, N.Y.) Austin E. and Robert L. Ford had purchased 
the paper and on 0 9 1888 their names appeared on the masthead as owners 
and editors. In 1894 they invited Rev._Louis A^_ Lambert^ to be editor-in- 
*Louis A. Lambert, born in Pennsylvania (T835T> became a priest in 
St. Louis (l859)> was a missionary in Illinois, a chaplain during the 
War, then pastor in Waterloo, N.Y. where he created a paper, CATHOLIC 
TIMES (q.v.) in l877> which was transferred to Rochester,N.Y. in 1880, 
and in 1888 merged into the CATHOLIC UNION of Buffalo which became 
CATH. UNION AND TIMES. He became pastor of Scottsville, N.Y. - In D 
3 1892 he founded in Philadelphia another CATHOLIC TIMES (q.v.) which 
existed in N 1895* He had left it earlier to assume charge of the 
N.Y.FREEMAN'S JOURNAL in 1894 and "brought the readers under the 
spell of his pen" (out of Bishop McFaul's Obituary). His life was a 
combination of mental gifts and kindliness of spirit, a knowledge of 
human character, full of sympathy with all classes, of sincerity and 
conviction. He had become known as author of Notes on Ingersol 
(INQERSOLL'S CHRISTMAS SERMON, Akron, Ohio, 1898 ). He died peacefully 
on S 24 1910. 
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chief. The paper at that time was described as "a model of decorum, well 
printed, edited by the clever and capable Fr. Lambert" (Smith, p.522). The 
FJt J. provided much for his literary gifts. He was one of the great conver- 
sionalists of his time, "clear as crystal, separating falsehood from truth," 
as seen in his covered attacks against Bishop McQuaid, written between 
1890-95* Besides him worked a manager in the office (around 1903: 48 Park 
Place; about 1906 ff.: 13 Barclay St.) one of the Ford family, in 1906 only 
named as A. Brendan Ford, who became the editor-in-chief after Father Lambert's 
death on S 24 1910 (his name appears on the paper the last time on 0 1 1910). 

A.Brendan Ford remained the editor to the paper's end in 1918 with a new 

office: 27 Barclay St., but on the paper he signs only as publisher. 

Through him the F.'s J . became a more illustrated paper, including a 

cartoon, a Woman's Page, etc. 

During the First World War the paper had adopted an anti-war policy, 
an anti-English and pro-German attitude, which brought the paper into a 
difficult situation when the U.S. became involved. On Ja 5 1918 the 
paper published opinions of its readers praising the F U J . for its courage 
as champion of the truth, for its political stand, being broadminded, 
fearless, etc. Therefore the issues of Ja 19 and 26 were withheld (F 2) 
for a week; Ap 27 brought the announcement of a "Monster Meeting for the 
Irish Republic" with the result: My 4 faas withheld; "Washington out- 
Heroding Herod in its autocracy", etc.: J1 4 1918 was forbidden; about 
that period the paper with its motto since long years: "Veritas liberabit 
vos" had to tell its readers: 

"Thirteen of the issues were not reaching the subscribers...As we 
can neither...retract nor compromise the truth...we will not issue 
the Freeman's Journal until we can speak as Americans, as Christians, 
as men." 

That was the end of the paper which had at its peak a national reputation, 
a powerful influence and large circulation. It had played an important 
role in Catholic affairs, was a thoroughly reliable Catholic family paper, 
and was after the BOSTON PILOT and the NEW YORK TABLET the most read paper 
in the North.

Details: published Saturdays in 1840, Thursdays about I 85 O, with v.14 a 
semi-weekly: Sun. & Thurs. (Jl 1 1853-Je I 854 ); again weekly: Saturdays. 
Always 8 pages of 3 columns, 4,5, and 6 in 1840 , 1849, 1886 and 1908 to its 
end. Its size 114x16 ( 1840)5 124x18 ( 1841 ), 13x184 (1849), 1.6x204- ( 1850 ), 
16x224 (1853/4), 16x23 (1854 ff.), 18x24 (18x24), smaller: 164x24 (1908 to 
1918). Its price began with $2.00, $2.50 in 1845; the semi-weekly $3.00, 
or the Sunday or weekly edition separated each $2.00; in 1854 ff. the 
weekly $3.00, $2.50 1908 ff. to the end. Only in the nineties did the 
paper slowly become illustrated, more from 1910 ff. Its circulation began 
with less than 300 in 1840 , rapidly increasing up to 1849 , in 1853/4: 10,000, 
lost during the Civil War, after it slowly up to 15_,000 in 1881* to 2 1.750 
in 1886; lost again around 1891-95* some directories - give only 12 , 500 , but 
advertisements of the paper speak of 52,000 copies. The paper was sometimes 
numbered irregularly, also had different new series, but had kept the 
volume numbers from 1-78; the last continuously numbered issue was: no.4371 
in Jl 4 1918.

SUNDAY TABLET as edition (Ap 1883-); indep. (1892 or 93-1865/6.) 

This Irish (1882+ more Irish) "Catholio*.l/(it received the archbishop's 
approval in N 1868,becoming "la" until 1882), a weekly newspaper which was 
established on Je 6 1857. It was a well guided paper to 1882, changed on 
F 17 1882 to a new management, and started an additional SUNDAY TABLET in 
Ap 1883. The old NEW YORK TABLET went out of existance in 1892 or 93, but 
the SUNDAY TABLET went on to 1895/6. The CATHOLIC NEWS of New York, in 
its 75th Anniversary Number (N 25 1961) only listed THE TABLET as one of 
the older Catholic papers. The exact end-date is not known; the latest 
preserved copy is the one of My 6 1882; Smith ( 1905 ) says (p.522): "it 
died at some date after 1890".

There was first published a PROSPECTUS in which was explained that 
Thomas D'Arcy McGee's AMERICAN CELT (q.v. Boston I 85 O-,Buffalo I 852 / 3 , 

New York City Je 1853-57) was bought by the publishing house D._and__J_j_ 
Sadlier_ & Co._* gives also the editor Bernard Doran Killi_arr** who 

*The Sadliers were a noted Catholic family, a cultured and literary- 
minded group; as publishers they had sent out a variety of publications, 
bringing the Catholic book-publishing to a remarkable heights (see also 
note with Sadlier's Catholic Almanac). 

** He had been in Buffalo as co-editor of Th, D'Arcy McGee with the 
latter’s AMERICAN CELT from Je l852-My 1853 and had founded in 
Buffalo, after McGee had left with his paper for New York, the 
BUFFALO SENTINEL, but remained with it only in the year 1853-54. 
promised good contributors for tales, articles and sketches. Before 
McGee the main writer was Mrs_._Jam es_(or_Anna_ T.^Sadlier^** 

**she, born in Ireland (1820*7, was a fiction writer, her first works 
published in London; she married in Canada James Sadlier; both moved 
to New York in i860. When he died in I 869 she returned to Canada, 
where she died in 1903. She was a gifted author of pleasant, 
delightful tales, also a translator. Her themes were mostly taken 
from her surroundings: school questions, poor children, immigration 
problems; she wrote about 60 books. 

The publishers wrote in the PROSPECTUS: 

We hope of the continued patronage of the CELT'S subscribers...we 
will be in politics non-partisan, in social questions courteous, 
opposed State charities, resist State interference, be devoted to 
the interest of the immigrants, we will be a pleasing and instructive 
family visitor^ (Besides Mrs. Sadlier) we will have as contributors 
Dr. Mcllhevan with his story on the Saxons, McGee with the Irish 
Brigade in France; we have a correspondent in Paris. 

From Mrs. Sadlier we found in the paper stories and sketches, between 3 and 
16 pages long, but also "Latest Irish News", "Foreign and domestic News", 
"Catholic Intelligence", "Scenes at Home and Abroad". Killian, the editor, 
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treated in his columns, educational, literary and historical topics, etc. 
This scheme remained to 1882. The paper was well received as letters 
show: "it is a journal of civilization", "impressive", written hy a "well 
skilled editor", "overflowing with rich and original thought", "handsomely 
printed on fine paper". More and more travelling agents are announced 
in the East and West and in Canada, even somewhat to the South. The 
Cincinnati CATH. TELEGRAPH of Ag 28 1857 wrote that the Sadliers had 
thought over the problem of a Catholic daily hut did not yet dare it. In 
Ag 1857 the NYT began a biography of Cardinal de Berulle; for 1858 more 
literary subjects are promised, discussions with more freedom. In Ap 
1858 a Protestant paper had judged the NYT. 

"...a large beautiful and talented paper under Catholic auspieces, 
the tone of high order, the whole is attached to the cause of the 
Church, its opinions are respectful to Protestants." 

Prom Je 1858 onward for a certain time a music sheet brings Irish songs. 
Dublin and London correspondents communicate news. On Je 4 1859j with 
v.3, the paper looks back and states being "in the first rank among 
Catholic journals, not inferior to the best secular weeklies in literary 
elegance and general comprehensiveness." McGee's "Popular History of 
Ireland" is continued; with v.4 a story: "Rosemary" by J.V.Huntington 
begins. The editor states "getting steady and flattery recognition... 
nearly 19,000 regular subscribers and a large sale through agents". 

Somewhat after i860 Martin I.J.Griffin from Philadelphia (q.v. there: 

ANGEL GUARDIAN), as a young man, was a correspondent to the NYT. In 
1861 "Bessy Conway" was a new story by Mrs. Sadlier. During the War 
the paper became more political; but the Catholic interests are kept, 
special correspondents of all dioceses bring successively the history 
of all dioceses. In S 1861 the publishers write (not Killian, the editor) 
an explanation that the paper promised to be non-political but that the 
editor (Killian’s name is not given) had to be reminded - by all credit 
for his ability, honesty of purpose - not to introduce politics: "we 
want to live in peace with the South...but since the harm is done, we 
stand by the government in defense of the Union". We suppose (in the 
paper itself the editor was never named directly) that was the end of 
Killian's editorship in 1861, and we suppose that was the "once" when 
Mrs. Sadlier, had been the editor, substituting until J.V.Huntington 
took over, who had b&en. already a contributor (q.v. a biogr. sketch with 
the LEADER, St. Louis, or with METROPOLITAN of 1853, Baltimore). In 
that time of changes, certainly during the War, Lawrence Kehoe (q.v. a 
biogr. sketch with CATHOLIC WORLD and ILLUSTR. CATH. FAMILY ALMANAC, N.Y) 
became a contributor. Huntington stressed in v.6 (Je 1862-) the qualities 
of the paper: Catholic and literary, also to keep: 

the Irish interest in view as far as possible...opposed to all attempts 
at revolutionizing people at the expense of religion. Daring the 
unhappy Civil War by loss of the Southern friends our circulation 
almost was made up by new ones. 

An advertisement in Reiter:SCHEM.( 1869 ) claims: 

The Tablet is admitted by all to be the best and most independent 
Catholic paper in America...the approbation by our archbishop... 
his approval...as a safe and structive family journal. 



This approval was given on Nov 1868. The LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER writes: 
With excellent contents and quiet and tactful behavior by Sadlier 
it is to rate higher than the PILOT, but not so far reaching, only 
25,000 subscribers; more scientific and read more by the clergy and 
educated Catholics in the North of America (1869) or 

...after the PILOT, and with the FREEMAN'S JOURNAL the mostly read 
paper in the North (l8'73)« 

"The NYT of last week concluded a very able series of twelve articles: 
Irish Nationalism Morally and Politically considered",...to be admired 
(AVE MARIA, Indiana, on Ag 2 1879). 

Certainly the NYT's publishers had found able editors and contributors. 

Of the latter are not yet named the former editor of the TRUTH TELLER, 
William Denman, Dr. Henry J. Anderson, a professor of Columbia, also 
Orestes Brownson. Smith ( 1905 ) praised the NYT as having done "a good 
service for a quarter of a century...when it pefeed away with v.25(l88l/82)" 
For him the continuation of the paper without the Sadliers seems not to 
count anymore. 


II 

The paper's second period (F 17 1882+) begins after the Sadliers had 
sold it to Michael. Kervin (or Kerwin, Sherwin, Kirvin) and to Ma^or D.F. 
£onyngham; this we know from an advertisement, in Alden (1883, p„532y 
which also shows a reproduction of the first issue's title page. 

Conyngham, who before was ( 1876 -) with the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT,N.Y.(q.v. more 
about him), was a well known citizen, prominent in the Irish national 
movements; already on Ap 14 1883 the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind. wrote that 
he had died. Kirvin then became sole proprietor, also editor, his business 
manager was Jph_n_CjL_iff_ord i . In this period the SUNDAY TABLET was created, 
especially for the city itself, besides a Tuesday paper for the nation-wide 
circulation. Only Dauchy's and Remington's newspaper directories list the 
Sunday paper after 1893 to 1895? reap. 1896 . Alden advertised in 1882/83: 
...latest news from Ireland, also (see Catholic news after the Irish) 
the latest Roman Intelligence.„.national, Catholic and independent, 
for the benefit of local circulation (besides Tuesday) Sundays. 0 . 
signed D.P. Conyngham, editor-. 

We have no details at all up to 1.895/6, only that the newspaper directories 
list the NYT to 1893, the SUNDAY TABLET to 1895> 96; no holdings after 1882 

Details: From 1857-81/2 it was a weekly, published Saturdays; then to 
1892/3 it was a semi-weekly, i.e. a Tuesday paper for the nation-wide 
circulation and a Sunday-paper for the city; only this SUNDAY TABLET 
survived without signs left. The non-partisan, independent family paper 
became 1882 ff. Irish and at least in 1.890 ff. outspoken Republican. It 
had always 16 pages with 4 columns first and 5 in "the second period. It 
began with a size of 15 x 22 inches, changed about 1868 to 33x45 for some 
years, with the price raised from $ 2 . 50 , and $3.00, to $4.00, even $5.00 fo 
that enormous size. It was not until m 1876 when the 13-18 size came that 
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its price could be lowered to S3.00, again* wavering between S4.00 and $ 2.50 
$2.00 when the paper became smaller! 11x17 ( 1890 ) or 10x15 (1892). That 
price probably covered both the Sunday and the weekly edition. The NYT 
achieved publishing 25 volumes in the first period, came to volume 36 until 
I 892 / 3 , and probably added still one or two volumes until 1895/6.

NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY (0 4 1833-Ag 1835) 

CATHOLIC DIARY (Ag 22 1835-0 29 1836). 

This,to .aic&rtain degree '’Irish' 1 , "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper was 
created on 0 5 1833 with the double title and published until Ag 1835, 
when it was shortly interrupted by a fire in the office. It continued on 
Ag 22 1835, now as CATHOLIC DIARY, or NEW YORK CATHOLIC DIARY, as it is 
printed on the top of the pages 2-16; it had changed the address from 29 
Ann St. to 8 William St., and had to do so after another fire in D 1835, 
to 10 City Hall Place where the paper was published from Ja 16 1836 to 
0 29 (not 28 as Foik has it) 1836 . Officially it was edited and published 
by an/Association of Members of the Catholic Church of New York. In 
reality it was edited and managed by Rev. Joseph A. Schneller* who was the 
editor-in-chief and the special editor for the religious section; 

*Rev. Joseph A. Schneller, born in Austria, came young to America, was 
ordained in New York (1827), sent to St. Mary's Church in Albany,N.Y., 
was transferred to St. Peter's, New York ( 1828 ), and other churches 
in the city, was an assistant of Rev. T.C.Levins when he was at St. 
James' (1835-37), and edited the NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC 
DIARY (1833-36). He became pastor of St. Mary's in Albany ( 1838 - 46 ), 
then of St. Paul's, Brooklyn, N.Y., until he died in 1862. - He was 
somewhat eccentric, vigorous, but pious. He had defended the Church 
in the times of the riots; he was engaged in some controversies 
(Dr. Campbell and Dr. Sprague), see also with TRUTH TELLER, N.Y. 
his name was not printed on the paper before Ag 29 1835. Rev._Jaroes 
0/Donnell_, OSA (cousin of Rev. Nicholas O'Donnell of the CATHOLIC HERALD, 
Phil.) was his assistant. Rev._Thomas_ £._L^vins. (q.v. biogr. sketch with 






THE GREEN BANNER,N.Yo , 1835-37) was an assistant-editor, too, from 0 1834- 
jl 1835 . The editor of the secular department was in the hands of Patrick 
S. Casserly***. One of the contributors was Rev 0 _Fe > lix_Vare_la_****Xnoted as 
***Patrick Sarsfield Casserly came from Ireland in 1824 and was first 
contributor to THE TRUTH TELLER before 1833» He was a classical 
schoolmaster and principal of the Chrestomatic Institute in New York> 

43 Henry St„, often advertised in Irish papers, e.g. in IRISH REPUBLICAN 
SHIELD, Ag 18, I. 832 , for English, Business and Classic courses. He 
was a good journalist for the NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC 
DIARY’s secular department. His son Eugene became a journalist, too, 
with the early FREEMAN’S JOURNAL (q.v.). 

****Rev. Felix Varela (q„v. a biograph. sketch with EL HABANERO, Phila. 
and New York), 

such by Bishop Bailey), One also can check his signed articles. The 
paper’s printer was James Kelly who informed the readers in vJ no 12, 
p e l83, that he introduced a new type. In v.4 no 16 (Jl 18 1835) be is 
given in the paper as publisher also. In the issue of Ag 29 1835 we 
saw the first time clearly: '’all communications to Rev. J.A„Schneller; 
all letters of business...to James Kelly, printer and publisher. Some 
of our dates differ from the ones given by Folk; ours are from the original 
copies. 

The paper was founded as a rival to THE TRUTH TELLER,N.Y.(q.v„) which 
through its editor William Denman had lost its good reputation as a 
Catholic paper with the result that its best contributors left it around 
1833® Because of this, one of them, Rev.J.A.Schneller had the idea to 
establish "a purely Catholic paper". MottsMAG.I, p.373 calls it CATHOLIC 
PRESS, or Foik copied it from the first PROSPECTUS, published earlier 
than the paper: N.Y.PRESS AND WEEKLY ORTHODOX JOURNAL, or still more 
complete the word "Catholic" after "and" as the contemporary CATHOLIC 
HERALD, Phil, had copied it (0 3 1833)j P®159> with a long notice about 
contents and appearance. That complete title we saw ourselves in RACHS, 
1918,p.340-43) where that Prospectus is reprinted. Why the title was 
changed in the last minute, we do not know. It is not explained in the 
final PROSPECTUS. In the paper itself, its particular aim is given; to 
help the many immigrants, (40,000 Irish were in that time in New York), 
to have "a medium of information and instruction", that it will have a 
religious department "to edify and confirm the Catholics or inform and 
enlighten the Protestants" - and a secular section for instruction and 
amusement. In politics it plans to give a. faithful synopsis of events, 
in literature, a selection of the most eminent foreign and domestic 
works, in history and in morals a view of distinguished personages. In 
Sympathy for the oppressed people in Ireland, the new movement of David 
O'Connell will be closely followed. The "Address to the Readers" 
specifies: the religious sections 1CathoIicism is compatible with Civil 
and Religious Rights. 2. a clear exposition of the Catholic doctrines, 

3* religious controversional articles for the misguided Protestants and 
to check virulence of fanatics!the false nun-stories sold up to 20,000 
copies), 4® the Catholic Church in the World, 
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The paper was well received: volume 1, no.12 (pj.83) reprints different 
appraisals: "...neatly printed on fine double medium paper of 16 pages," 
or "with much ability..." or "...began under the most courageous auspieces, 
elegantly printed...our patriotic and classical friend P.S.Casserly,Esq., 
a gifted gentleman who has attained a lofty eminence in the world of 
letters by his spiritual translations of Longinus...(George Pepper of the 
IRISH SHIELD,N.Y. & Phil.). 

Each number began in the first volume with a short table of contents. 

It realized its aims. It brought articles instructing and explaining the 
Catholic Faith, mostly in series. To that: pastoral letters, conversions, 
the spirit of Protestant and other journals, the Catholic missions, 
antiquity of the Catholic doctrine (Varela), "Memoirs of Bishop Cheverus, 
Boston"; Father 0*'Leary (1834) reviewed the current controversies; he is 
introduced "a scholar and theologian, everything what comes from his pen 
is truly a masterpiece." In v.l, p.32;a column with stories and fun for 
little boys and girls was announced: the writer signed "Polite instructor". 
However, after some weeks it only brought "Conduct at school, in company, 
in Church" and forgot the promised fun. In the middle of the paper the 
Irish-English affairs were treated, 2-3 pages, also essays like "Antiquity 
of Irish Music", many biographical sketches, not lacking poems. Besides 
the Propaganda College in Rome, the Laurel Hill College near Philadelphia 
and Mt. St. Mary's, Emmittsburg, Md. were announced. Foreign and local 
news followed, household tricks, weddings, obituaries. "Critical Notices" 
reviewed secular magazines regularly, in v.l, p.407 respect was paid to 
Matthew Carey, Esq. of Philadelphia, who had died, (S 27 1834)• "New 
Publications" were praised or criticized from time to time. From Catholic 
book sellers there regularly came lists of books, first of the "Catholic 
publisher" John Doyle, then of James Ryan in My 1834,and in 1834 of Owen 
Phelan; Doyle, a short time after having a new address:12 Liberty St., 
ceased to bring his Catholic book-list in 1835* In 1834>P*88 of v.l F. 
Lucas, Jr. in Baltimore had announced THE 0RD0; later it was brought in 
the WEEKLY REGISTER in portions. Also James Myres, Baltimore offered 
occasionally special books for sale, even John King from Charleston, the 
agent of Bishop England, and from Washington,D.C. it was John McGuigan. 
Seventy-three agents worked for the N.Y.WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC 
DIARY. The paper had a growing number of patrons, nevertheless had to 
struggle financially. It had become "a useful intelligent journal, an 
able and temperate advocate of civil and religious freedom,..connected 
with literature, sciences and art...friendly to the children of the 
Emerald Isle". The fire in December 1835 did much damage, so that Rev. 
Schneller offered his paper to the CATHOLIC HERALD in Philadelphia, but a 
sale did not take place. Schneller continued on in Ja 1836, with friends 

helping him. But his health failed and he was forced to announce the end 

of the paper on S 17 1836: "...on Saturday 28 of the next month when the 

sixth volume will be completed, the N.Y.C.D.will cease to appear. The 

paper will be incorporated in our respected Philadelphia CATHOLIC HERALD 
whose superior excellence is universally acknowledged. The names of our 
subscribers will be transmitted to that office..." The paper fulfilled 
its promises with prudence. Rev. Schneller died in 1862. 
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Details: The appearance of the paper was praised different times; the 

COURIER AND ENQUIRER,N,Y. said of it: "The mechanical arrangement is 
extremely neat." It was always published Saturdays, had 16 (only a short 
time in v.4: 8) pages, 9x12 inches on hound volumes, its price always 
$4.00. The six completed volumes were semi-annual: beginning in October 
and April, had an index in each volume and one index for the first four 
volumes and one after v. six.

NEW YORKER SION; BOTE fUr STADT UND LAND (ja - Mr 20? I 85 O) 

This German "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper, written in German, was 
started with "some sample copies" in Ag 1847 under the first title given 
above. With Ja I 85 O the second title was chosen and by an incident the 
paper ended in Mr 20? I 85 O. Its founder and editor (publisher not known) 
was Professor_ Louis_ V 8 gele*. From two Catholic papers: N.Y.F.'s J. and KKz 
(full title see with Sources) the latter written by Oertel, notes were 
taken, which were given to us. 

*(partly from Kenkel, partly from Oertel) Louis V8gele was born in 
the Palatinate, had studied in the universities of Erlangen and 
Heidelberg, became a Protestant minister ( 184 O-), had leanings towards 
Catholicism, lost his job (Jl 23 1848 ), went to Baltimore (Jl 1949)> 
to New York City and founded the paper. 

KKz (S 6 1849)..."s ome sample numbers appeared...Prof. V8gele is the right 
man, New York the right city;" Oertel would like to replace his 
expression "Christian" by "Catholic". 

NYF.*sJ. (N 10 1849) "This interesting Cath. paper...has prospect of success 
...The Rev. German Clergy will do good in recommending it...the editor 
is a man of capacity and of excellent principles, will soon be able to 
give the earliest and fullest intelligence of Catholic matter." 
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NYF.'s J.(still first title) (D 22 1849)•••important improvements in the 
material, also enlarged...its increasing success may he considered as 
a fixed fact. The editor is too unskilled to get the paper before 
the public,,..a good and true Catholic,...$2.00. 

KKz(second title) (Mr 28 1850): "On Mr 23 Prof. Vtfgele was arrested and 
imprisoned, unable to pay the bond of $5>000. Prince Metternich of 
' Austria had acdused him because he had 1 cdlled Aheuprince a'murderer 
(in the German March revolution). 

That was the sad end of the SION. 

Details: "small", "enlarged"; price $2.00.

NEW YORKER PRESSE (Je 23 1873-1877), a daily 

with a SONNTAGSBLATT + a WOCHENBLATT PER NEW YORKER PRESSE 

This German "Catholic:3", daily newspaper with a Sunday and a weekly 
edition, written in German, was established on Je 23 1873; the last known 
preserved copy is of S 29 I 876 , but Timpe, an expert on German papers 
gives the end-date as 1877* The DGU copies (1873-S 1876 ) seem to be lost. 
Timpe also gives as founder of the daily RevJJ.A^ ^chwenninger (q.v. a biogr. 
sketch with KATH0LISCHES VOLKSBLATT, N,Y.y, as he had been before the 
founder of the BR00KLYNER PRESSE, a daily, too, in I 869 which had failed in 
D? 1872.* 

Since Schwenninger lived in Cincinnati being there a pastor, he had been 
there editor of the WAHRHEITS-FREUND (0 3 1866-J1 6 I 870 ), had started 
there DER VEREINSBOTE, with which he moved in Ag 1875 to New York. 
Besides contributing to the daily, he edited it in I 876 . But the 
VEREINSBOTE and the PRESSE went out of existence in 1877, and already 
in 1878 he began a new paper in New York: KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT (q.v.) 

■ Enzlbepger, in LITERARISCHE HANDWEISER of 1873, writes: "The most 
important event of the newspaper business is that finally New York got its 
Catholic daily," It was published by the German Press Society of New 
York, editor was Anton Eickhoff, which is stated in his book, IN. DER NE13EN 
HEIMATH,p.5, (mentioned also by Enzlberger). He was before with the NEW 
YORK JOURNAL; Arndt-Olson found for 1875 Magnus Gross, for 1876 Fr. 
Schwenninger himself as editor. Astonishing for this early daily is that 
it was accompanied by a Sunday-paper and a weekly. Steiger listed in 1893 
as having existed: the SONNTAGSBLATT DER NEW YORKER PRESSE and the 
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WOCHENBLATT DER NEW YORKER PRESSE. While the daily and the weekly 
brought more general and political news, the Sunday-paper had more religious 
matter, also literature, entertaining subjects, all for the Catholic family. 

Details: all three editions each 8 pages of 16x22 inches, daily: $1,00, 
Su:$2.00, Weekly: 3.00, The circulation of 1875 counted 2,500 copies.

There 
is no editor or publisher given orL the paper which we saw in DLC, We did 
not find the title mentioned anywhere else. From the original copies in 
DLC, which we checked, we know the subtitle: "devoted to art, commerce, 
agriculture, politics and literature," and from'its contents that i.e. 
the Catholic viewpoint was stressed on Lent and Carnival, etc., that in 
the time of the Mexican War the paper was against U.S, 

Details: until 1843 had 8 pages of 3 columns, 9x12 inches in size, with 
some illustrations.

LITTLE FOLK'S ANNUAL FOR jggg (-1908?) 

The "Catholic :1c" annual juvenile almanac under the first title was 
established only in 1899* It was announced in CHURCH NEWS, Washington,D.C. 
( 1898 ) as published by Benziger_Brothers_, N.Y,, Cine., Chicago, as a 
parallel to their magazine OUR BOYS’ AND GIRLS’ OWN ( 1898 -) and a CATHOLIC 
HOME ALMANAC, or ANNUAL for the famljy existing since 1884 . Benziger 
called the above*ANNUAL* in 1900: LITTLE POLK'S ANNUAL.

OUR BOYS' AND GIRLS' OWN was a "Catholic:1c" (recommended by seventy 
archbishops and bishops in the U.S., acc. to an ad in O’NEILL'S CATHOLIC 
DIRECTORY for Illinois), was established on 0 1 1898 and expired in Mr 
1900; the BENZIGER’S MAGAZINE continued it directly, to F 1927i Both 
were creations of the publishing house of BENZ^G^R_AND_BRO - S., New York, 
Cincinnati, and Chicago. The first: OUR BOYS' AND GIRLS' OWN was announced 
in the CHURCH NEWS, Washington,D.C. (0 8 1898 ): "A new illustrated Catholic 
monthly...to be entertaining...forming unconsciously the highest ideals of 
living...Our foremost Catholic writers are to fill its page" (out of the 
PROSPECTUS). In TRUTH of 1899:"...has been greatly enlarged and enriched

...with many new departments..." Prom the originals seen: two or three 
pictures in color, described as "very beautiful" by EMMANUEL, Cinc,(l898). 

A supplement for 5° cents existed, coming out at the 15th of each month, 
containing a complete story. 

BENZIGER'S MAGAZINE was thought to be more for parents rather than for 
youth; its subtitle varies: "for young and old" (1900-); "family monthly" 
(1901-)} "the Catholic magazine" (1918-21). The AM. CATE.QU.REV., Phil. 
( 1903 ) p.204> praises it as "a first class Catholic illustrated magazine, 
after the CATHOLIC WORLD, DONAHOE'S and the MESSENGER, in form like 
Harper's and Collier's...a serious undertaking, (undertaken with much 
risk." Meier in 1923 stresses as a feature a complete novel in each 
issues. 

Details: OUR BOYS '...had between 24-64 pages, about 9x12 inches in size, 
to the "astonishingly low price of 75 cents (says EMMANUEL) in 1898 , 

$1.00 in 1900. Published were v.1-2, no 6. - BENZIGER'S MAGAZINE had 44 

illustrated pages of 11 x 15 inches, at $2.00; published were v.2, no 7 
v.23; it was circulated with 25,958 copies in 1901, 29,222 in 1906, 

75,000 in 1908, 90,000 in 1915* and 75,000 copies in 1922 .

THE PASTOR (N 1882 -S I 889 ) 

This "Catholic:2"(ecclesiastical or professional), monthly magazine 
for the clergy began in N 1882, ceased publication at the end of 1888, was 
revived in Jl, Ag, and S 1889 and expired, since the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL 
REVIEW, founded meanwhile in Ja 1889 , had taken over its task. It was 
founded and edited by Rev._W._ John_Wiseman_who at the time was pastor of 
St. Michael's Church in Cranford, N.J, He had proposed his idea to the 
Bishop of the Newark Diocese, W.M.Wigger and received from him the approval 
to found a magazine devoted to pastoral theology, called THE PASTOR. It 
was published by Pus te t_and_ Co., Barclay St., New York. A PROSPECTUS of 
four leaves was circulated first, defining the aim: "to discuss and comment 
on questions of theology, canon law and liturgy, especially...pastoral 
theology." The Salutation in the first number explains that it wanted to 
be a "professional journal for priests...to gather up and to put into a 
convenient form for preservation...these bits and scraps of useful 
professional knowledge." As a result, THE PASTOR, made the first step 
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toward creative scholastic theology in this country (in the English 
language), a one-man creation, consisting for the most part of reprints 
of Roman documents of special interests to American priests. It had a 
Question and Answer Box, discussed cases in moral theology, "brought notices 
of new publications; no news, Fr. Wiseman says in a letter to his bishop 
printed in v.l that there are some ably conducted Catholic periodicals 
(for other matter), but none "purely professional...to keep the pastors 
au courant..." The AM. ECCL. REVIEW carried in 1949 the story of THE 
PASTOR, adding that its editor, Fr. Wiseman, "acknowledged that it had 
suspended publication from the end of 1888 until July 1889...that it 
resumed publication in July 1889*" Pustet had taken over with the beginning 
of 1889 another magazine the publishing of a similar kind, this AM.ECCL. 
REVIEW. Fr. Wiseman had tried to overcome that blow, going on to publish 
three more monthly issues, but was not able to compete with the new 
magazine.

THE AMERICAN HISTORY OF THE CATHOLIC ECCLESIASTICAL MAGAZINES FOR PRIESTS 

IN THE 19th CENTURY 

1864 A first attempt was made for a German pastoral magazine in Baltimore , 

Md., unhappily begun without the Archbishop*s approval, as ROMANA, 
in Ja I 864 , by Rev. J.B.Smeddinck, living in Chippewa Falls, Wis., 
who found the Kreuzer Bros., publishers of the "Katholische Volkszeitung" 
in Baltimore, as publishers also of his monthly magazine. With his 
strong criticism he offended several bishops, the ROMANA was forbidden 
in Oct. or Nov. I 864 . 

1866 To some degrees the failure of the "Romana" was the reason for the 

starting of the German PASTORAL BLATT, St. Louis. Mo ., in 1866, as a 
pastoral monthly magazine, edited by very able priests, Revs.

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.873 An unsuccessful attempt for an English periodical was made for THE 
BALTIMORE ECCLESIASTICAL REVIEW, when in 1873 Rev. Dr.P.L.Chapelie 
of Baltimore wrote a letter to Archbishop J.R.Bayley and had added 
a Prospectus (both preserved in Cathedral Archives), for a quarterly 
magazine for priests, each item 200 pp., octave, $5*00° It did not 
come to life, 

L882 The first English magazine for Catholic priests was created in Hew York 
City, THE PASTOR, a monthly by Rev. W.J.Wisemann, not always regularly, 
but during seven years, to 1889. 

L889 Finally Rev. Dr. H.J.Heuser founded in 1889 the AMERICAN ECCLESIASTICAL 
REVIEW in Philadelphia . Pa. which was in 1944 transferred to Washington , 
D.C., where Professors of the Catholic University take care of it; 

Msgr. Fenton resigned in 1963* now ( 1965 ) Rev, Dr, Patrick Granfield 
is its editor.

PETERS 1 CATHOLIC CHOIR (?-l871-?) 

This "Catholic:2", monthly musical magazine was existing in 1871; for 
low long before and after we don't know. Its office was located at 599 
3roadway, It was reviewed in THE CATHOLIC WORLD, N.Y. as "devoted to 
Catholic Church music," and having the purpose "to offer in a cheap form 
selected musical masses, hymns and motets for the use of our church choirs; 
the selections from a purely musical point of view are as good as publica¬ 
tions of this nature generally contain." Its publisher was given as J.L._ 
Petersf, Sr, M. Palmyre Rambaut found a notice in the BO, PILOT in I 87 I, 

* About the old Mus_i^-^M^shirig-Hous_e_Pe_ter£, already advertising in 
I 854 , the first names change with the time. Older is W.M.Peters (1857), 
besides J.L.J'in I 87 I, also L, Peters is signing. Since S I 867 exists 
the U,S,MUSICAL REVIEW, v.l and 2, changing in Ja 1869 to PETERS' MUSICAL 
MONTHLY, to D 1874, with v.3-14. We checked in DLC the July issue of 
1868, there was nothing "Catholic" in it. But in many Catholic period¬ 
icals in all those years surely up to 1882, the magazine was advertised, 
or Peters as music dealer (in the METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC OF 1857) 
announced having "the largest number of Catholic hymns,..masses, in the 
country."

THE PILGRIM OP PALESTINE was a "Catholic:lb" (published by an Order) 
quarterly (in l888:Weekl^)i.devotional magazine, was established in Jl 1884 
(not Ja 1886 ); we (DCU) own no 7 (Ja 1886) where on p.3 it is said: "the 
favors it has received in the past...the number of our readers surpassed 
our most sanguine expectation". The quarterly ceased to be published 
before the end of 1887 . The magazine was founded by the Pran^i^scan Fathers 
in charge of the American Commissariat of the Holy Land (since 1882X "as 
its first venture in the publishing field". The commissary in that time 
was Rev. Charles Vissani, also the editor of the PILGRIM to the end of 
1888. In no. 7 of 1886 ho wrote about his "small and humble" publication 
which "was liked by the people", for its sketches of the Holy Land, the 
stories and poems, the "pictures of that desolated land...in sorrow, 
suffering and humiliation", Its subtitle was "A Journal devoted to the 
interest of the Sanctuaries of the Catholic Church in the Holy Land," its 
office 135 W 31st St., changed in Ja 1888 to 309 W 52nd St. 

During the end of l887> to fill the gap to Ja 1888, as the publication 
explained, there appeared a single pamphlet: THE MESSENGER OP THE ASSOCIATION 
OP THE HOLY LAND FOR THE YEAR 1888. It was freely circulated and announced 
the weekly PILGRIM OP PALESTINE AND MESSENGER OP ST. FRANCIS. This last 
mentioned publication lasted from Ja to end of D 1888 brought to the readers 
pictures and descriptions of places in the Holy Land, Indian customs, 

Irish life and literature (by Fr. Prendergast), some of Dr. J.G.Shea’s 
history of the Catholic Church in America, with an addition of news for 
Third Order members. Pope Leo XIII had sent the editor and the readers his 
blessing, THE CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS (Ap 1888) mentions its rapidly increasing 
circulation.

THE PROTESTANT'S ABRIDGER AND EXPOSITOR (1830: 6 months) 

This "Catholic :1c" monthly controversial magazine was established in 
1830 and ended after six numbers in 1830. As to the last word used in the 
title we found two versions: "Expositor" or "Anotator". Parsons in his 
EARLY CATHOLIC AMERICANS, probably translated from a Spanish source where 
it is "Anotador" but Rodriguez ( 1878 ) states that the English title had 
been "Expositor." Founder, publisher and editor was Rev,_Fe_lix_Vare_la_ 

- (q.v. a biogr sketch with EL HABANERO, Philadelphia and New York). 

The printer was G.F.Bunce, not Henry Newton as Rodriguez believes he might 
have been. The reason for creating this paper was a need to answer the 
attacks of THE PROTESTANT in New York which brought its calumnies from 
1830 to 1832 or 33, being the chief organ of the Protestant Evangelical 
Association. Father Varela began with the counter attack in the six 
numbers. In the JESUIT, Boston (1829-30,p.322), one of the 6 numbers 
was reviewed as "well calculated to operate as a quietus upon... 
Protestantism." Such articles were continued by Varela, also the Fathers 
Power, Schneller and Levins in THE TRUTH TELLER (especially against Dr. 
Brownlee) and in their own papers. By 1878 Rodriguez could not find any 
of those six copies preserved.

LE PUBLIC CANADIEN (Ja 8 I 867 -O 1868) 

This Franco-American "Catholic:3 H , weekly newspaper, written in French, 
was founded on Ja 8 1867 and lasted to 0 1868. Belisle, (p.43) and those 
copying his text have November instead of January and ten months for the 
age of the paper. Park lists January which is proved by Canadian holdings , 

A company of shareholders brought it to life, of whom Joseph Duval, Benjamine 
Aubry, Louis Renaud and others were members, __Paradis_(q,v. a biogr. 

sketch With L’ETOILE DU NORD, St. Paul, Minn), a co-founder and the editor. 
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Those gentlemen also were connected with the weekly COURRIER DES ETATS-UNIS , 
(not in our selection), the one founded in I 85 I in New York City. LE PUBLIC 
CANADIAN had the same appearance. The publisher was Duval, Aubry and Co. 

Its start was the effect of a meeting of "L'Order des Dix", a French-Canadian 
Society, which had a branch ’'Castor' 1 in New York, City and one "L'Erable" 
in Brooklyn. Under the sacrifice of some thousand dollars their organ, 

LE PUBLIC CANADIAN, carried on an extreme propaganda for maintaining the 
French language and tradition, also for the national independence of the 
Canadians. It resulted in a revival of those ideas, that the first national 
organization of local mutual societies were founded in every colony, and a 
second paper: LE PROTECTEUR CANADIEN in St. Albans, Vt. in 1868. The latter 
proposed a merge with LE PUBLIC CANADIAN, but Paradis preferred to go back 
to Illinois from which he had come. The N.Y.CITY DIRECTORY lists LE P.C. 
only once with its address, 8l Nassau St., in I 868 / 69 .

THE ROSARY ( jT"T934-1966+) 

This "Catholic:lb" (approved by the Archbishop of New York), monthly 
(of 11 issues per year) devotional family magazine, was established by the 
Dominican^ Fathers, in My 1891 and lasted without interruption until today 
Tl966+7. The title was changed only slightly. The annual volumes: My-Ap 
were changed in 1894 to semi-annual ones (v.5-Ja 1895 )> other irregularities 
happened (v .70 is printed v. 50 , in 1933/34 wrong volume-numbers), annual 
volumes again, from J1 to Je, with 1935/6 ff. 

That the magazine is in the directories listed irregularly in Westchester, 
New York, and Somerset, Ohio, has its reason being printed outside New York. 
Its first office, 45 Warren St, was that of the first publisher, Patrick 
O'Shea in New York, or the Catholic Protectory in Westchester, N.Y. where the 
Christian Brothers had a printing plant for the boys. There THE ROSARY was 
printed from 1891 to 0 1894 or longer (in 1895'the Protectory advertised 
still its "Printing of every description" in THE ROSARY), perhaps to 1897* 
Since 1893 THE ROSARY had opened a city office at 87 I Lexington Ave., 
changing in 1932 to 141 E 65 th St. In the city office was since 1895 (v.6). 
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located the Eosary Publishing Co. The printing was done in Somerset,Ohio, 
where the Dominican Fathers, Province of St. Joseph, the founders of the 
magazine, had a St. Joseph's Priory and a Study House, also a press, called 
then "Rosary Pressj" here was done also the work of publishing, while the 
executive work belonged to the city office; the editing was even 1 partly done 
since 1898 in Somerset (all communications were to be sent to Somerset 
except for the children's department), but in 1921 moved to New York, and 
in 1934 only printing and circulation remained in Somerset. There was 
also the OHIO WAISENFREUND (Cine.) printed from 0 7 1953-Je 15 1955, before 
it died. 

The Dominican Fathers of other countries (England, Germany, Italy, Belgium, 
Holland, Spain, Ireland) have founded Rosary magazines, too, independent 
in contents. In New York, one of the founders was Rev. JjJiiP^Nei^l A OP, also 
its first editor. In 1893 it was Rev.__R i H JL G£g£in, in 1^95 again Fr. O’Neill 
until 1898 . In the Ja issue of I 898 is said in the editorial "that the 
Professors of St. Joseph's Priory will hence-forward be the editors." In 
1906 the editor was Rev.__Albert_ Reinhart, in 1927; R_ev_._M_j_J_j_Ri_p£_le_ was 
5dl'i6f-Iri-aHIefs_]tominic Dilan was editor in 1939, also manager (from whom 
we had in 1951 a short story of his magazine) and in 1954 it was Rev. 

Harry £._Graham. Good contributors were found: Dominican fathers from 
Rome, Fribourg, and Cork, Brother Azarias, FSC, (pseud.) Dominican Sisters 
and lay people like John_G ilmary_She a., Maurice. Francis. Egan^ Katharine. 

Conway, Eleanor C_.__Donnel_ly. The magazine's purpose was primarily "to 
spread the devotion of Our Lady of the Rosary in literature, history, dogma, 
poetry, art and song." but other subjects’were treated, too. It had 
editorials on topics of the day. On the whole it provided good reading for 
the family, included a children's department, also occasionally a music 
sheet, always reviews of new books and the current magazines*,Catholic and 
non-Catholic. THE ROSARY had to stand the competition, e.g. of the 

*THE ROSARY reviewed the following magazines rather regularly, giving 
important contents and some criticism: FORUM, THE NATIONAL REVIEW, 

THE CENTURY MAGAZINE, ATLANTIC MONTHLY, NORTH AMERICAN REVIEW, THE 
LITERARY DIGEST, LIPPINCOTT’S MO. MAGAZINE, LESLIE’S MONTHLY, THE 
LADY'S HOME. JOURNAL, besides Irish and English journals and the 
Catholic ones: CATHOLIC WORLD, MESSENGER OF THE SACRED HEART, FORT¬ 
NIGHTLY REVIEW, AM.CATHOLIC QUARTERLY REVIEW, AMERICAN ECCLESTIASTICAL

CATHOLIC WORLD, the AVE MARIA, and DONAHOE'S MAGAZINE. In 1897 a series 
of historical and critical papers were announced by Mr. John A. Mooney, 
whose work on Columbus and Spain was already praised in previous volumes, 
now on French government and literature; Mr. Dix wrote for THE ROSARY as 
a philosopher and historian about the Anglo-Americans.in the Holy Land; 
Professor Schoenfeld wrote articles on Spanish and Cuban history. Much 
attention was paid on the educational question of Summer Schools (Platts- 
burg, N.Y. , Madison,Wis.) and the then newly starting Winger School in New 
Orleans, founded by Archbishop F. Janssesn, located in the Dominican Academy 
of St. Mary's. 
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THE ROSARY was well received. THE CATHOLIC BOOK HEWS (Ag 1891) re¬ 
commended it, the AVE MARIA on S 3 1892 congratulated to the lirst finished 
volume of nearly 800 pages, Benziger called it in 1897 already a "leading 
Catholic magazine,” THE CARMELITE REVIEW praised it in 1893 and knew in 
1898 that Pr. O'Neill was ill and that the Ja number was his last one. 

OUR YOUNG PEOPLE (Milw,) on D 14 1895 says that "The Christmas number comes 
loaded with an unusual abundance of gifts for the readers.,.the best what 
the most taste could demand." Smith in his history of New York ( 1905 ) 
believes that the periodicals of the Dominicans, Paulists and Jesuits did 
useful work in breaking the tradition of prejudice, 

THE ROSARY was to a certain degree also a society paper because from 
1921 onwards it added a caption"Rosary Confraternity" as organ of it; in 
1950 it had the title "Official National Rosary Society Magazine." Its 
office was in 1933 also the office of the "Rosary Apostolate"; the Catholic 
Book Club was located there, too. Ayer lists THE ROSARY in 1965 as 
specialized for "Catholic Women", Rev._J^H^Kenny as editor, The Dominican 
Fathers as publishers, the office in New York at 141 E 65 th St.; current 
1966 +. 

Details: monthly (ll issues per year); it began with 48 pages, enlarged 
to 80 , 100, 112, 132 successively up to 1920 ; had then 28,32, to 44 pages 
until today; the size changed from 6-jx9 (up to 1915) to 10-§xl6 (1916-20), 
to 8xl0-g- (1921-26), to 9x12 inches ( 1927 -ff.); the price began with $ 1 . 50 , 
was $2,00 from 1895 to about 1920, $3,00 then (-1966+). The first volumes 
had one whole-page picture and few illustrations, then more and more; the 
simply designed covers became richer,finally in color. The circulation 
shows two different accounts in the beginning: 6,000, 4>000, 4 > 875 > to 
7,000 from 1894-1903 by Ayer and Rowell, but 20,000, 13,500, 14,500 (l892- 
1900) judged by Batten, Pettengill and Remington; who is right? Ayer has 
higher figures from 1906 ff., too: 30,000 (1906), 20,000 ( 1939 ), 26,500 
(1942), 52,000 (1948), 58,000 (1950), 38,000 (1954), but only 6,000 in 
1958, 5,000 in 1966.

SADLIER 1 S CATHOLIC ALMANAC AND ORDO FOR THE YEAR OF OUR LORD,,, (1864-96) 
as a"Directory" see "The American Catholic Directories,N.Y,,City, 

(l8l7 ff,) in these volume* 

It was a "Catholic;lc" annual (each Nov* 1st for the next year)American 
Catholic directory for the U*S., published in New York by D* and J. Sadlier*, 
*0f Denis and James Sadlier is a short biography in the CATHOLIC DIRECTORY 
Of 1886, p*410-12, saying that both were born in Ireland, arrived as 
children in New York ( 1830 ), and went to shcoolo Denis served mass in 
St* Peter’s, both learned bookbinding and made up a bindery in 1836 . 

In 1837 they published LIVES OF THE SAINTS, then a Bible. Their business 
flonshedo In 1857 they issued the NEW YORK TABLET (q.v.), 1864 ff. 
the SADLIER’S CATHOLIC ALMANAC*»*the directory. In 1869 James died; 

Denis continued; he passed the financial panic in 1873, but came into 
trouble in 1879, gave everything he owned into the hands of the trustees 
to pay his creditors* Again he worked hard, placed his business on 
a surer ground* He died in I 885 ® The business went over to his son-in- 
law f John Warren 0 5 Shaughnessy* - See also notes with the NEW YORK TABLET 
about the firm Sadlier, and James' wife, Mrs. Anna T. Sadlier as 
author and editor* 

3l(later 33) Barclay St., from I 864 -I 869 . It took as basis the METROPOLITAN 
CATHOLIC ALMANAC with its vol. 1-25 (1838-57) counted the following years 
even the two with no directory (l862,63), began itself with vol. 32 and 
ended in 1896 with vol* 64 . Sadlier had taken over from John Murphy,Balt. 
( 1859 - 61 ); there was no almanac in 1862,63; we know only about a local 
directory in Philadelphia for these two years. Now, in 1864 the directory 
had as subtitle; "with a full report of the various dioceses in the U. S. 
and Brit* North America, and a List of the Clergy in Ireland." The Preface 
of 1864 gives the American Catholic Directory's history, changing twice 
from New York to Baltimore and back, and the publisher Sadlier intended 
to publish it further. He wanted to include also a list of priests in 
Ireland, and practically added, until 1896 , also from Europe; Germapy, 

Austria, Luxembourg, Switzerland, Belgium, even Australia, In the Preface 
of I 869 Sadlier claims to have now "full returns of all dioceses" of 
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necessary information* Sadlier dropped an annual list of Catholic periodi¬ 
cals. Only from 1877 onwards one can find some advertisements of newspapers 
in the almanac. Only once, in 1865, the Preface was not signed by 
Sadlier, but by John G. Shea, 83 Centre St., N. Y, Prom U. S.CATH.HIST.SOC.: 
REC. AND STUD.(1900,p.135) we know he was for many years the directory's 
editor (q.v. also biogr. sketch with U.S. CATH. MAGAZINE). It seems 
natural that Sadlier's manyfolded aims made the work less accurate; com¬ 
plaints from the clergy resulted in the establishing of a rival directory 
in Milwaukee, by the publisher Hoffmann's Bros, in 1886, who tried to 
avoid the same danger. For ten years both directories are published side 
by side, until Sadlier gave up.

We suppose that it was 
necessary to end it before 1893, when THE CRUSADER'S ALMANAC was started 
by the same Fathers in New York.

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annual was published in the interest of St, Benedict's Home for Destitute 
Colored Children and that the Ja 1894 issue is the second of the annual. 

The AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind,, reviewing the annual on D 1 l894> wrote: 
"..•New York, an illustrated magazine of Catholic £eal for the conversion 
and improvement of the negroes. Its founder...deserves all possible 
encouragement and assistance. Fr. Burke gives it cheap..,publishes the 
annual at 120 Macdoughal St." We found this is the address of St. Benedict 
the-Moor Church, Rev.__John E._Burke its pastor from 1889-1906. St. 
Benedict's Home was founded in l8$9, probably by Fr. Burke, and to secure 
the support of the home in the parish also St. Benedict's Association. 

The Dominican Sisters in charge of the children needed a larger home in Rye 
N.Y. In 1894 THE CARMELITE REVIEW (p.88) already had the annual published 
in Rye. In 1895> P.112, THE ROSARY reviewed the annual as "written in 
simple language about a once much neglected but meritorious charity"... 
"that the 25 cents" for the journal"included the membership to St. Benedict 
Association."

Jose^h^s_In_S^itute_for the Improved Instruction of the Deaf Mutes was 
located as a branch of the New York City Institution in Westchester. It 
acted as publisher of the magazine. Rowell calls it "educational", the 
Catholic directory a "schoolpaper" In the latter case the pupils would 
have been the editors and contributors.

This "Catholic :1c", weekly newspaper was established on Ja 28 1871 
and ceased on 0 21 I 87 I (was not a second time listed after 1871/72 
in the N.Y.CITY DIRECTORY). It was announced in the CATHOLIC MIRROR, 
Baltimore, no.l of 1871 with that title and its not very modest subtitle; 
"to bring out 100,000 copies for the first issue." A great ambition! 

The publication was done in an unusual way, too: We saw the issues 1-3 
(Ja 28-0 1871) - it seems - the only preserved copies at DLC, where in 
no. 1 its editor and publisher _J.M.Spe_ll_is_s^*, office 27 Chatam St., 
*Spellissy - may be - James M. Spellissky, who - coming from the 
BOSTON PILOT - worked in Philadelphia with the CATHOLIC HERALD ( 1863 ) 
and united the secular UNIVERSE with THE CATHOLIC HERALD AND VISITOR 
from Ja 2 I 864 -S 28 1867 ? 

introduces his weekly: "ST PETER is an enterprise of faith. It is brought 
out especially for the service of the Infallible See," an also unusual 
note. But the contents shows his good will to do the best: News in 
Catholic interests from the world and local scenes, including the Irish 
ones [not forgotten], literature of the day, temperance, editorials 
treating Catholic problems, a story continued. The publication has 
nothing to do with St. Peter's Church; the publisher is a layman.

The ST. V.Q. was a "Catholic:2", quarterly society-paper, established 
in N 1895 and lasting to 1916 with 21 volumes. It was the organ of the 
Society of St. Vincent De Paul, the greatest worldwide lay-charity organi¬ 
zation in the Church (says AVE MARIA, Ja 4 1896 ), founded by Frederic 
Ozanam whose full-page picture begins volume one. The society was also 
publishing and editing the organ under different forms, as "Metropolitan 
Central Council", or "Superior Council of N.Y.City", first at 2 Lafayette 
Place, then 375 Lafayette St. The periodical and its sources did not 
give editors’ names. V. 1, no.l says in its "Greetings". 

"...to the Vincentians throughout the country...(we want) not a 
literary or social magazine...(but) to demonstrate...true spirit of 
Christian charity" 
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It contained instructive articles and essays, which were of literary 
worth and were notable contributions to Catholic Journalism (says Lucey 
IV), It touches every field of charity work, was a nation-wide voice 
of the sentiments of the society. Especially in 1907/8 there arose the 
need for a monthly message that would give a better and real spiritual 
service, would reach more Catholic homes, and all Catholic schools with 
a clear, definite policy (PROCEEDINGS of the society, 1908, p.175 by 
Rev. Wm.J.Kerby). After 8 years, 3.1 P 1916 the St. V.Q. was able to 
announce a "reorganization of the society of the U.S.,"and in N 1916, 
that the paper was done at Catholic University, Washington,D.C. 

II 

THE CATHOLIC CHARITIES REVIEW, as a monthly (10 times per year) 
superseding the QUARTERLY, was located in Washington,D.C., and remained 
a "Catholics2" society-paper. It began a new v.l in Ja 1917? is still 
alive in 1966+$ it was the organ of the National Conference of Catholic 
Charities and the Society of St, Vincent de Paul, being the publisher. 

Its address seems to have been first the Catholic University, where its 
editor, Ilev.Dr^John A._Ryari, was Professor of Moral Theology (see in the 
last issue of ST. V.Q. 1916, p.282). The review: represents all organized 
Catholic Charities in the U.S., wants to be in touch with all Catholics 
interested in charities, wants to speak to intelligent Catholics of all 
classes and has high hopes for success with the hierarchy, clergy and 
laity, in viewing the "old" charity under the new conditions. The review 
will create new departments, will be bigger, broader and better (says 
John A 0 Ryan in v,l). These principles guided the periodical in the 
following years, also under Rev. RyanS successor (in ?1943) MJohn_J. 
0'Grady_ (he died on Ja 2 1966) who was followed around i 960 by Msgr^ 
Raymond Jo_Gallagher^ The offices had changed from 305 Vermont Bldg. 
Tl92i) to 1103 Vermont Ave (1930), to 1317 F St., N.Y. (1943), to 1346 
Connecticut Ave., N.W., where it still today remains ( 1966 +). In D 1964 
it reached v. 48 , and has the same publisher and policies as before. 

The ST.V.Q. as quarterly: 84 pages, 6-Jx9 inches, 50 cents, no 
circulation known. The C.CH.R. as monthly around 32 pages, 7x10 inches,

We saw in PPCHi a clipping from the magazine, of v.l, no.4 (S 15 1894) 
giving the office at 18+20 Oak St 0 , the editor and publisher as PhjLlijD__A._ 
Schindler^, and its purpose stated as being the official organ of the 
"Central-Bund Deutscher, Rtfmisch-Katholischer Jtlnglingsvereine der 
Vereinigten Staaten" ( German, Roman-Catholic Young Men Society of the 
U.S.). The headquarters of the society were probably changed to various 
locations, the editors and publishers probably changed too; their names 
could not be identified.

Pustet^ N.Y. It was meant for young children and adolescents. The subtitle 
says the guardian angel is: EIN LEHRER, FREUND AND FUHRER DER JUGEND (a 
teacher, friend and guide for the youth). It was announced by contemporary 
newspapers which believed it to be a success; Enzlberger calls it a 
"tflchtiges" (clever) magazine. It has a sister-publication, DER BOTE, etc. 
(The Messenger of the Most Holy Family), started in D 1872 , by the same 
editor for the same publisher, intended for the Catholic family.

THE SEMINARY (S 1892-S 1896 ) 

This "Catholic:lc" (with approbation of Archbishop of New York), 
monthly, illustrated magazine for Catholic homes was established on S 
1892 and reached with v.4 no.12 the month of S 1896 in an office at 223 
E 49th St. It was founded with the special purpose of raising money for 
a new N.Y.diocesan seminary, St. Joseph's at Dunwoodie, N.Y. A good 
journalist, a former reporter for Horace Greeley, was engaged as editor, 
John_Mu 1 l_aly (q.v. a biogr. sketch with METROPOLITAN RECORD,N. Y.)♦ As 
publisher acted a Committee on Publication of the New Diocesan Seminary. 
It was printed at the N.Y.Catholic Protectory at Westchester,N.Y., 
administered by the Christian Brothers. The contents of the magazine was 
concerned with religion, art, literature, history, book reviews. Our own 
(DCU's) issues were decorated with a drawing of the new seminary, 
followed by a record of collected funds and some appeals to subscribe to 
the magazine. As series were published therein: Life in different 
seminaries, Ozanam's book about Dante, the history of ecclesiastical 
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seminaries, Catholic societies in New York; single articles treated themes 
like Christian Unity, Evolution and Dogma, Church and State, Catholic 
Summer Schools; Bro, Azarias wrote on the Cathedral Library Ass'n, John A. 
Mooney on the use of N.Y.'s libraries, also criticized literary productions; 
then Rev. Joseph Graf presented the decadence of Church music, advertising 
also his conservatory in New York; others wrote on socialism, communism, 
anarchism and the last issue ended with: "St. Joseph’s Seminary Solemnly 
Dedicated”. THE ROSARY,N,Y, judged in 1895 the April number as a “fine 
paper” with Mooney’s article on Zola (he also was a contributor of the 
ROSARY), praised also the May number with the statistical account of the 
school census in New York, acc. to which 103 schools were Catholic parochial 
schools.

EUCHARIST (S 1962-1966-?-)

This "Catholic:1b” monthly magazine of devotional character, was 
established on Ja 1898 and lasted until today ( 1966 +). It was founded, 
published and edited by the Fathers. of_the__Bl.e£sed__Sa L cr_ament_ and was the 
organ of the "People's Eucharistic League”, which was founded in 1897. We 
have no further information of the years before 1903 (a copy in DLC) and 
1907 (a copy in DCU), the latter: v.10, no.4* Both copies have the sub¬ 
titles: "devoted to the Honor of the Holy Eucharist”, as editor and 
proprietor is printed on them Rev.A.Letellier, SSS, published monthly by 
Fathers of the Blessed Sacrament, 185 E 76 th St. The dopy of 1907 treats 
stories, some of them serials, devotional poems, sketches of religious 
instruction, legends, editorial notes, "humor", a "Children's Home" 
section, and Book Notices. It seems that after 1928 to the subtitle was 
added "and Nocturnal Adoration Society"; the latter society had become 
then a National Center in New York, City, belonging to the Archconfraternity 
of Rome. Rev._George. Legerej_ SSS, was then editor and manager. From the 
Catholic directories we know that up to 1939 Re v ._Wi_lllgm_La L Verdiere^ SSS, 
edited it in an office at 194 E 76 th St., followed in the same year by 
Rev. J^iJ^i^m^Th,jD^_Ho_llovan_, SSS, with whom La Verdriere remained as 
contributing editor. 
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In Ag 1962 it was announced that the SENTINEL will he replaced by a 
new monthly magazine EUCHARIST in S 1962. R e v e _Jo.hn partner, SSS, kept 
the founding-date of the old SENTINEL for the new EUCHARIST, he himself 
was the editor, a co-editor and an assistant helping him. Its aim is the 
modern Catholic spirituality. The new title is not surprising since the 
publishers, the Fathers of the Blessed Sacrament are also publishers of 
the EMMANUEL which is closely connected with the Priests* and the People's 
Eucharistic League. The office is, in 1966 , still the same? 194 E 76 St.

I. The "old" SHAMROCK OR HIBERNIAN CHRONICLE 

This Irish "Catholics3"? weekly newspaper was established on D 15 1810 
*"Catholic" in the degree as Msgr. Guilday said in his book about 
Bishop England, such papers are "not professedly in the interests of 
Catholics and of the Catholic religion though they were in sympathy 
with the Faith". Or Murray, p.543, said about this papers "it is the 
first American newspaper to which we may fairly apply the term 
"Catholic". We therefore have made up the term "Catholic:3" which 
means"by national tradition". 

and ended with that title on Je 5 l8l3o A PROSPECTUS, published earlier, 
was reprinted in v.l no. 1 giving the reasons for the founding: "Irish 
people in America love their country...want to be connected with it...". 

The founder was Edward Gillespy about whom little is known. It needed 
courage to become an editor and a" publisher of an Irish paper at a time of 
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prejudice towards Catholic foreigners• Ufefacj-W the second issue appeared 
only 12 days later. The first office was in 1810 at 181 Water St., then 
in 1811 at 24 William St. The first printers were George Largin and Thomas 
Thompson, stated so on the paper, then on S 19 1812 marked as William L. 
Pelsue ( or Pelse) and Gould; from N 14 1812 ff. there existed the 
Shamrock Press. According to the Prospectus the paper brought besides 
the Irish affairs also a commercial and a literary department, poetry and 
essays. Gillespy’s health was not the best since 1812; that caused the 
first interruption from Je 22 1813-Je 11 1814. At that time v. 1-3, no 26 
were published. It was liked by the Irish, especially because Gillespy 
published therein the lists with names of new Irish immigrants, also 
because he dedicated around Mr 17, St. Patrick’s Day many pages to its 
celebrations. There were also printed the Irish societies' news of The 
Friendly Sons of St. Patrick, The Juvenile Sons of Erin, St. Patrick’s 
Benevolent Society. Only during the War of 1812 some Irish affairs were 
replaced by reports of the campaigns, in sympathy with America, calling 
the Irishmen to enlist. In l8ll/l2 the paper had the largest circulation 
of any weekly paper in New York, but also four thousand unpaid subscriptions. 

Details? published Saturdays, first with 4 pages, 5 columns, 153:18 inches, 
somewhat later quarto size; price $3®00 up to 1813.

II THE SHAMROCK [of 1814] 

Only after a year could the paper be revived still an Irish-Catholic: 
"3" weekly newspaper.E.Gill£S£y_had engaged an editor, ^homa_s_0_[C2. n E°Il* 
spelled with one or two "n’s" in different sources; in the paper itself 
(which we, DCU, own) with two. 

* Thomas O’Connor and his secular papers : 

He came from Ireland to America in 1801. He began a paper THE 
WAR when the War of 1812 began, but did not stay with it and began 
another one: THE MILITARY MONITOR,..with which he did not remain 
either. O'Connor was known as a devout Catholic and patriot. He 
had great sympathy for his people in Ireland where he had taken part 
in the rebellion of 1798. He was a friend of another exile, the 
known Dr, Macneven who also contributed sdme times to THE SHAMROCK. 
O'Connor had literary qualities and the ability to be editor of a 
weekly paper. He joined in that function the editor Gillespy of THE 
SHAMROCK OR HIBERNIAN CHRONICLE in 1814, took it over himself in 1815 
and kept it until 1824, struggling along, often interrupted, short and 
long, changing its title, its type, but keeping it always an Irish 
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paper. Military history was his speciality. Since 1814 he had written 
two books about the history of the revolutionary war in America. 

After 1824 we see his name as contributor to THE TRUTH TELLER. His son 
Charles became a famous lawyer. 

The two secular papers, O'Connor founded cannot be taken into our 
"Catholic" selection. Therefore we give their stories here in a note, 

THE WAR. New York,City, was a weekly newspaper, the founding of which 
suggested by Thomas O'Connor who edited also the first ten issues; Je 
27 1812-Ag 1812. Owner and publisher was Samuel Woodworth (Poet and 
novelist) who continued the paper until v.3, no.12 (S 6 1814), and who 
revived it on F 24 1817 to finish it with v.3, nos.13,14, and 15 
(whole no, 119) until Mr 1817. It was printed with Charles N. Baldwin 
and contained chiefly war news, a complete history of the War of 1812- 
15 with official documents. It had quarto size. It is Irish in tone. 

THE MILITARY MONITOR AND AMERICAN REGISTER ,New York, City, was a Monday 
paper, Irish, founded by Thomas O'Connor on Ag 17 1812 (this date is 
right acc. to original checked against most of the sources) and edited 
by him, together with the publisher Stephen Wall, an Irishman, too. 

After the 16th issue O'Connor became also publisher. He is the last 
itirne mentioned in the paper on Ap 12 1813. A printer’s name is given, 
Joseph Desnoues who "printed for the proprietor." DLC has copies. 

The paper began again with v.l on Je 18 1814, was interrupted from F-Ag 
1815; from S 9-30 1815; from Ag 24-N 25 1816, and ended with that title on 
Ag 16 1817. E. Gillespy and T. O'Connor sign as editors in volume one, 
but Gillespy really worked more as the manager. Their office was now at 
69 William St. Until J1 29 1814 the printer is given as Nicholas Van 
Riper; then no printer's name appears to J1 1816. On Ja 28 1815 Gillespy 
retired. After the second interruption of the publication in 1815 Thomas 
O'Connor became also the publisher with a new address;30 Nassau St. On 
several occasions funds were raised by private subscription to prevent 
the paper's demise. Nevertheless it ceased publication with Ag 16 1817, 
the last copy known. Some printers' names had still appeared in the 
paper; Glayton and Fanshaw (Jl 20-Ag 3 1816, again Ja 4 1817) and Peter 
Van Pelt and Benjamine J, Rilley on Ja 24 1817. Dr. William James Macneven 
wrote occasionally for the SHAMROCK in 1816/17 - it seems -;.he bad in 
1826 given George Pepper a lift to his new IRISH SHIELD in New York, but 
wrote a controversy against him in 1828 in the TRUTH TELLER, of which he 
was a contributor, too, prior to 1833* 

Our copy of v.l, 1814, shows that principally the same trend is 
followed; "a journal of Irish transactions.».general events,.,an endeavour 
to effect a political and social amalgation of the native and adopted 
citizen...we regret the impossibility of reporting Irish affairs distinct 
from its religious history..." It brought news, historical and statistical 
material of Ireland (Catholic Emancipation; Repeal of Union, Davis O'Connell), 
foreign news, extracts from other papers, topics of religion, literature and 
poems. To subscribers who intended binding, a special title page with an 
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Eagle as the symbol of liberty, an Irish shield and a sprig of shamrock, 
was offered for the finished volume. We could not see original issues 
from S 2 1815-Ag 17 1816, It is said that under 0*Connor's editorship 
his personal interest, military history, came to the fore, the War of 
1812 his ppeciality. He had to struggle financially; though the numbers 
of Irishmen grew, also rival papers came up; there was a rush for the 
foreign news, whicji,coming by steamboats only after weeks, often came 
too late. After 1815, the war being over in America, O'Connor had 
announced to take part in local politics. He wanted to concentrate on 
European and national news; in Ireland he closely followed the effects of 
Daniel O'Connell's movement, the admired statesman and champion of 
Catholic rights. He tried also to develop better understanding between 
the Irish and the Americans and advocated naturalization. Once, in 1816, 
going out of his usual line, :hA played a decisive role in defeating 
Rufus King for the governorship in Hew York, 

Details: the paper kept quarto-size, but had 8 pages, 3 columns, $4.00 
regularly up to 1817. During those four years O'Connor began three times 
with volume one. All together amount to about six semi-annual volumes.

Ill THE GLOBE [of 1819] 

This continuation of the two Shamrocks appeared as an Irish "Catholic: 

3", monthly magazine, one and a half year later, on Ja 1819 and lasted 
until Je 1819. Publisher was Michael_ Toohey (who began in 1825 to print 
THE TRUTH TELLER and q.v. IR. ADVOCATE, 1831, now and the printer was 
J. Oram, Ihomas__0j_Connor_ was again the editor trying a different type, 
a magazine. We could see originals (Rare Book Rome, DLC). Ireland again 
is its main topic, and Catholicity as far as it belongs to the Irish. 

Foreign and domestic news are included and "Miscellaneous" and "Poetry" 
are headlines. 

Details: each issue 64 pages, v.l with six numbers has 384 pages. An 
index is added. The price was $3.00.

IV The revived SHAMROCK [of 1822-24]. 

Again after almost three years the SHAMROCK was published, and again 
was Irish-"Catholic:3 n ,s newspaper, first semi-weekly, then weekly. We 
found the PROSPECTUS written by Michael Toohey (see with GLOBE) as the 
publisher for unknown proprietors in Ja 4 1822; we saw a reprint in the 
U.S.CATH. MISCELLANY on Je 26 1822, p.32: 

"...(asked by) Irish people he has engaged Mr^ T.JDJjConno:? to conduct 
the editorial department of THE SHAMROCK, the best security for the 
proprietor, that the SHAMROCK will be permanently established...with 
the efforts to invigorate the spirits of Irishmen in the midst of 
their sufferings. Editor and proprietor are Irishmen...interest and 
gratitude bind them...to the U.S. The first number will appear the 
10th Ja 1822, Wednesday and Saturday, to the moderate price of $4*00. 
Poetry, Biography, Obituary notices, Ship News, Review of the 
Markets will improve the Journal...Old friends of the SHAMROCK will 
forward their orders..." 

Bennett called the paper THE SHAMROCK AND GLOBE, which may have been its 
full title since it continued the GLOBE. Thomas O'Connor was again the 
editor. Guilday says (his source is Madden) that the paper's existence to 
1824 was hardly more than an exponent of Irish grievances and English 
usurpations. The New York Hist. Society's library has v.2, no 53 (0 6 
1823, called SHAMROCK FOR THE COUNTRY with the same publisher and editor. 

Or DLC has two copies of a NEW YORK SHAMROCK, also v.2, the nos 93 and 
94 (J1 17 and J1 24 1824). If the paper was still semi-weekly(Wed,, and 
Sat.) perhaps one was for the city, one for the country? Then it would 
not contradict the DLC copies being weekly. These copies have as their 
motto: "Where Liberty dwells, there is my country,". Four pages of 14x20 
inches are filled with "original and selected poetry, biography, obituary 
notices, ship news, market reviews, lists of passengers coming from 
Ireland, which completely fits in with the aim in the Prospectus. The 
proprietor (not named) speaks to the reader that he "will honestly say 
the truth, the honor of the Irishman will be upheld", that he hopes for 
a "Free Press in Free America." He brings the HISTORY OF IRELAND by 
Emmet as a serial. Dr. Power's (of St. Peter's, N.Y.) NEW TESTAMENT is 
advertised. The office is at 11 Spruce St., with a reading room for 
Irish and American papers. The city paper comes every Saturday; the 
country subscribers will get theirs regularly; price $4.00, Foik mentions 
a copy of S 7 1824; Did he see it? Was this the last one? Because the 
paper must have ceased publication shortly before Ap 25 1825, after having 
produced about two volumes. THE TRUTH TELLER announced in its first number 
of Ap 2 1825 that subscribers of the SHAMROCK having paid in advance might 
have the new paper instead.

SLONCB ( THE SUN ) (1896-1904) 

This Polish "Catholic;lc 11 , weekly newspaper was founded in 1896; its 
publication was stopped in 1904. There is doubt about its first location, 

New York, in the sources only Bonikowski gives New York while all other 
references have Buffalo instead. We were not Able to find the exact dates 
of its movements although we checked many of the directories during the 
nine^ears of its existence. That Severance; Buff.,p,265, believes the 
"SLONCE of 1902...moved to St. Paikl about 1905, then to Milwaukee" seems 
a mistake, Ayer not only lists it at St. Paul in 1899 and 1900, and at 
Milwaukee once in 1901, but we also found it in the ST. PAUL CITY DIRECTORY 
listed for 1899 and 1900 with its editor, office and details. The date 
"1902" of Severance can only mean its second stay in Buffalo. 

The paper was launched under the leadership of Jerzy. (George^ Mirski_ 
who was both publisher and editor, in St. Paul; editor-in-chief,^with an 
office 758 Wabash St., then 996 Iglehorst St. under him the SLONCE was 
"political, national and religious for the education of the Polish people" 
says Bonikowski, p.l8, He also says on p.17 that the SLONCE, the SLOWO 
and the NADZIEJA were founded in opposition to the KURYER POLSKI (Milwaukee) 
to give the Catholic group a better foothold. Zielinski (p.l27)characterizes 
it as "devoted to...religious questions" and as the "official organ of the 
Polish mission in America", or the "organ of the Union". The latter 
attributes are given, too, by Kruszka (V,76). Bonikowski states (p.l8); 
"shortly before its demise in 1904 it became the official organ of the Union." 

Details; published Thursdays, 4 pages of 17x24 inches, price; $1.00, at 
least for the years in St. Padl.

THE SUNBURST (Ag 27 l870-Ag 19 1871?) 

This Irish "Catholic:2”, weekly magazine (a literary journal) was 
established on Ag 27 I87O and lasted with two semi-annual volumes probably 
only to Ag 19 I87I5 for which time the original volumes are preserved. 

Its editor was W.F.McNamara^ Esq.., its publisher M. J. O' Leary and Co,, the 
office was in Beckman Street, Its subtitle characterizes it as "a journal 
of Irish literature," In its Salutation it says: "...aiming to amuse and 
instruct alike...best literary contributions...strictly moral...patriotism 
and temperance." When the IRISH CITIZEN, N.Y. (Ag 20, 1870) welcomed the 
new Irish journal, it knew some contributors’ names: Benia Hollan, Peter 
McCorry, John O’Mahony." Checking the holdings of the New York Historical 
Society Library we found that its contents showed biographical and histor¬ 
ical sketches, tales, poetry, secular as well as such of bishops and about 
saints; the editorials treated from the Catholic viewpoint religious, 
educational, subjects, spoke about the relationship between priests and 
the people, about processions, marriage and divorce, etc. 

Details: of the Thursday journal: 32 pages, printed in three columns, of 

10x13 inches, sold per piece for six cents.

SUNDAY COMPANION (1899-1948?) 

This "Catholic:lc", weekly (dur. school year) juvenile magazine was 
established in 1899 (some sources say 1900) and lasted until 1948.* 

*ULS has as end-date:D 1927?. That cannot be right, could only mean 
a change of the editor, Mrs, Burke. Ayer lists the magazine in 1930 
the last time, but begins it again in 1940. The ten years between 
are covered by the listing in CPD MEIER: 1932, by NCA from 1933-53, 
Meanwhile CPD Wagner took it in 1842 and 1848. It was not taken by 
CPD in 1950 ff. Ayer had ceased in 1945* Since NCA often keeps 
items longer than they exist, we suppose about 1948 was the end. 

The ULS gives as place besides New York also Albany, but no other source 
does it, probably there was only an agency in Albany. The magazine was 
thought to help parochial schobl children as well as Sunday school children. 
Only the ULS gives as its founder the_ Conf rat_ernit^ ^f^Cl^i^st^ian^Do^ctri^ne^, 

As publisher is mostly given The Sunday Companion Pub. Co. except for the 
years when D.H.McBride_ & Co^_ were editors and publishers, i.e. 1904/5 or 
earlier; then from 1906 to 1930 or longer was Mrs_._B^ Ell.en Burke_ the 
edltof and the Su. Com. Pub. Co. the publisher, at 256 Broadway. 
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This address was still given in 1932 hut no editor* In 1940 we found 
another editor's names Rev. Brother Alfred, now 261 Broadway and further 
no editor's name anymore; the address changed in 1042 to 42 E 23rd St* 

Strange is that we did not find any review about this magazine in another 
Catholic periodical. 

Details: published with 40 issues per year Sundays, and changed to Fridays 
before 1942 ; in 1908: 20-24 pages, size: 7x9ib price 50 cents, raised to 
$1.00 in 1924. It circulated in 1904: 19 , 800 , in 1905:21,000, in 1908:26,000 
copies; it would have produced 50 volumes if 1948 as end-date is right.

(q.v.) CATHOLIC HERALD,N.Y. of Ja 1877 becomes the edition of SU.D. 
(1885-1910) 

called C.H. AND CATH.SCHOOL ADVOCATE (1890-99) 

called AMERICAN HERALD (1899-1^10)7 independent - 1924 

SUNDAY DEMOCRAT independent (1911-1924). 

This Irish "Catholic:lc" (approval by archbishops and bishops)until 
1903, then "3" - 1910, somewhat more Catholic to 1924} weekly newspaper 
was established in 1876 and lasted to 1924 . The establishing-dates 
differ: most of the directories: I 87 O or 71; Lucey:l874; Rowell listed it 
the first time in 1876 ; we (DCU) ovtfa v.18 of 1894, counting back to v.l 
reaches 1876 . Perhaps the paper's founder and owner is the same as its 
editor: D.F.£onyngham; his first office was at 25 Backman St.; the first 
publisher Geo. E. Faye has already in 1877 replaced by Rober_t_White 
who remained to 1880. Conyngham left prior to F 17 1882 when he had 
become proprietor and editor of the NEW YORK TABLET. His successor with 
the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT was Rev*_Mi_cha£l_Wal£h x LL. D., Ph.D. Since 1877 
he was owner and editor of THE CATHOLIC HERALD, New York (q.v.); after 
having become also the owner of the SUNDAY DEMOCRAT, he made the HERALD 
a weekly edition of the latter paper; and in I 885 hired an editor for the 
DEMOCRAT (editing himself his old paper). This new editor D._0_^Laughl_in 
was - it seems - not successful, so Dr. Walsh took over both papers. His 
office was changed about 1894 to 21 Park Row, in 1902 to 32 Park Row, in 
1903 to 14 Barclay St., in 1904 to 23 Park Row. 

In 1880 THE ILLUSTRATED CELTIC MONTHLY, N.Y., says: "SUNDAY DEMOCRAT, 
able and vigorous,..in foremost rank..., in its Christmas edition with 
manyfold attractions,..journalistic ability,tact,enterprise...,of commanding 
influence and popularity." In 1890 an advertisement praises the paper as 
"The best Irish Catholic paper in the English language, approval of 
Archbishops and Bishops." In 1894, v.18, no. 875, December 30, we could 



check its subtitle: "A weekly family journal, devoted to the propagation 
and defense of Catholic truth, Irish home rule, literature, politics, 
etc o’ 1 The second original of DCU is v.35, no. 7 (N 1 1903 )• In this 
issue the paper calls itself? "A weekly democratic journal for the home, 
devoted to Irish organizations and democratic politics, published by the 
democratic Publishing Co 0 " Here one sees clearly the break of the paper's 
policy and character. Dr. Walsh is by some of the sources still named as 
editor, but - it seems - he must have left about 1903, when also the first 
time the new Democratic Publishing Co. is named. Fr 0 Walsh meanwhile had 
changed the weekly edition in its aim and character twice? to CATH. HERALD 
AND CATHOLIC SCHOOL ADVOCATE in 1890 and to AMERICAN HERALD in 1899. 

After Fr. Walsh had left the paper and its weekly, there was little of 
Catholicity treated. Finally in 1911 the two papers went separate ways 
with different offices. The SUNDAY DEMOCRAT was taken over by W.P.Reilly, 
with its office at 100 W 32d St. It recovered some of its Catholic 
character but still not enough to rate more than? "3” and it ceased 
publication in 1924 . 

Details? from I 885 to 1890 "Independent", 8 pages all the time except 
once in 1903 5 up to 1890 a size of 32 x 46 f after 1900? 18 x 24 , except in 
1903? when the new management of the Dem.Pub.Co.tried 16 pages of 11x17 
inches. The price was from the beginning $2.50, only 1906 - 1918 $2.00. 
The paper's circulation had the following figures? in 1876 ? 20,125; in 
1885s 27 , 000 ; in 1890?

TEMPERANCE TRUTH (S 1892-1902/3 or 1907/8) 

This "Catholic?lb", monthly (bi-monthly, monthly) temperance magazine, 
and also society-paper, was established in S 1892. Sister Joan Bland 
states that in 1891 a Convention was held in Philadelphia with Catholic 
abstinence as the theme. It was here that Rev.^A^P^ Do£.1®.,_CSPj L the 
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General Secretary of the Association, started the TEMPERANCE TRUTH after 
having supported the movement in his parish, St. Paul the Apostle in 
Hew York. According to ULS, the magazine lasted with v.l and 2, nos 
1-24, to Ag 1894* But it lived on as a bi-monthly with v.3, 12 numbers 
in 2 years, from 0 1894-Ag 1896 ; then it was continued as a monthly again 
to Ja 1901, a copy which we (DCU) own, there is no volume number on it. 
Sister Joan believed 1902/3 to be the end-date;it is possible. Hoffmann 
listed it to 1907 and 1908, but he has no reliable end-dates. In 1959 we 
asked Fr. Vincent F. Holden, CSP, for information; he searched in vain. 

The T.T. had become the organ of the Catholic Total Abstinence Union of 
America for which the Pahllst Fathers^ had organized a great movement, 
supported by special pamphlets (in 1896; twenty-six, written all by 
notable writers, which were distributed at rallies and lectures. Rev. 
Doyle’s address was given, with 415 W 59th St. for all these publications 
and THE T.T., also, had as publisher the Temperance Truth Publishing 
Bureau, 120 W 60th St. Fr. Doyle was also engaged in THE MISSIONARY, 
Washington,D.C. and New York as well as in the CATHOLIC WORLD, New York 
(q.v. for both). (q.v. perhaps also with "the MONTHLY CALENDAR). 

The contents, mostly one article and poems as songs, wanted to give 
the readers the facts about the movement, the danger of intemperance, the 
necessity of temperance, the stimulation to join it. There existed also 
supplements, the records of the meetings, printed i.e. in 1901 in 
Hartford, in 1902 in Dubuque, etc. 

Details: 8 pages, small, pamphlst-like, 25 cents per year, also for the 
bi-monthly with 16 pages; no cover, but a portrait on the first page; the 
later monthlies look with 4 pages ( 1901 ) like dying.

It was a "Catholic :1c" (sponsored by Church authorities) monthly 
(qu.) magazine, founded in Raleigh, N.C. by Rev._jrhoma£ Feederic_Price 
a missionary $alstor, who also published edited, managed it, had it 
printed in his orphanage in Nazareth,N.C. with the special purpose to 
reach with it the non-Catholics, He filled it with instructions, news, 
stories, for the family. 
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In 1911 Rev. James A, Walsh founded Maryknoll, N.Y* Fr. Price was 
co-founder* He gave up his magazine which was continued by Rev,_Wm. 

F._McGinnis, President of the International Catholic Truth Society as 
editor-in-chief, Herbert A. Plater as manager, in 1915 was joined by 
Rev. W. G.Meehan and John J. O'Keefe* In 1941 F* Joseph Kelley was the 
editor, The Truth Magazine Inc. the publisher; the address was in Hew 
York since 1912: 44 Barclay St, in 1916: 412 8th Ave, Its contents 

was not limited for non-Catholics, it wanted to be nation-wide, acc. 
to its subtitle: "giving true explanations of the doctrines". In 1916 
ff* it became more for the family, illustrated. In 1938 it was made a 
quarterly.

THE TRUTH TELLER (Ap 2 1825-Mr 31 1855)(following THE SHAMROCK ) 
with a "SUPPLEMENT" TO THE TRUTH TELLER (Ja-Je 1835 or"to I 84 O?) 
merging into THE IRISH AMERICAN , N*Y*TMr 31 1855) 

This pioneer Irish, in general "Catholic:3", but for certain periods: 
after issue seven from 1925-30 and for the "Supplements" in 1835 “ about 
1840: "Catholic:lc", weekly newspaper was started on a Saturday, Ap 2 1825 
and lasted until Mr 31 1855, when it merged into THE IRISH AMERICAN. In 
1825 there already existed an Irish paper in New York, THE GLOBE AND 
EMERALD ( 1824 ) which could not stand the competition with the new paper 
and soon died in 1826. Th^rfcwere also the earlier SHAMROCK (1810 with 
interruptions to 1824); both expressed their Catholicity in a way that 
also Irish Protestants could read the papers without being disturbed in 
their religious conviction (Foik). Of THE T.T. (see Th. F. Meehan in 
U.S.CATH.HISToSOCo, RECORDS AND STUDIES:20* 1944> p.100 ff.) all sources 
say that originally it intended to be a Catholic newspaper in America. 

Its founder, W.E.Andrews_, an Englishman, whose parents had become Catholics, 
had already in England controlled the CATHOLIC MISCELLANY and therein 
defended the religious liberty of Catholics; he had also founded in London 
a TRUTH TELLER which was called by his enemies "a Jesuitic newspaper 
edited by Pope Eusebius®" Disappointed he tried the new one in New York. 

One may be surprised that the first six numbers for which he himself was 
responsible as the editor did not bring anything really Catholic, the 
more so as it appeared under the auspieces of Rev. John Power, pastor of 
St. Peter's church® There was nothing American in the paper either. The 
first number gives Michael_ Ibohey^who had been the publisher of THE GLOBE 
[of 1919]) and^J^ McLaughlin "("the latter became editor of the IRISH ADVOCATE,

q^v.ip 1831), at 11 Spruce St., as the printers; they remained, for 14 
volumes. In no. 1 is a notice that the subscribers of THE SHAMROCK 
having paid in advance, may have THE T.T. instead; this notice helped 
us to find the end-date of the older paper more exactly:Mr 1825. THE T.T. 
can that way really be called the follower of THE SHAMROCK. 

Only from number 7 ff. THE T.T. shows its tendency to be ''Catholic" 
when Andrews had taken Willi_am Denman as editor. He had come from Edinburgh, 
Scotland, from good Catholic parents, of German-Alsatian descent; he began 
in New York a hardware store, which was the first office of THE T.T. at 
95 Maiden Lane. Denman was for years a trustee of St. Peter's church in 
New York; Brooklyn, too, claimed him as citizen. In his paper he is named 
only in October and November 1825, together with Ge£rge_P£rdow as pro¬ 
prietors, now with an office in 5° Collect St. Pardow was the business 
manager; he was English, came like Denman from a Catholic family, went to 
America in 1823. Until his death in 1847 he took active part in Catholic 
affairs 0 The office soon had changed to Franklin Street. Denman as 
editor was not well enough informed literarily, but he won all the well 
educated and scholarly priests in New York and Brooklyn as contributors. 

It is said that the clergy soon after the founding became interested in 
the paper, even that Rev. Dr. John Power, rector of St. Peter's and Vicar 
General of New York Diocese (publisher of THE LAITY'S DIRECTORY) "had 
lent his assistance" to the establishing and had sponsored it in its 
first years. Rev._j£seph A._Schne 11 er (q.v. a biographical sketch with 
N.Y.WEEKLY REGISTER), known as a controversialist, was for a time leading 
contributor. There was Rey.^Ttomas^ Levins_(q..v. a biogr. sketch with 
GREEN BANNER,N.Y.), who mostly wrote under the pen name Fergus MacAlpin, 
and Rev._Felyx_Varela_ (q.v. a biogr. sketch with EL HABA^ERO, Phil, and 
N.Y.J; Rev,jChar_le_s_Cons_tan_tin^ 0 _Pi_s£_ (q.v. a biogr. sketch with his 
METROPOLITAN of 1830, Baltimore), was a prose writer and a poet; they all 
contributed to THE T.T. as well as especially four laymen: Dr^ J^^iana 
James_ Macneven who had published there a controversy with G. Pepper of 
the IRISH SHIELD in 1828 (q.v. N.Y.), or Thomas_OJ_Connor from THE SHAMROCK 
(q.v.), or Patrick Casserlyy one of the first classical schoolmasters, 
also editor (q.v.J of the WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY and there was 
Thomas_S_o_ Brady. 

From the end of 1825 onward slowly THE T.T. brought also American church 
news, and advertizeEdent&n, e.g. on D 30 1825 Georgetown College. In that 
time THE T.T. had a good chance to prosper. Many Catholic immigrants had 
arrived. The paper became better known and "had reached in six months a 
higher circulation than any weekly in New York," it could already influence 
the press, discussions of THE T.T. were reprinted in other papers. After 
Je 3 1826 THE T.T. took over the management of GLOBE AND EMERALD (q.v. N.Y. 
and Phil.), an Irish paper existing since 1824; it was published until 
S 29 1827 and absorbed. THE T.T. had won the renown of being the first 
distinctively Catholic journal. Its purpose from the beginning was to 
ddfend the cause of Ireland, its people there and in America; it stressed 
the religion of the Irish more than other Irish papers: it fought not only 
for political but also for religious rights. It became the mouthpiece of 
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the New York Catholics, THE T 0 T» played an important role as defender of 
the Church against the anti-Catholic press of that time by articles and 
essays, especially when THE PROTESTANT in New York spread out its calumnies 
about the Catholic Church (around 1830-34) by Rev. Varela's PROTESTANT's 
ABRIDGER,.., his N.Y.CATHOLIC REGISTER and his CATHOLIC EXPOSITOR as well 
as by Rev, Schneller's N.Y.W.REGISTER... 

After one year of existence the owners of THE T.T. tried to print it on 
their own? they did not do it well, complaints came in; in 1829 a new 
printing type was introduced and the paper was enlarged from 11 x 15 to 12x20. 
In 1830 George Pardow left his interests (stated in the issue of Ja 2 1830) 
to Denman who became sole owner. During the last years already Denman's 
interests had changed more and more to politics; he had neglected his 
Catholic mission. With this changed character the paper got as rivals all 
the political journals, especially the conservative ones. A Richmond (Va.) 
paper, the SOUTHERN TELEGRAPH, for instance, prints in 1830 s "THE TRUTH 
TELLER, issued in New York, in every respect the contrary to its hypocritical 
name..." (Guilday, II, 219). In 1832 the printing office's address is 
given in the paper as 338 Broadway. THE T.T. had many agents in upper and 
lower Canada. There is almost nothing "Catholic" in that volume 32, not in 
1833 nor in 1834, except some items likes "More Conversions in England," 
or a "warm recommendation" of the new papers, THE CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH 
(Cincinnati) and THE JESUIT...(Boston). Macneven still contributed to the 
paper, Denman became involved in difficulties with Bishop Dubois who was 
against trusteeism. Rev. Schneller and Levins left THE T.T., establishing 
a rival papers NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY in 1833. 

On Je 30 1835 William Denman established a second paper % AMERICAN 
CITIZEN (1835-41?), q.v. New York, published in the office of THE T.T., 

108 Elm St., a daily, completely intended to help the immigrants who in 
that time were mostly Irish and most of them Catholic; he wanted to 
assure the native born Americans that the Irish could also be good citizens. 

The OFFICIAL CATHOLIC DIRECTORY of 1835, p.14'7, states that THE T.T. with 
a "Supplement" is devoted "exclusively to religious matter". We checked 
weekly copies of microfilms of 1835° On January 3 there is a notice 
"To Our Pastors"in which the editor as it seems, eager to please them, 
thanks them for the patronage of ten years, stresses the paper's "Irish" 
tendencies, with the addition to "defend its religion." To the same 
issue and to the following was added a SUPPLEMENT TO THE TRUTH TELLER of 
which none of our sources had made any mention. It was a weekly of 4 
pages, 2 columns, 8x11 inches, given gratis to subscribers, exclusively of 
religious matter, beginning with vol. 1, no.l on Ja 3 1835* The contents 
exists of leading articles, like "Of the Matter of Baptism", published in 
series, spread out over 10-15 weeks. There is an "Address of the Bishop 
of South Carolina in Charleston," "Resignation to the Will of God," or 
"What is a Jesuit", or "On the Antiquity of Lent," also small notices, 
church and society news and schedules, lectures, advertisements of 
Catholic books, etc. It is understandable, that the main paper therefore 
abstained from Catholic matter and looked almost like a secular paper 
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except for smaller notices e.g. the case of John Farnan, the pastor in 
Brooklyn, who established the heretic "Independent Catholic Church" in 
the issues around Ja 27 18355 there was a PROSPECTUS in the January issue 
of 1838 adding to its Irish aims the offering of "The religious Department 
...on the subjects of our spiritual interests..."; it does not say 
"Sup$le»£ftft M . There is nothing like a "department" in the volumes 1838/39. 

It may be that the contents of the added SUPPLEMENTS is meant. In the 
microfilm are some until Je 26 1835, probably then lost, because the CATH. 
DIRECTORIES still mention them with the advertisements until 1040. Then 
even the ads are nmitted in the directories of 1841, 42 and 43, but come 
back in l844» Possibly for the reason that the main-paper seemed not 
"Catholic"enough to the "Catholic" directory of those years. Foik says 
"it was soiled by trusteeism and no longer the mouthpiece of Catholics". 

We saw v.17 of:"I84I and found it not so bad. In no.4, Ja 22, there are 
headlines like: "Catholic Intelligence", "Catholic Defensive Society", 
"Catholic Temperance Society", It not only announces, also describes at 
length certain Catholic Colleges, or a fair of a parish, also advertizes 
Catholic books. Did the editor already try to restore the paper’s prestige? 
Purely "Irish" are the articles by Daniel O'Connel himself, e.g. Father 
Mathew’s abstinence movement in Ireland, about Emmet, meetings of the 
Friends of Repeal in New York. The office's address of I84I: Pearl and 
Center Strs. was changed in 1842 to Center and Cross Strs., the printing 
shop was at 70 Bayard St., so in v.l8. There we are informed that an 
association was formed to establish a "library of Catholic literature in 
New York, City", Ap 30 and ff. articles tell about the late Bishop 
England. Then after 1844, when the paper is advertized again in the 
Catholic directories, e.g. in v.23 of 1847, besides the strongly Irish 
tone, bishop's circulars are printed, Catholic lectures announced, 

"Literary Notices" bring Catholic publications and list Catholic book¬ 
sellers' books. The office had changed to 79 Chatam St.; Denman signed 
as editor and publisher. But the sources still say that the paper's 
prestige had dwindled almost to nothing. In 1853 the paper is signed by 
Daly and Denman (N.Y.CITY DIR.) and begins with a new series, vol. 28 as 
v.l. On Mr 31 1855 (v.30 or v.3) Denman offered the paper for sale for 
$500.00 and Patrick Lynch and William Cole, since 1849, "the owners of the 
IRISH AMERICAN,N.Y.(q.v.), purchased it for five dollars a week to be 
paid to Denman for his lifetime. Denman lived 15 more years until 1870. 

He became a contributor to the NEW YORK TABLET (q.v.). 

Details: a Saturday paper, always 8 pages, beginning with 3 columns and 
11x15 inches in 1825. changing to 12x17 inches in 1832, when its price was 
$4.00 fso to its end), and a circulation of 3,000 copies is noted down. 

In 1839 there we saw 4 columns, a size of 14x20 inches, in 1841-44 again 
3 columns and 12x15 inches; only of I852 we know another figure of 
circulating copies: 4,423. The paper attained up to v.30.

FIRST CATHOLIC WEEKLY NEWSPAPER of NEW YORK,CITY and NEW YORK STATE 
(as some sources __Th„F.Meehan - say), if one does not count the still 
more outspoken Irish creations like THE SHAMROCK of 1810 ff* Certain¬

Mich* was founded on Ag 31 1809? of - even if this is not counted either 
because it was only a shfeet, - then the U,S.CATH.. MISCELLANY, Charleston, 
S.C. of 1822 was older*

Of this Bohemian (Czech) "Catholic tentatively:3”, weekly newspaper we 
do not know more. It was mentioned in THE CATHOLIC BUILDERS OF THE NATION 
II, 43, with other Czech periodical publications of which we knew the 
establishing dates, but not of the TYENNI ZPAVRY. Dom Wenceslas Michalicka, 
OSB from the Benedictine Press in Chicago, 1637 Allport St., did not know 
of its existence either. Rowell and Ayer don’t list it in the nineties.

The U.S.Catholic Historical Society: 

Its founding is described in v.l of the magazine and in its 
Monograph v.20: TH. F. MEEHAN, 54 ff. On D 9 1884 a meeting was 
called by John Gilmary Shea* and Dr. Richard H. Clarke, a lawyer; 
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a group of bishops came to discuss about the means to preserve details 
and facts of the Catholic history in U. So, according to the wish of the 
Third Plenary Council in Baltimore ( 1884 ). Rt.Rev.John Ireland, 

Cardinal McCloskey and Archbishop Corrigan sanctioned the idea of 
founding the U.S.C.H.S. The president was declined by Shea but taken 
over by Clarke, soon succeeded by Frederic Coudart; secretary was 
Mark Vallette;** other outstanding incorporators were Patrick Farrelly, 
president and co-founder of the American Hews Co,, Ur, Charles 
Hebbermann*** and Thomas Francis Meehan,**** 

*J0HN OILMARY SHEA (acc, to Mark F, Vallette { s Obituary in CATH. 

WORLDS 1892, p e 55,and U.S.CATH.HIST,SOC.:REC.& STUD, 1900,p.130; 
Guilday's JOHN G 0 SHEA, FATHER OF AM,CATH.HIST.,1926, and what 
Maurice F a Egan wrote about him,, as a man of varied abilities, 
mainly a historian, from an Irish family of education and taste. 

Born in New York in 1824, educated at Columbia College, he learned 
Spanish while working in the commercial house of a Spaniard and 
wrote with fourteen years the story of the soldier-cardinal "Gil 
Alvarez Carillo de Albornez" for the YOUNG PEOPLE'S CATHOLIC MAG. 

(in 1838 called CHILDREN'S CATH, MAG.). In Fordham College he 
learned much about civil and church., law, ..He was with the Jesuits 
for six years, but did not enter the Society. He had learned a lot 
of history and began to write about the Indians, the Catholic 
missions; he published 15 Indian grammars and dictionaries, wrote 
the LIFE OF PIUS IX, CATHOLIC CHURCHES IN NEW YORK, HIERARCHY OF 
THE CATHOLIC CHURCH IN U.S., conducted the NEW YORK HISTORICAL MAG., 
the AMERICAN CATHOLIC QUARTERLY., and the CATHOLIC WORLD; he was 
one of the founders of the U e S.Cath.Hist.Society in New York, and 
contributed as the ablest and most noted writer upon American 
Catholic History, Then he conducted the society's organ, the 
MAGAZINE until 1892, In the same time he edited for many years 
SADLIER*S CATHOLIC DIRECTORY. In 1888 he had interrupted his 
work for a time because of an accident, c . 0h ,J§ r ‘30 1889 he became 
editor of the New York CATHOLIC NEWS where not only his knowledge 
of history was needed, but writing editorials, judging questions of 
the day which he fearlessly did. 

Dr. Shea had many disappointments to endure, often he felt not under¬ 
stood and little appreciated, still he struggled on and laid aside 
ambition for worldly success. He wrote in his old age his crowning 
work, the CATHOLIC CHURCH IN THE U.S. in four volumes. After 
publishing the second he was very weak, but he finished the last 
chapter and died (F 22 1892). 

He was a profound scholar, a gentleman,warm-hearted, cheerful, genial, 
fond of a joke, full of aneddotes, ever ready to help; he was 
happily married. 

**MARK F. VALLETTE see with N.Y.FREEMAN'S JOURNALS 1880-81, 
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*** DR. CHARLES GEORGE HERBERHANN , born in Germany ( 1840 ), came in 
I 85 O to New York. There he went to St, Francis Xavier and to St. 
John's College, was then professor at the former, and in 1869 at the 
City College. He enjoyed mostly his association with the U.S.Cath, 
Hist. Society for which he wrote many articles into the RECORDS AND 
STUDIES until he died, and for which he was working since the death 
of J.G.Shea ( 1892 ), renewing the society as president with an in¬ 
defatigable spirit. He had created the MONOGRAPH SERIES to which 
he attracted many scholars. He also contributed to the CATHOLIC 
QUARTERLY REVIEW, Phil., to the CATHOLIC WORLD, to the MESSENGER OF 
THE SACRED HEART and to AMERICA, wrote books since 1879> and was 
editor-in-chief of the CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA (1905 ff.). He died 
on Ag 24 1916. 

*** »THOMAS FRANCIS MEEHAN , born in I 854 in New York, was in a 
Jesuit High School, and in St. John's College, M.A. in 1874. At 
home culture and refinement, simplicity and literary attainments 
surrounded him. He begun his journalistic career with the IRISH- 
AMERICAN,New York, where his father Patrick J. was editor since 
1857. From him he had the love for history and a sense of humor; 
from his mother the quiet gentleness. At 21 he married an Irish 
Brooklynite; her father, Patrick O'Rourke, had worked with Horace 
Greeley on the LOG CABIN ( 1841 / 41 )* then on the DAILY TRIBUNE. 

Thomas Meehan was first reporter. With Father Hecker’s CATHOLIC 
WORLD he experienced the growing Catholic movement; he knew many 
of the Catholic journalists, became friend of Maurice Egan, whose 
"Recollections of a Happy Life" Meehan later edited. He was able 
to enjoy operas and literary group meetings. He was correspondent 
for newspapers throughout the country, bringing the first time 
Catholic items into the secular press; he belonged to the editorial 
staff of the N.Y.jHERALD (1895-97)> was special contributor to the 
N,Y.SUN, N.Y.STAR, BROOKLYN EAGLE, BROOKLYN CITIZEN; he also became 
manager of the CATHOLIC ENCYCLOPEDIA (1905 ff.). He had an ex¬ 
cellent memory and a great knowledge of the Church's history in 
America, what helped him to co-operate with CATHOLIC BUILDERS OF 
THE NATION, He lived in Brooklyn and did much to preserve its 
Catholic history in many articles in magazines like the U.S.CATH. 

HIST.SOC.:HIST.RECORDS AND STUDIES, of which he was editor. He 
had active contact almost until his death with the AMERICA. 

Meehan had lived as a true Catholic, firm and humble, charitable, 
using the press as means to honor the Church in many different ways. 
His spirit was remarkable in his last illness. He died a peaceful 
death in the age of 87 , in 1942. (Out of Sr. M. Natalena Farreky's 
biography of TH.F.MEEHAN, Monograph Series, v.20.) 

A) U.S.CATHOLIC HISTORICAL MAGAZINE 

This "Catholic"2", quarterly (somewhat irregular) historical magazine 
was established in Ja 1887 and lasted with this title until 0 1892. Directly, 
according to time, it was followed by the MONOGRAPH SERIES, which is not 
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treated with our periodicals; only after six years it was continued as a 
magazine again (Ja 1899-). In its "Introduction" to v.l it says: "This 
magazine proposes to make an attempt to present to the Catholics of 1 U.S. 
studies on points of the history of the Church hy scholars....to preserve 
all these rapidly disappearing evidence...to promote an interest in the 
subject..." For the nationwide magazine a.jpublishing committee was chosen, 
John Gilmary Shea as chairman was the editor. He wrote a series of articles 
for it. The first four volumes, nos 1-16 quarterly, covered irregularly 
six years. When in 1892 Shea died, the magazine stopped, too. The Society 
signed itself as publisher, its office was at 20 W 27th St.; it was printed 
on the Press of the Society. Its contents contained what the Introductory 
promised; besides articles also "Notices of New Publications", short notes 
and advertisements, all material relating to the progress of Catholicity 
in the U.S. In F 1887 the CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS said of the magazines "It 
is not issued for profit but in the interest of Catholic History." Mark__ 

F „_YEli. ean d £harles Herbermannalready mentioned above, belonged 
to the early contributors. 

Details: The quarterly issues, each about of 120 pages, made volumes of 
about 45^ pages; the size was of 6x9 inches, the price $2,00. Facsimiles, 
plates of documents, photographs of places were added; its circulation is 
not known, v.l was published in 1878 , v.2 in 1888, v.3 in 1890, v.4 in 
1891/92.

B) U.S.C.H.S.: HISTORICAL RECORDS AND STUDIES 

This was a "Catholic:2", semi-annual, or annual (irregular) historical 
magazine, established in Ja 1899 and still being published(l966+). After 
the death of John Gilmary Shea in 1892, the Society's activities declined 
until 1898 , when Bishop Corrigan and Patrick Farrelly began to reorganize 
it in electing Dr^ £harles_ £eor£e_Herberai£nii as president, and as editor 
of the new publication. He directed it for 18 years and Thomas F. Meehap, 
being already since 1905 his aide and collaborator, took over when 
Herbermann had died (1916); he kept it on the high level of critical and 
historical truth, so that it remains for the future a treasury of Catholic 
history. Meehan died in 1942. We give now the editors as they are printed 
on the magazine: 

Besides Herbermann: Mark F, Vallette (1899). and Charles Wm. Sloane 
(1899); Rev.J.H.MeMahon (1900-1912); Rev.M.J.Considine (1906-1912); 

Rev.Joseph F.Delaney (1906-12 and 1917); Th.F.Meehan (1906il2,1917-41); 
Herbermann alone (1914-16); in 1917 Meehan and Delaney again, plus 
Stephen Farrelly (on p,7 Memorial for Herbermann); the three remain 
to 1921; in 1924 Delaney now Monsignor, Farrelly had died, replaced by 
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Henry Eidder (from THE CATH.NEWS); in 1926 Delaney is replaced by 
Percy J. King; Eidder and King remain to 1929; then Meehan is sole 
editor (1931-1941); the next volumes of 1944-48 are edited by Eev 0 
Thomas J. McMahon; in 1950/51 John J, Meng edited v.39 and 40; and 
up to v«52 ( 1964 ) James A. Eeynolds was the editor and is it still 
in the same place: St* Joseph’s Seminary, Dunwoodie,N.Y* 

In V*1 Mark F. Vallette praises the work of John G. Shea in an article 
(p,130-40); later, in v *17 (1926) a whole volume is devoted to him by 
Peter Guilday, The SALUTATOEY in v*l repeates the aims of the publication 
as already given for the Society (see above): to preserve and provide 
material for future historians. A letter (1957) of the office: 924 
Westend Ave. describes the magazine's contents: "essays, notes, documents, 
together with the account of proceedings of the annual meeting of the 
society. There is an Index for the first volumes given in v.eleven 
(1917)) and from v.thirteen onward each volume has an index. Important 
are the obituaries for deceased scholars and members, i.e. in 1917 for 
Herbermann. It is current in 1966+(though 19 65-66 did not yet appear). 

Details: 172 and 255 pages, only 138 pages in recent times. Their size 
remains all the time 6x9 inches* The price we know on^Ly of 1908: $3*50, 
noiking at all about the magazine's circulation. See its irregular 
appearance:

UNSEEE ZEITUNG ( OUE PAPER )(1885-1900?) 

This was a German "Catholic:lc, monthly magazine, first juvenile, then 
for educated adults, established with v.l in 1885, v.3 we saw reviewed in 
1887 , Arndt-Olson has as end-date: "1900?". Its publisher and editor was 
^Beriz^ig^er^Bros^. (K. and M.) in New York, also in that time in Cincinnati 
and St. Louis, a given opportunity to make it nationwide. No special editor 
was given. The subtitle was in the years 1885 / 86 : "an illustrated monthly 
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for the young folks:" in the third year: "for educated people." The 
CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS of no. 12 1885 and F 1886 praise it as "richly illus¬ 
trated and with a chromo-frontpiece in every issue, with choice reading" 
and that "This magazine holds the same place among the German periodicals 
that ST. NICHOLAS hears to English Juvenile literature." That first aim 
of our magazine - it seems - was not reached, therefore probably its 
circle was enlarged for adults and its price lowered. The SENDBOTE..., 
Cincinnati, reviews single issues during 1886 and 1887 : "contents and 
appearance excellent, very elegant, best reading matter, educational and 
entertaining material for children, many fine and original illustrations, 
a wonderful Christmas giftVi 

Details: we only know its prices 25 cents per month in 1885 and 86 , 20 
cents of $2.40 per year in I 887 . It was richly illustrated partly in 
color; v.l circulated with 2,500 copies.

In Ag 1875 he moved with it to 
New York,City, there it was published by Pus_te_t_and__Co. with v.1-3 
to l877y stopped because of lack of success. It carried besides 
society-news also current problems, fiction and literary notes. In 
1878 the society news were printed in the KATHOLISCHE VOLKSBLATT to 
1899, in the CATHOLIC NEWS, N.Y. to 1908, when finally the CENTRALBLATT 
was started as organ of the German Central Verein in St. Louis.

This Irish ’’Catholic: 3 M , weekly newspaper was established on My 16 1812 
and lasted until My 1 1813. It was published for the proprietors by 
Ge£r£e_Douglas_^ Who the proprietors were is not known, Douglas is also 
given as editor in the issue v„l, no, 51 (My 1 1813). The volume was provi¬ 
ded with a title page and an index. The paper was primarily devoted to 
Irish interests; it contained a considerable amount of current news.

This ”Catholic:lc”, bi-monthly (quarterly, monthly) school-paper 
started in 1883, was interrupted; after 6 years ( 1889 ), published again 
from 1895 (we saw v.9, 1897, v 0 17 a nd 18 1905/6) went on to 1913 (Hoffmann) 
or 1914 (Ayer), The paper was published and edited by the students of 
the College_ £f_S^._P^anc^s__Xavier, New York; the office first at 39 W 15th 
St. Tl885) then 30 W 16th St, “(1906), See also the XAVIER UNION BULLETIN, 
New York, City, 

Details: bi-monthly first, quarterly in I 886 / 87 , monthly then. In 1885: 

16 pages of 9x12 inches, 50 cents; in 1888: 32 pages, 10x12 inches, $1.00, 
circulating 800 copies; in 1897 • 9*11 inches, 24 cents: in 1906: 40 pages of 
7x11 inches, $1.00, circulating 493 copies.

XAVIER UNION BULLETIN (1881-1886 or 87) 
a " BULLETIN "(?-?) 

THE BULLETIN ( 1924 -?) 

This was a "Catholic:1c", monthly (?) magazine, established in 1881 and 
lasting certainly until 1886 or 1887> it seems to have been somehow 
continued by a "BULLETIN"* Of the first publication The Xavier Union 
(established in 1871) was its publisher; it was the outgrow of the Xavier 
Alumni Sodality (of the £ollege_ o_f__S t._Fr^anc_is_X£vi_er_ of New York, see its 
school-paper THE XAVIER)* The Xavier Union changed in 1888 its name to 
Catholic Club of the City of New York* Under both titles we searched in 
the catalogues of DLe and NN and checked the holdings of printed REPORTS. 
Under "Catholic Club*.*" in Union Catalogue of DLC we found: THE BULLETIN, 
v*l: 1924 (nothing else) was superseding a BULLETIN of which no dates were 
given,* The latter may then have been published from 1888 to 1923. 

*See also our item: THE CATHOLIC UNION BULLETIN,NEW YORK, of which we 
could not find out to what Union it belongs, but we found announced in 
the AM„CATH.QU.REVIEW, v.20(l895) P.440, that it h8dbcm established 
in 1895. Could it be the second title of THE XAVIER UNION BULLETIN: 
"BULLETIN?" - We do not think so. 

We do not know any editor, nothing about its nature, its contents. 

We only can conclude it accompanied the popular education evening courses, 
attended by more than 300 students per lecture, owning a library, the 
catalogue of which drs printed in the Reports of 1887 , wheretthe XAVTER 
UNION BULLETIN i£ also mentioned. It is interesting to see which periodical 
literature was offered to the members of the Union: BROWNSON'S MAGAZINE, 
THE MONTH (London), REVUE DES DEUX MONDES, AM. QUARTERLY REVIEW, 

CATHOLIC WORLD, N*Y.HERALD, etc. In the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind., we 
can read in 1875 > p.221: "One cannot attach too much importance to such 
excellent organizations. The Xavier Union is in a florishing condition." 
The Catholic Club became the important social center of the Archdiocese 
with a library of 50,000 volumes in 1892. 

Details: none known. 

Sources besides general history books: Bennet (1927); White (1950) 
mentioning the Union and the Club, only the REPORTS in NN and DLC of 
The Xavier Union and of the Catholic Club of the City of New York.

THE YOUNG CATHOLIC (0 1870-1904) 

THE LEADER (1904-1923 or 24 ) 

THE YOUNG CATHOLIC was a "Catholic:lb" (with the approbation of the 
archbishops of Baltimore and New York), monthly (fortnightly)juvenile 
magazine, first published in 0 I 87 O, lasting until 1904. In the same year 
it changed its title to THE LEADER, a "Catholic:lb" monthly family magazine, 
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lasting to 1923 or 24. THE Y*C, was founded and directed by Isaac_ T. 

HeckerCSP (a biogr. sketch q.v. with CATH. WORLD) who had been the 
founder of THE CATHOLIC WORLD in Ap 1865 and of The Catholic Publication 
Society in My 1866. The editor for THE Y.C. was unnamed but it was his 
sister-in-law, Josephine Hecker, the wife of his brother George* She 
replaced Fr. Hecker when he was in Europe or ill . Manager was Lawrence 
Kehoe who had the same position for the Cath. Publication Society's other 
publications. As publishers signed The Paulist Fathers; the office 
changed from 9 Warren St. to 9 Barclay St., and to 120 W 60th St. 

In the United States existed in that time quite some valuable juvenile 
papers, mostly of religious denominations, but in 1870 only two Catholic 
ones: in Philadelphia the GUARDIAN ANGEL, in Chicago THE YOUNG CATHOLIC'S 
GUIDE (which had as an agency the office of THE CATH.WORLD in New York); 
both had started in I 867 . The SPARE HOURS of Boston had not survived the 
year 1866. Rev. Hecker, of the opinion that the press is very important, 
believed that, too, for reaching young people. Returning from Rome'he 
founded THE YOUNG CATHOLIC, having prepared it some time before, getting 
the best woodcuts and good contributors for his boys and girls. 
"Illustrations on fine book paper, a first-class Children's paper" 
described it, THE STAR OF BETHLEHEM, Milw., D I 87 O, p.45» Or the AVE 
MARIA, Notre Dame, Indiana, 0 10 1874, thought Hecker rights "The interest¬ 
ing and instructive magazine, the young folk expected it with eagerness." 

He wanted to create a Child's Catholic world by good pictures because they 
must be taught through their senses, built up by reading in pleasing 
manner, refining ' their mind (PROSPECTUS). Therefore he wished a handsome 
appearance. Its contents was composed of an assortment of stories, 
religious articles and poems. He himself filled the column "Uncle Ned's 
Letter." "No pains or expense are spared to make it creditable to the 
Catholic cause" (CATH.WORLD, I 872 ). Bishop Spalding of Baltimore 
encouraged people to subscribe in the CATHOLIC MIRROR (ja 6 I 871 ). The 
magazine really was most successful, 50,000 copies circulated already 
nationwide by 1873® The absence and sickness of Fr. Hecker made it 
decline as well as the appearance of rival magazines. When Fr. Hecker 
died in 1888, other Pa_ulist_Fath.ers_ continued his periodical. 

In 1894 the monthly became a fortnightly, began with v.l as a new 
series, so says in F 1894 THE ANNALS OF OUR LADY OF THE SACRED HEART, 
Watertown, N.Y., p.64i "signalizing the occasion of its silver jubilee by 
being metamorphosed from a monthly children's paper into an illustrated 
fortnightly magazine, adapted to the requirements of young people of 
various ages." The issue, we saw, v.2, n.s. (My 5 1895) really was not 
for children anymore. In this make-up the magazine died with one 
thousand circulating copies - it seems - early in 1904, with v.10. 

THE LEADER followed it directly, continuing with v.ll in 1904 (we saw 
v.12 of 1905, and v.17: Ja-D 1910). It was now a Catholic monthly family 
magazine, also done by the PAULIST_FATHERS, in the office of THE CATHOLIC 
WORLD, and lasted until v.30, 1923 or 1924. 1923 seems to us rather sure, 

despite the question mark after 1923 in ULS and Rev. Lucey's article (his 
other doubts we were able to solve above). 
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Details: 8 pages, in 1873 of 20x28 inches, in 1881 of 10x14 inches up to 
1893, priced $2.00 for five copies, always illustrated; circulating copies 
in 1873:50,000, in 1881:20,000, in 1886:25,000, in 1890:35,000. As a 
forthigfetl^in 1894: 16 pages of 7x10 inches to $1.00, illustrated, 
circulating in 1895:35,000, but in 1896 : 2 , 250 , and in 1898 only 1,000 
copies. THE LEADER, again a monthly, now of 32 pages, still 7x10 inches, 
still $1.00, also illustrated, and so in the following years, got again 
the high circulation of 50 , 000 . in 1904 and 1908 ; no further circulation 
numbers known.

THE YOUNG CATHOLIC’S CABINET . (1843-44) 

This ’’Catholic :1c", monthly juvenile magazine was started in 1843 
and lasted about two years, to 1844. It was listed for these two years 
in the METROPOLITAN CATHOLIC ALMANAC. In Mother Buck’s MA dissertation 
(Columbia) is given:l845, with no reason or source. We have a second 
source for 1944, the METROPOLITAN magazine in Baltimore, of S 1854, where 
a list of periodicals is printed, again for just those two years. We 
have no other details, no publisher or editor. But we know that in New 
York, City just the last juvenile magazine had expired, THE YOUNG CATHOLIC’S 
MAGAZINE, 1838 -) which was edited by Cornelius H._Gottsberg£r_to I 84 I. 

Since the title is so similar, and no editor of the CABINET is known, one 
at least could think that Gottsberger had made another attempt.

YOUTH CABINET (D 15 1881-1883 or I 884 ) 

This was a "Catholic:lc", monthly juvenile magazine, Drought to life 
in D 1881 and lasted to 1883 or 84 . It was created by the Catholic book¬ 
seller and publisher P.O/Shea^ 45 Warren St., New York. This we know from 
the AVE MARIA, Notre Dame, Ind.(D 10 1881), announcing the YOUTH CABINET, 
of which a PROSPECTUS had arrived. It was not yet named but O'Shea 
promised to publish its first issue on D 15 1881, Also Rowell had it 
listed for 1881. O'Shea had been interested in juvenile literature already 
in 1868 when he began to publish a "library” of children's books. Since 
Father Hecker's THE YOUNG CATHOLIC was circulating in the city for twelve 
years already, it seems, O'Shea could not get enough subscribers. 

Benziger was a competitor, too, but he greeted the YOUTH CABINET in his 
CATHOLIC BOOK NEWS in F 1882: "It is very fully illustrated and contains 
stories, biographical sketches...we hope... success, he so richly deserves." 

Details: from Rowell: 38 pages of 7x10 inches, its price was $1.00 
1 ,Ayer has $2.00), it was illustrated. In 1883 it circulated below 5>000 
copies.

Conclusion: 

New York City is leading with several early Irish newspapers; their 
patriotic aims precede their Catholic tendencies; they struggle for life; 
the SHAMROCK opens the line in 1810. A first church directory, a first 
magazine - if it really came to existence - appeared. The TRUTH TELLER 
(l825) was the first paper, Irish too, able to stand on its feet, hut 
walked away from strictly Catholic principles, so that really Catholic 
papers were needed to defend and explain those principlessTHE PROTESTANT 
ABRIDGER(l830), THE N.Y.WEEKLY REGISTER...(1833). A strong rock became 
THE N,Y,FREEMAN'S JOURNAL ( 1840 ), for many years a one-man paper. With 
it, going on to 1918, New York never was anymore without a Catholic paper. 
There were from 1857 ff • always at least five publications alive in the 
same time, one of them, almost reaching the 20th century was the NEW YORK 
TABLET, followed by the METROPOLITAN RECORD, an official paper of 
Archbishop Hughes. 

A first juvenile magazine was attempted in 1838 , the CHILDREN'S 
CATHOLIC MAGAZINE, almost in time continued by the YOUNG CATHOLIC'S 
CABINET in 1843, not yet able to be supported by the Catholic public until 
Father Hecker’s THE YOUNG CATHOLIC covered this special field from 1870- 
1904. Unique was the LAYMAN's OFFERING, realized for one year in 184 7 5 
Brownson's learned magazine was leading, coming from Boston, also in New 
York from 1856-75* A first school-paper, handwritten, was alive prior 
to 1857 to that year: GOOSE QUILL in Fordham. The calendars or almanacs 
had taken over the popular education, mostly foreign productions first; a 
German ILLUSTRIERTER VOLKSKALENBER(l865) was then published in America. A 
first family magazine was the KATHOLTSCHES HAUSBUCH(l865}, followed three 
months later by the first English one, the famous CATHOLIC WORLD, sur¬ 
viving until today. 
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Foreign papers began with Spanish ones in 1824, 1828, an Italian paper 
in 1836, not very Catholic, The first German paper in 1&49 was shortlived.; 
since 1851 the KATHOLISCHE KIRCHENZEITUNG, coming from Baltimore, was 
•'the'' German paper until in 1873. With great courage the first daily, the 
NEW YORKER PRESSE was started, while an English daily followed in 1875 > 
the CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH; both died soon. The KATHOLISCHES VOLKSBLATT took 
over in 1878 and survived the KIRCHENZEITUNG. There is not much of French 
Catholic papers; the earliest ’’Catholic” may be LE BULLETIN in 1868; the 
great ones are not Catholic. 


The ’’Firsts” of Catholic periodical publications in New York, City: 

The SHAMROCK(l8l0) was the first Irish-Catholic weekly newspaper in U.S. 

The CATHOLIC LAITY’S DIRECTORY...of 1817 for the City of New York was 
the first Catholic annual directory in the United States. 

The ’’Catholic Magazine” of l8l7(if it was really published) was the 
first Catholic magazine in the City of N.Y. and in the U,S. 

The NEW YORK WEEKLY REGISTER AND CATHOLIC DIARY (l833) was the first 
English besides the ’’Irish” Catholic weekly newspaper in the City 
of New York. 

THE CATHOLIC OBSERVER ( 1836 ) was the first Catholic parish-newspaper 
in the City of New York 

The NEW YORKER BOTE ( 1849 ) was the first German-Catholic weekly news¬ 
paper in the City of New York. 

The GOOSE QUILL, prior to 1857 > was the first (handwritten) school- 
paper in the City of New York. 

The KATHOLISCHES HAUSBUCH (Ja 1865 ) was the first Catholic family 
magazine, also the first German one, in the City of New York. 

The CATHOLIC WORLD (Ap I 865 , three months later than the KATHOLISCHES 
HAUSBUCH)was the first English family magazine, now in 1959 also 
the oldest in the City of New York. 

The NEW YORKER PRESSE (l873) was the first Catholic daily newspaper, 
also the first German one in the City of New York. 

The CATHOLIC TELEGRAPH (l875> two years after the German NEW YORKER 

PRESSE) was the first English Catholic daily in the City of New York. 

McGEE's ILLUSTRATED WEEKLY (l879) was the first Catholic illustrated 
(of that new type) weekly newspaper in the City of New York and in 
the U.S. 
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THE PASTOR (1882) was the first English ecclesiastical magazine in the 
City of New York and in the U.S.(two German creations in Baltimore 
and esp. in St. Louis preceded it).
